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INTRODUCTION. 



1 AH not aware that any one has ever attempted to publish an account of 
the charitable donations of the various benefactors in this county. Some few 
places indeed^ as Wokingham^ have had a statement of the charities in which 
they are interested, printed; but principally for their own use. As I con- 
ceive that the funds arising from these sources may be considered as public 
property, I cannot but approve of the example which has been set by such 
places, in thua showing that they desire to give publicity to their accounts : 
and believing that such conduct must meet with the approbation of the pub- 
lic, I thought I might render an acceptable service to my native county, by 
endeavouring to collect and by publishing such an account of the charities 
which have been given to various places within it, as limited means and 
scanty information placed within my reach. I do not assume that I have 
been able to procure a full account; but I am satisfied, that howsoever im- 
perfect it may be found, it is yet sufficient to convince every one, that these 
funds are of a very important amount, and ought to be the.jsubject of very 
serious consideration. If my readers shall discover any errors, any misrepre« 
sentations, or any omissions, I trust that they will place them to the right 
account ; they must be convinced that I have not wilfully given an oppor- 
tunity for such discoveries. 
^The difficulties with which bis progress must be opposedj whose mate- 
ore to be sought for in every corner of the countyj and from a great

number of individuals^ many of whom are.uniibie, and some of whom are 
unwilling to give him information^ should be fairly and candidly considered. 
Without authority to investigate the affairs of so many funds^ and without 
influence sufficient to suppjy the place of that authority, it ought not to be 
wholly imputed to a compiler that his work is deficient, until a proper al- 
lowance has been made to him for the difficulties with which he must ob» 
viously have to contend. But if he is chargeable with deficiency of infor- 
mation, let it be remembered that the charge itself furnishes a powerful ar- 
gument in favour of an application to Parliament for authority to seek for that 
information which an individual has failed to obtain. 

Disclaiming all other merit. Heave to myself only the satisfaction of think- 
ing, that I have here endeavoured to lead the way towards attaining publi- 
city for those matters, which it cannot vrith any shadow of reason be urged^ . 
ought to be secluded from public inspection. 

The charities, like every other species of public property, should be se- 
curely kept and faithfully administered. Those who ought to be benefited 
by them, should not only have all the benefit which the benefactors intended 
to confer, but they ought also in justice to have the additional satisfaction 
of being assured that their rights are not infringed upon : and those who 
legally may claim the privilege of distributing these funds under the donors' 
appointment, should most strictly be protected in the enjoyment of that pri- 
vilege ; aiid as a just compensation for the protection afforded, they ought 
not to complain if they should be called upon, to account for the exercise 
of it. 

That the charities^ have not been securely kept, the instances of losses which 
&e diflerent parishes themselves acknowledge, afford, sufficient proof. 

That they have not been faithfully administered, has not been admitted in- 
the returns which have been made ; hut it has not been denied. That, how- 
ever, can alone be a faithful discharge of duty, which is strictly conform* 
able to the terms by which the duty is imposed : that is alone a faithful ad* 
ministration of the charities, which is guided by the express intentions of the 
donors. If a donor purposed giving a milch-cow to a poor family, can it 
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be called a due discbarge of their duty if the trustees withhold the cow> and 

by depriving a poor man, burthened with a family, of so valuable a present^ 

fill all the paupers of the parish, even to repletion, with beef on Christmas- 

«ve } That '^ great coats " have not been given to " four poor men" for 

many years/ as was intended by the donor; — that stipends are paid for prayers 

in Newbury and Reading, when the prayers are wholly omitted ; — that the 

funds of an alms-house intended for only eight, are distributed amongst nine 

poor ; — that the estates of an hospital, most plainly, clearly, and expressly 

directed to be let for the best rent that can be obtained without taking fines, 

and being let at low rents upon the receipt of fines for renewing leases : — ^that 

these, and many other instances, all contrary to the intentions of the donors, 

cannot be called faithful administrations of the charities, I think must be 

sufficiently evident. Instances of such, and of many other abuses, fre* 

(Juently appearing, we are naturally led to consider what remedy can be 

proposed. The proposition I had intended to make, extended to these 

points : 
To preserve the charities more effectually than they have been preserved, 

by the custody of tid^-deeds, aad by a proper investment of money. 
To superintend, not to Gontrol> the administration of them, by periodicaliy 
examining whether the patrons or trustees exercise their privilege of 
disposition according to the powers given to them. 
To exhibit annual accounts ; by showing, on oath, how much has been 
received in the course of the year ; and to whom, and when, and in 
what manner, as to quality and quantity, that year's receipts have been 
delivered. 
And lastly. To provide fbr the proper and legal application of those funds 
which may remain after the donors' express intentions are fulfilled ; or 
of those which, by the change of times or other circumstances, caonot 
now be duly distributed. 
No one, 1 think, can discover in this proposition any desire to encroach 
on the rights of any individual ;— of those who are to receive, or of those who 
claim a right to distribute : I think no one can here discover any desire but 
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tm INTRODUCTION. 

that honest one of protecting every person in the full enjoyment of all hi& 
juflt rights. I have, however, forborne to print this plan at lai^e and in de- 
tail, in consequence of the measures vehich have lately been adopted by the 
legislature; and which, though not so comprehensive as was desired by those 
who have inquired into the affairs of many of the donations, are yet calcu- 
lated to make some degree of advancement towards a knowledge of the ei^ 
isting state of the funds in question. 

With respect to the following account of the donations within this county, 
the first eleven sections are digested from the returns made in pursuance of 
the authority of an act of parliament, called ^'Gilbert's Act,'' passed in the 
year 1786 ; the twelfth section comprehends such as were either omitted in- 
that return, or have been subsequently made, so far as I have been able to 
ascertain them* I have prefixed to this account, tables of the population and. 
of the poor-rates, by which any person may at once see what proportion the. 
charities of any particular place bear to those charg<es on the parish. 

With regard to the estimates I have made, I have only to say that they^ 
seemed to me to be tolerably correct, from the information which I have ob- 
tained ; but it will be observed, that I do not insist on the accuracy of the 

results, as I have left them still under the style and title of estimates only. 
The observations which I have added, are such as must have occurred to 
every one : I do not pretend that they are profound ; I acknowledge them 
to be superficial : but I only hope they may lead others, who are more com- 
petent to the task, to take up the subject in an efficient way ; and I have 
reason to believe that, even before I began to write this Introduction, they 
have tended to produce that effect : and if the abolition of any existing 
abuses shall be the consequence of them, or even if the public shall be satis* 
•fied, through the inquiries that are about to be instituted, that no abuses have 
cixisted, I shall be fully indemnified for my trouble. If abuses shall be dis- 
covered and abolished, or if the general dissatisfaction which prevails re- 
specting the asserted mismanagement of these funds shall be proved to be 
falsely grounded, — in either case it will be a satisfaction to me to reflect, that 
I have lent my feeble aid towards the production of such results. I shall be

as* mucb gratified to learn that no abuses have been practised^ as I should to 
hear that any had been abolished. 

I trust that there is nothing in this book which will offend any one : if 
there is, I am heartily sorry for it. If any untrue statements shall appear^ 
which I am sure I have not wilfully admitted, I shall be ready to retract, 
them. That there may be such statements I am willing to allow, because. 
I ain willing to admit that I have not obtained the best evidence : and no 
one can be so ignorant as to require ta.be told why I did not resort to the: 
best evidence; 

Many things which I-have said respecting the' Corporation of Newbury,, 
it must be observed, do not apply to any of the existing members. The chief 
abuses which I have pointed out in that borough, were the abuses of former 
generations ; for which the present members are no more responsible, than^ 
as being the successors of those in. whom the abuses originated : and I am^ 
sure I am warranted in saying, that few corporations in the kingdom^ are. 
composed of more respectable individuals. I am convinced that they will 
not, jointly or severally, desire to shrink from inquiry and investigation;, 
and I am equally convinced, that they will not hesitate to allow, (those at 
least amongst them who are at all acquainted with the history of their trans-^ 
actions in the management of the charitable funds, ) that abuses have hereto*-- 
fl)re been practised by their predecessors.. 

Of Reading Corporation nearly the same may be said; except, perhaps^ 
that they seem to have lately done some acts not strictly conformable to the 
directions of the donors ; and yet probably what they have so done maj 
seem to have been jjustifiable on the ground of expediency.. The abolition^ 
of Poor John Hall's School ; the interpolation of an additional alms woman 
on JohnA'Larder's establishment— These things seem contrary to their duty. 

Both of those respectable bodies will pardon me for any thing that J may 
have said, if they candidly reflect that I. have not made any observations, 
with a view to attack any particular persoa or corporation; but generally. 
to complain of the want of a better system in the management of the char 
rities.. In. a subject of this nature, it is almost impossible to avoid the ap*

pearance of pefsonalitj ; but if any thiag of that kind shall he imputed to 
me^ f can do no more than positively to disclaim all such intentions. 

The Corporation of Abingdon felt themselves aggrieved at something 
which was reported in a newspaper as having been asserted of their body by 
a member of the House of Commons, in speaking of the management of the 
charities. The newspaper report was very incorrect, and seemed to impute 
to the Corporation what certainly was not intended. The honourable mem- 
ber, who was said to have made the oiSensive remark, was endeavouring to 
show to the House the inefficiency of former measures of the legislature to 
obtain full information on the state of ihose funds, and to remedy the defects 
in the management of them ; and in order to make good his assertion, as to 
the little reliance that should be placed on the returns under the act of 1786, 
he stated to the House that Abingdon had omitted to return any account «f 
the donations of twenty-fleven of its benefactors, which it ought to have 
returned under that act. Though this statement conveys no charge against 
the Corporation of mismanaging or abusing the charities under their care, 
it yet proves that they had larger funds and more charities than they $eefned 
willing to allow ; and it proves also, with Mmilair omitsioiis qaoled from 
many other places, what the honourable member vras then desirous of prov- 
ing, that a full account of the charities baa never been laid befom the public, 
and that therefore Mr. Gilbert's act has proved, io effect, usiden. I think I 
may venture to say, that few, if any, places in the kingdom have paid greater 
attention to the stafee of repair and the comfort and general cleanliness of the 
hospitals than Abingdon :-^but notwithstanding this admission, I still main- 
tain the propriety, nay the necessity, of inquirii^ into the fiinds given for 
the support of them. 

The system which is wanted, is such as shall combine two objects ; the 
prevention of abuses, and the prevention of complaints* The clamour of the 
existence of abuse is now very general ; 1 have heard it from the extremes! 
parts of England, irom Guernsey and from Jersey :«— and the only mode by 
which it can^b^ satisfied or be sileneed, is by the production of accounts, 
fairly and clearly made out on oatlu If groundless suspicions have created 
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the clamour^ tbis production will sikncB it ;-^if the abuses have really ex* 
isted; then will the extent of tbem be seen, and a foundation laid for the 
abolition- of them. But to prevent the recurrence of the clamour^ it will be 
necessary that these accounts shall be periodically returned and examined^ 
and preserved for public inspection^ as 1 have before suggested : and I trust 
that the time is not far distant when some efficient system of management 
shall be proposed and adopted. 

I have had but little time to devote to this book : — it is consequently ill 
digested and unequally executed. Much may be added to it, and much 
might, as well perhaps^ have been omitted. Though far from being com- 
plete, it may lead the way to some beneficial results. I claim to myself no 
merit for this performance ; I disavow all intentions of encroaching upon 
private rights; and I distinctly, assert that no personal feeling has dictated a 
single sentence in tibis book. If any erroneous statements shall be pointed 
out to me, I shall be ready to alter, to admit, or to retract, as the case may 
require, and I shall feel obliged to any one who will be at the trouble of 
correcting my errors^

* These two parishes are in the Abstract comprehended in Abini^on Borough; but I see no reason why they 
thoald not have made a separate return, as well of the charitable donations as of the popnlation and poor rates, 
especially as the parishes in Reading and Wallingford have made distinct retorns. To jumble together the dif- 
ferent and distinct rights of different clasiies of people can only be productive of unnecessary confusion, and 
throws obstacles in the way, so as to render the discovery of the dinposition of (lie charity funds very difficult if 
not impossible. To make facta and accounts intelligible requires the staiements to be made with simplicity and 
f erspicaity, which are almost convertible terms, but which here are set at defiance, by blending together the 
rights of two parishes. And who is so bold as to deny the propriety of making the charities iQtcUigiblo ?

They are probably only such small compo- 
nent parts of a parish as are not entitled to the distinction of being called ty things^ havH

' (a) I belic'Te this donation was not a rent-charge, but was laad. It was ^< for the purpose of 
purchasing in the spring of every year two milch cows, to be given to two of the poorest men 
in the parish of Harwell (burdened with families) for their snsten^ation.'! Two oxen are now 
purchased in the winter and killed^ and the meat distributed amongst the poor. He who gives 
away his own property has an undisputed and indisputable right to give it in such a manner 
and with such limitations as he pleases ; and he to whom such property is so given has an equal 
right to claim and to hare it. The donor of this charity intended that a poor man should ha¥e

a cow ; but they whose duty it is to fulfil this intention give him only a joint of beef. This 
•distributive f?tjustice may be more satisfactory to those to whose iot the cow would not have 
fallen ; but what answer would it be to a poor man, coming to claim a cow, to tell him that the 
whole parish had been regaled with beef? Such poor man might justly rejoin ^^True; but at 
my expense.'* But no poor roan of Harwell dares to claim his right. For if he should insist 
-on the donor's directions being fulfilled, and that two milch cows should be annnally given 
away, the distributors of the charity would, no doubt, tak^ care that so troublesome a fellow 
should never have one t>f Elderfield's cows ; and since, by such interference, he would also de* 
prive himself of a Christmas dinner, it must be obvious that he is placed in such a sitnation as 
to be incapable of seeking redress for the injuries he suffers. But I anticipate a sophistical paU , 
liative for this breach of trust, in the [Slausible suggestion that no poor man can now keep a 
cow. Quid ad rem^ si quidquid vidii melitts pejusve ? It may be true that he cannot keep a 
cow: and I am not aware that Mr. Elderfield has directed that he should keep it; bntlie has 
positively directed that it sliould be given to him ; and there is no reason why he should not 
immediately sell it. Since the cow is his absolute property, as soon aa he is selected as the per- 
son to whom it shall be given, he has not only a right to dispose of it according to his own 
fancy after he has got possession of it, but he has also a previous right of commuting it (with 
the consent of the trustees) for any thing else. And I should think, allowing all the weight to 
the objection (that a poor man cannot now keep a cow) which it deserves, that if the commuta- 
tion was for clothing for himself and his family, it would be a far more beneficial mode of dis- 
posing of this charity, both to the poor and to the parish, than that now adopted. In a few 
years the whole parish wojald be well clothed, which, as it would much contribute to their 
health, must influence the poor rates, and therefore benefit every member of the parish. Since 
this cow is the property of one man only, I need not here insist on the gross injustice of de- 
frauding him of it by dividing it amongitt the whole parish. He is robbed, and no one is be- 
nefited ; for I cannot dignify the mere sensual gratification afforded by one meal in a twelve- 
month by the high title of a benefit. I think the donor intended to confer a permanent advan- 
tage on some poor man; and if he were alive now, when ^^ a poor man cannot keep a cowj** 
I think that he would adopt the suggestion of substituting clothes. I may say of the poor of 
Harwell as was said for the poor of Reading many years ago, " They dure not complaynefor 
all the tefh in tfieir hed" 

(b) It seems the parishes return or withhold what they think proper. It is clear that a full 
return has not been made. Why not name the uses for which this sum was given ? At all events 
it is public property, and the public ought to be informed about it. If it is for a feast for the 
•corporation say so, and enjoy it. 

(c) A supposition that H:ould very naturally arise in the minds of parish officers after they 
had negligently lost the original deeds or documents in which the appropriation was directed. 
Let the parish of Blewbury (or any other parish possessed of large estates given for charitable 
purposes) lose the deeds by which an income of about a thousand pounds a year is appropri- 
ated to educating and apprenticing poor children, and after the loss then let them ^^ suppose"** 
the charity to have been given ^^ for the ease of the poor rates." The loss of deeds not only 
endangers the safety of the charity, but it also gives the trustees an opportunity of applying tho 
funds to any purpose they please. Some losses are very inconvenient ; but may not cases be 
supposed where losses would turn to profit ? 

{d) I do not believe that the aldermen of Wokingham (ake the same liberty with this bull 
as the people of Harwell (Sect. X.) do with Mr. Elderfield's cows. I fear the donor's will is 
in this inHaoce strictly complied with.

NOTES TO SECTION XL 

(a) This bank hath become bankrupt* \ know not whether the poor of Boxford hare in 
consequence thereof lost their money ^— it b likely that they haTe. 

(5) Boxford affords examples of two canses of the loss of charities ; one (i. e. supposing the 
money to have been in the bank at the time of its failure) from insufficient security, the other 
from want of (he preservation of title deeds. These subjects will be more fully discussed in 
another place ; I only notice it here for the purpose of saying that the rector refuses (as his pre., 
decessor had done) to pay the 13'. 4dL because the parish hare no evidence in their possession 
of their right to demand it. This tlonation, whateTer It b, is written up in the chnlrch, which 
b probably one cause of the loss \ since the parish may have relied upon this mnral memorau* 
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dum as their best title deed, destroying or lesing all ethers. Walls are said to ba?e eass, but 
they have no tongues to give endence. I oanael help thmking that the rector i« in the right ^ 
tand I should not think otherwise if I knew that his refusal had arisen from mereeeafy motives. 
But they do not exist in the breast of the present recteiv If the poor have really sustaioed tiiis 
loss, they must recollect that it has been caused, not by any selfishness in their rector, but by 
the gross negligence and indifierente of the parish officers, who have Idst or destroyed the do. 
fcuments by which this sum was intended to hare been secured. The rtctorputs this question 
tipon the fair and manly issue, saying, " Produce your authority and I will pay the demand/' 
iliere is a charity to a very large amount in this county under a nearly similar inability of sub* 
Itantiating its claims ; but those claims are, fortunately for the poor, not resisted. But who 
knows how soon they may be resisted upon the same grounds that the rector of Boxford takes ? 
t^here are many others of smaller amount which have been lost iVom the same cause, and maoj 
%rbich are likely, or at least liable, to be lost. 

(c) How was the bl. Is. ScL lost? 

(d) This was '^ for teaching thirty boys of Buck lebuby, Thatch AM, and Little SnEFFOftO, 
tnd apprenticing three of them yearly.*' This charity has, since the returns were made, by the 
Exertions of a late vicar's father, been recovered, and is, I believe, in a flourishing state^ en- 
joying an income of at least jS^OQ per anDum* I know not if Sheflford reaps much advantage 
from it, if any ; for the boys must walk from their homes to the school in the morning and re- 
turn at night. Many Sheflford boys,.if not all of theti, must therefore be excluded from the bene- 
it kindly intended to be conferred on them by the distance between that plac^ and Thatcham^ 
Irhere the school is situated. Six boys are, I believe, now apprenticed, with 10/. each, 

(e) This was ^^ for fbur coats foir four poor men ;" and if this assertion of a discontinuance 
he true, and still remain so, there ought to be a large sum of accumulations in Mr. Loveden'a 
kands, .which he ought to accoimt for tciik interest. This retarn was made thirty years ago. 
Suppose, therefore, the discontinuance had commenced only ten years before the return, making 
in the whole a suppression of forty years, the arrears for that time, with interest, would amomit 
to 96/. ; then add the interest of these arrears, t. e. 4L I6s. to the original renf.cbarge, and it 
would produce an income of 7l., a judicious application of which would soon be felt over the 
trhole of so small a parbh as Buscet. The practicability of strictly fulfilling every donor's in-* 
tentious will be discussed in its proper place : perhaps ^k 4s* would not now purchase four 
coats. 

(/) If it has lain ^^ dead" ever since, the arrears of interest would now make it amoont to 
a considerable sum. I mean by charging those with interest in whose withering grasp it put on 
Its mortality. 

(g) The parish officers in the year 1787 admitted that they had in their hands 71/. 6s. lid. 
tor which they paid 2/. 17 s. 6d. interest to the poor. In the year 1788 they say they have 
only 51/. 6s. lie/, and pay only ^/. li. 6d. per annum. I only mention this ditftrence without 
intending to dwell upon it. But I have placed thts return from Chitdrey under this section for 
the purpose of drawing the reader's attention to the fact, that scarcely any of the persons who 
have charity money in their hands allow mere than 5/. or 4/. per cent, for it. Why should not 
the poor have 5/. per cent.? This Childrey fund is allowed by the churchwardens to produce 
only 2/. 17*. 6d. per annum, but ought at 5/. per cent, to bring in 3/. 11j. Ai^d. I sliaU not 
here notice any other places, for the number is too great, where the poor have suffered losses 
ttom this cause, but shall advert to this topic in a latelr part of this book. 

(h) Again here is a difference in the two returns ef 1787 and 1788. I cannot pretend to 
Aecide which is right ; but as sedi differences appear in many places I am afraid^ I ihaii be tind 
of allowing them to be all placed to the score of mistakes. 

(0 <^ Not noticed before because considered as an equivalent for talee received by the tud 
parish by the owner of the house.'' — JMrtu^. This memorandum was made in the second r^* 
tttrp of 1788 ; and it sayF, jBtetfgjBtijvei^uicysv : >^ The poor mte tertaialy entitled to a r^t-cha^cge 
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•f' 11. per atumn, and we knew it at the time we made the return last year, but we did not 
then mention it because somebody liTing somewhere did something." Who? where? and what? 
The questions are, What did the donor give, how is his gift secured, how did he say it should 
be distributed, and has it been so distributed ? To these questions there is really no answer 
iMuie. It seems that the donor's intentions, whatever they were, are not fulfilled ; that is, that 
the poor have lost this annual pound, which is their right, whatever else may gratuitously b^ 
giiWD to tbera. If this system were persevered in, and were allowable, all memory of the right 
would be lost ; and when the gratuitous donations should fail the poor would lose both. Every 
unauthorized alteration in the donations in quantity, quality, or mode^ should be opposed and 
preranted. Let the donor's Intentions be strictly fulfilled, and no cause of complaint can then 
arise* If they cannot be fulfilled, legal authority should be given . to remove the disability hj 
an efficient alteration. 

(Jk) Here is another instance of money being lost in all probability tiirough the fancied but 
fatal security of an inscription in the church. Vide Boxford, Sect. XI. 

(/) If these arrrars were recovered and placed at interest, and added to the original dona- 
tion, it would altogether amount now to 10^. 6d. per annum. 

(m) This shows the want of some mode of placing charity funds at interest. The parish, tn 
a cold fit of despair, gave up their charge, and have consequently lost b9. per annum for ever, 
I should like to see John Young's will : it is probable that he directed ^^ the interest thereof 
to be distributed,*' &c. ; if so, what answer can be made to this breach of trust ? The proprietj 
•f establishing a common fund for such small sums as these, and indeed for all sums^ will bq 
discussed in another place. 

(ft) The person wHo made this return saw clearly the impFopriety of vesting chf rity-money 
in private hands, where it is invisible to public inspection, to which all public property should 
be snbjeeted, and where it can be so easily appropriated to private uses and necessities, ai^d 
must consequently be open to all the multiplied risks of bankruptcy and insolvency, of mis* 
fortune and peculation. It is lamentable to reflect on the magnitude of the sums thus circum* 
Btanced. 

(p) I believe this charity produces now upwards of XOOl* per annum ; it is for Hagbourn^ 
Harwell, and Milton ; and it would seem, from being omitted in this return^ that Hag^ioum M^ 
defrauded of its share* I believe Mr. Eaton's charity may be reckoned up. thus :

Since writing the above I have seen the ricar, who has very obligingly 
stated to me that the gift was of certain tithes, which now produce more than 15/. per annum^ 
consequently the Abstract erroneously calls it a ^^ renUcharge,** The present vicar regularly 
r?ads prayers when there is a congregation of five, and has voluntarily added to this obligation 
a sermon or lecture. The question is, not whether the present vicar does or has done the re* 
quired duty, but whether any vicar who has held or may hold this preferment has neglected, oi 
will in future neglect, the prescribed conditions. The next vicar may have a benefice in War- 
widuhire or som^ distant county, and living there, may continue to claim and receive these 
tithes to the prejudice of the poor. While we lament for losses which have happened^ let k bf 
our business to take care that the catalogue shall not be increased.

Is there any annnaL sorplna out of 
the accumnlations of which this re*erection arose? If there be an annual surplus, it 
aeens directly contrary to John a'Larder*^ intentions. It may be proper as a general 
rule to rebuild almshouses, but it is more proper to give to every man his own. John 
a'Larder gave to his eight poor, ISf. Ad, per annum each ; but calculating that his dona- 
tion would increase in value, he directed such increase to* be dbtribn ted. amongst his 
eight poor ; and did not direct that it should be suffered to accumulate for the purpose 
of making a new building t# adorn the botoagk of Reading, nr tor any other pnrpoie.

funds from their original application for the purpose of enriching some 
of the members." Could we hare a bonAjIde debtor and creditor ac. 
count of ail the charities, I venture to say that we should find large 
balances at all times, from 1043 to the present day, unaccounted for 
by the corporation. Where we have a little insight into these affairs we 
find it to be so ; and ^^ what can we reason but from what vre know ?*'

These almshouses are now 
in number eight, have been lately rebuilt, and are now restricted to 
women. Why should men be excluded, since the donor did not in- 
tend such exclusion ? The return says, this charity is worth 10/. per 
annum. It is probably worth 50/. There is an annual surplus on 
this charity, out of which the corporation have Tested money ia the 
fands. I complain that the return of the eight women is msude from 
the present disposition of the charity by the Corporation. It ought to 
have been returned according to the will of the donor ; and then poor 
and impotent men would have known their right. Why do the cor- 
poration take upon themselves to convert this descripti6n of men into 
old women ?

In the year 1749 a book was published in Reading by one Watts, giving 
an account of this charity, in which it appears that ai that time 
[sc 1740] the balance of Kendrick's charity (with interest) which 
had not been applied according to the donor's inteutioas, and which 
then remained, or ought to hare remained, in the hands of the corpo* 
ration, amounted to 18,430/. lOtf. Now suppose, for the sake of the 
aigument, that, since the year 1749, the corporation hafe duly applied 
all the rest of Kendrick's money, and hare not suiTered any further 
balance to accumulate, but that they hare not refunded the aboremen- 
tioned balance of 18,439/. lOr.; and suppose that money doables 
(without compound interest) in twenty years, then in the year 1769 
there would be in the hands of the corporation 36,800/. and upwards, 
in the year 1780, 73,600/., and in the yc«r 1 809, 147,300/. ; and there 
will be in the year 1839, TWO HUNDRED AND NINETY.FOUR 
THOUSAND FOUR HUNDRED POUNDS ! I do net say that thh 
sum is in their hands, but the corporation harenerer denied the charges 
brought against them by Watts in the only wagr in which charges of 
this description can be dearly and intelligibly denied ; that is, by a 
debtor and creditor account. It is now nearly seventy years since 
Wtttts made his charges, and the corperalion hare not yet ceased to 
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Ceel sore on tiiis subject :— this obserration I am Warranted io making 
in consequence of an apology for the corporation, which wasr published 
in 1816, and in vhich there is no denial of Watty's charges, but only 
m most awkwaid attempt at excusing them from ^^ delinquency." The 
apology is from the pen of Mr. Man, to whom 1 am indebted for many 
notices of charities, and for much gratification which his valuable His- 
tory of Reading has afbrded. It is ho imputation to Mr. Man that 
hi9 apology has failed in ioto in conyincing nie that Watts was wrong 
and the corporation right. The adrocate is not responsible for the just, 
ness of his cause. Mr. Man is evidently directed by what truth die. 
tales to him, and seems to labour very much between the consciousness 
of Watts^s general correctness, and his desire to exculpate the corpo« 
ratitm. I will quote what fae says, and make a few observations at 
the bottom*-^^^ The greater part of the charities bequeathed at diffe- 
^ rent periods still remain, and are applied according to the intentions 
^ of tlie respective donors ; font some have been lost in the confusion 
^ 4>f the Civil War8{a), and th<B changes in the government subsequent 
^< to the Kefornmtion (a) ; and some, if we believe Mr, Alderman Watts, 
^< lA a work which he published called ' The Black Scene opened,' 
<^ have been diverted from their original application for the purpose of 
<< enriching some of the members of the then existing corporation; 
^ bnt this gentleman*s statement ought not* to be tmplicttfy relied 
^ on (6). The charges of peculation which he has brought against his 
^ brethren in the corporation could not altogether have arisen from a 



(a) In Mr. Man's accoant of charities he dees not giTe one single instance of losses sustained from either of 
these canses. I can therefore only take these asserttoos as vague and general dedamation, unsustaiaed by evi- 
dence, and intended as introdactory to the «nbseq«em attempt at a refutation of Watts, aad ezcolpataon of the 
corporation. 

(5) Why not ? ** bccanse many of them fsc charges of peculation] were without foundation,** and becaute 
others ** took their rise as far bark as 1643.^' So then, at all events* Mr. Man allovvs that there was good foanda- 
tion for tomt of the charges of * Speculation " enumerated hy Watts; and at the same time dees not give a single 
instance of one unfoauded charge, nor does he inform us bow he discovered what Mr. Watts*' musf £im Jbaowii," 
Again ; others ^ took their rise in 164S.'* ^ 7odb their rise :*'— this allows that (whenever they ** took their rise **) 
they were not empty charges in Mr. Alderman Watts's Hmei and it does not deny that they do not apply aow. 
Peculation commenced in 1643 mny be carried on to 184S. It may, have imkem Ot rite a century ago, and aot have 
terminated yet. Why not rely on Mr. Alderman Watts ! He was a member of the corporation, and therefore well 
acquainted with all their affairs, and fully possessed of all the facts which he details. He was an alderman, and 
therefore one of the trustees and guardians of the charities 4 and inasmuch as he criminates the corporatioa he 
criminates himself. His interest therefore weald have led him to conceal not to reveal these ** blmck acemegj** 
The stings of ronscience will extract confession from the most hardened criroinals.-7Why may net the love of 
truth and justice have urged Alderman Watts to lay before the public the sute of the public purse ? Not rely on Al- 
derman Watts ? If he gives us dates, sums and calcniatiens, and bailds his charges en such a foundatifto^ the only 
mode, as it strikes me, of refuting him, would be to show the inaccuracy of bis dates and calculations, and not 
merely to say he is not to be relied on. But I wiH grant (what Mr« Man does not dirtatUf beg) that the alderman 
made Ms ^ charges of peculation " from malicious or miteful motives. Let the strongest proof of the most in- 
veterate malice^ and of the most venomous spite, be adduced, and I wiH not attempt to pialiiate it. The alder- 
man can only be refuted by a dear debtor and creditor account, which it is not pretended can be gives » on the 
eentrary, the blame is attejnpted to be impnted, a little further on, to the subordinate ** efficen *' of the corpora- 
tion,** in not regularly keeping their accounts.*' Why did not the corporation look into th- eoadact of their 
own*** officers ** in such momeDtons matters i Would charges of being actuated by the most base and infanuNiB 
motives render the alderman's testimony suspicious ? Yes, certainly^ if his ** charges of peculation " were to be 
tried by his met! vet. But I saj they are to ne tried by dates and calcidations alone,— >by theaccaraey of an al> 
maoack, and by the rules of Cecker and Bonnycastie. The corporation are charged with the receipt of certain 
snmt; and the only answer (bat caa be pvea moat be aa accoant of their diabtmensenffe according to the miU 9/ 
the tl(Mi»r. 
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<< cooTiction of their truth, becaiMe he must bare known that nany of 
<^ them were without foundation ; and others, according to his own 
^ account, took their rise as far back as 1643 (6), for which his brethren 
^' could not be answerable. When he notices the deficiencies that 
<^ have from time to time arisen in the different charitable funds, he 
<' ought in fairness to have stated, that in the reign of Charles I., 
^^ while that monarch kept a garrison here, the corporation, to relieye 
^^ the distresses of the inhabitants, mortgaged the greater part of their 
^^ estates, amounting to upwards of 3000/., which could only hare been 
^^ redeemed after a length of time by the surplus rerenue arising from 
^^ the different charities (c). Mr. Watts ought certainly to have made 
^^ himself better acquainted with the facts before he brought his charges 
^ agaiHst the corporation, whose greatest delinquency seems to have 
^' arisen from the inattention of their ofiicers in not regularly keeping 
^^ their accounts, so as to have been able to show at one view in what 
^^ manner the different sums had been applied (</). For want of this 



(c) Granted Chat Che corporation did inortf[;a|i^e their estates; and in*anted that the ranrti^aice was redeemed 
** by the SUKPLVS revenue arising from the different charities." This will still not account for the ** deficiency,'' 
nor would it refute Alderman Watts. On the contrary, it is an arf^nent which the alderman hav omitted, and 
which doubtless lie would have availed himself of had Mr. Man been alive to have ^ujsgpsted it to him The cor 
poralton, throffi^lTlbeir advocate, here acknowledge that they have appropriated upwards of SOOO'. to their own 
use by redeemiai^ the mortgage. I lay their omn use. The contrlbotions called foir in the Civil Wan cmild not 
he paid by the poor and the almspeople ; they were not looked to for a supply of Miy part of the levy, either bj 
the party levying, or by the town on which the levy was made. The king did not /ipply to the poor for a loan. 
These were not the " inhabitants*** that were ** digressed *.*' It was the corporation, the rich inhabitants, 
thott! who should supply, not receive, alms. Thew were the persons whose ** distresses '* were r elieved by the 
mortgage. They who at all times are objects of eleemosynaiy support cannot contribute that which they cai 
never have. Not, therefore, having been relieved by the mortgage from any burthen or *' distress** arising from 
the levy or contribution, why should they have been called jipon to redeem it ? Why should the estates of alms- 
l»eople, however circnitonsly, be applied to pay the debts of those who ought to have protected instead of bor- 
rowing from them ? The mayor, aldermen, and inhabitants petition the king to be relieved from, farther contribu- 
tions! saying, ** that your petUionert have keen forced to engage tbbmselves, and the land and meanes of Ike Mad 
town^" &c. Was it almspeople who ** engaged themselves f^ Who would take the bond of an almMnan ? It was 
the wealthy inhabitants who had lent the king money, and who afterwards called on the almspeople to repay the 
loan. But the corporation say the mortgage was redeemed only from the ** surplus revenue arising from the dif- 
ferent charities.'* Is not this the same thing ? Is not the charity-money taken to pay the debts of the corpo- 
ration ? Are not the poor made to pay for the rich ? And if the different almspeople were relieved from their 
share of the burthen of the contribution by the mortgage, why not redeem the mortgage ont of the general re- 
venne ? Why take the ^ surplus revenue " only ? It seems, by their taking the ** surplus revenue " only, that they ac- 
knowledged they had no right to make the almspeople redeem the mortgage : for, if they had a right, the whole 
tevenne was as much liable as the surplus. Did the ** different *' donors of the ^ different '* charities direct the 
** larplns revenue arising *' from their gifts to be disposed of for the benefit of the corporation ? If this can be 
shown, then the corporation, to the extent of the ^ surplus,*' is not accountable for balances in their hands. But 
if it cannot be shown, how do you impeach Alderman Watts*s statement ? — I'he corporation admit that there wat 
a ** surplus revenue arising from the different charities" '* as far back as 1643." If the corporation are allowed 
to redeem one mortgage out of the surplus revenue, or out of any revenue arising from charitable donations, wb} 
not redeem another } Why not make a mortgage for the purpose of getting it thus redeemed i Would not this 
be ** enriching some of the mnnbtrs f ^Does the corporation rely on such a redemption ? 

(<f) As I transcribed this sentence I could not avoid smiling at the awkward situation in which Mr. Man has 
voluntarily placed himself. Mr. Watts must have been fully acquainted with the facts ; since, as an alderman, 
the whole affiiirs of the corporation must have been open to him ; and if he had falsified any facts there would I 
have been bundles of retorting pamphlets fired off at his devoted head. He would have been smothered under a| 
mass of correct accounts and clear statements. If his olvject was that base one of gratifying a malicious disposi- 
tion, he would have been an unskilful assailant to have given his adversaries the advantage, by ii^vesting himself 
with the fallible armour of falsehood, which would have been so easily penetrated, to his utter discomniure, by

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'' necessary regnlation they were obliged to sit down under the odium 
^^ of a charge which, however unfounded, has not been erased from the 
'^ minds of the common people, always ready to embrace every accu- 
^^ sation brought against their rulers, but never capable of being cou- 
^^ Tinced of an error. That there had be<::n no mismanagement of the 
^' charitable funds from the year 1643,. the period when he commedcds 
^^ his charges, to 1740, when he published them, is what no man who 
'^ considers the frailty of human nature, and the numerous persons 
^^ through whose hands the funds must have passed in that space of 
^^ time, can assert ; but to silppose, on the other hand, that a succes- 
^^ sion of the most respectable gentlemen of the town, for of such only 
^^ the corporation has always been composed, could be so systemati- 
^^ cally base and wicked, as to convert to their own use what was en-

Conld they not controul tliem f But is it not cowardly in the corporation to throw out such a sosgestion against 
tlieir own servants } To endeavour to shield themselves from accountability by the flimsy skreen of an imputed 
neKHc^Dce which they themselves should have prevented, and for which, even if true, they them$(*lv«8 are re 
sponsible ? QuifacU per aUumfadi per $e. But Mr. Man, feeling the weakness of that part of his argument 
which insinuates falsehood in Mr. Watts's statement, and the folly and the wickedness of that other part which 
throws the odium of the master^s crimes upon the shoulders of his servant, whom he is bonnd to superintend, to 
direct, aud to protect ; and for whose negligence (or ** peculation *' if you please) he is accountable, cannot pre* 
vent his own honest and honourable mind from suflTering the truth io be partially seen. ** Regular accounts, 
showing at one view in what manner the different sums had been applied," are what Alderman \> atts required : 
and Mr. Mau agrees that it is a reasonable request: he agrees to it, I say, otherwise he would not have applied 
to the officers even the mild epithet of inatttntioe for omitting thrm, nor have allowed it to be a^* necessary re- 
gulation." An s4>plication of the funds ^'according to the intentions of the donors" is what Alderman Watts 
calls for, is what Mr. Man accedes to, for they are his oun word;^. If regular accounts bad been kept, and the 
donors' intentions had been always fulfilled, there never would have been a ** Black Scene " to have t>een '* open- 
ed ** or defended. 

(e) Mr. Man had just before stated or supposed that Alderman Watts's charges were ** unfoanded ;'* and now 
allows that there may have been ** mismanagement of the cliaritable funds " within the period which the alder- 
man states. Here again the predominating bias of Mr. Man's mind in favour of truth reluctantly bursts forth ; 
and the only question that remains between Mr. Man and the alderman is, not whether any funds were diverted, 
but how much was diverted ? and Mr. Man studiously avoids the discussion of this question. 

(/) Mr. Man admits that there may have been mismanagement, attempts to impute it to the officers of the 
corporation, or endeavours to evade the question by suggestlus; the possihiiity of Alderman Watts's wilful devia- 
tion from truth ; he now allows tliat there are bad men in all communities : and if a bad man in the corpora- 
lion has been the cause of any diversion of the charitable funds fr.)m their legitimate object, the whole corpo- 
ration, though not |>erhaps individually guilty, are collectively responsible. But one individual cannot ** appro- 
priate a sixpence to his own use without the consent of the wbo'e.** This is getting rid of the real (question by 
leading the mind into another train of reflections. The whole certainly consented to the redemption of the 
mortgage on their estates out of the ** surplus revenue " of the charity funds ; and there cannot be a doubt but 
that they ought to refund that money with interest, unless they can show that they have administered it accord- 
ing to the ^ intentions of the donors," which Mr. Man asserts, in opposition to facts, is the rule of conduct 
adopted by the present corporation. Whatever sums have been received by the corporation from the charity 
estates should be accounted for ; and if not lawfully accounted for, then the whole corporation is both guilty 
and responsible.

It seems to me that Mr. Man has completely failed in defending the cor- 
poration from the imputed retention of a balance of 18,430/. lOt. of charity money in their hands; and if so, 
the accumulated simple interest would make it amount in the year 18^9 to the enormous sum 1 before mentioned 
of TWO HUNDRED AND NINKTY-FOUR THOUSAND AND FOUR HUNDRED POUNDS, without 
charging the corporation with any sobseq'jent sums which tbey may not liave appfied ** iiccordiog to the inten- 
tions of the donors.'* I complain that there are only two or three instances i» the whide Abstract (not for 
Reading only but for the whole county), where an account is given of the ** handling" (to use W. Kendiidc's 
expression) of the surplus $ and if a full account could be procured of these ** surplus revenues,'* it would appear 
to be the most grievous mnission of the whole. 

I should apologize far detaining the reader so long on one article, but let him recollect that this is the only 
body who, as far as I am aware, have attempted to defend (heir conduct in the management of the charities. 
Does the reader think that the imputation of falseliood, which is one ground of their defence, is sabttaatiated ? 
thai the charge of malice is well grounded ? and If well grounded, does it alter the case ? Does not the reader 
<jee that, so far from denying Watts's charges, it is admitted that there may have been ** mismanagemeDt ?" Es 
uno disce omnei. This, inefficient as it is, is the kind of defence, and the only one which all tmslees of all the cha* 
rities in the county have to make. If an attempt is made to remedy abuses of this descriptioa, the undertaker inds 
himself charged with wilful aberration from truth, with malice, oiid with impertinence for interfering in matters 
which do not relate to him«e1f. 

I must add one more defence of Alderman Watts, which I have just met with in Mr. Man*s book, although 
it seems as if dragged into this place " neck and heefs." Mr. Man confesses, p. 195, (hat** The intentions of the 
" founders of charitable institutions are seldom scrupulously fulfilled by those to whose trust they are committed. 
** Self interest^ prejudice J favour faffection,tind many other induce mentt frequently interfere to pervert the true mean- 
** ing of words, or to obviate the force of expressions that counteract our wishes." How can Mr. Man make 
this confession accord with his accusation of its being ** unwarrantable and uncharitable" in Mr. Watts or any 
me to ** suppose" that ** respectable gentlemen" can ** convert to (heir own use" the charitable funds.' 
XP'^5.] The ** respectable gentlemen" of that part of Mr. Mnn's book are the same identical persons as 
(hose in this part '* to whose trust charitable institutions are committed." And here it is confessed as a gene- 
rally-receivable truths it is laid down as a maxim by which to square our conduct, that ** SELF-INTEREST 
[that is, ** enriching some of the mcmben«," according to the words imputed to Alderman Watts, and what else 
can *' self interest" mean ?] interferes (with those to whose trust charitable institutions arc committed" [that is, 
with the ** respectable gentlemen of the corporation"] ) to pervert the true meaning of words," that is, *• the in- 
tentions of founders." And what ii th« meaning of all this, but that ** self-interest" ['* 1 thank thee, Jew, for 
teaching roc that word "] i^ the operative director of the '* respectable gentlemen" in the management of the 
chariiirg } And if this be a fair deduction from the admissions and concessions quoted, then Alderman Watts 
was right in charging " some of the members " with " peculation." 

Again I say that I cannot avoid bring highly pleased with all these evidences and testimonials that a rooted 
love of troth, honour, and justice abounds in Mr, IV'an's breast, and that be vainly endeavours to escape from 
their suggestions, as he feels that they would infallibly, if suffered boldly to stand forth in the prominent and 
conspicuous stations which they always challenge and' occupy when left at liberty, confute and confound. In- 
stead of defending and justifying, the corporation. I will freely confess that the corporation of Reading is

Two-fifths of the children to be al- 
ways presented by the three parishes of Reading alternately.

A parent fosters his children with care and attention : his affection for fats own offspring prompts 
him to supply all their wants, to anticipate all their wishes. Bui the guardian, who ought 
to supply the parent's place precisely as the parent filled it, having no natural affection to 
animate his exertions, feels his duty dull, and his office troublesome : neglect eases him 
of these painful sensations, and the orphan is comparatively happy if his only complaint 
is of neglect. Before the promoters and supporters of these schools shall be compelled, by 
the course of nature, to relinquish their charge to the management of their successors, let 
them recollect that these charities will probably share the fate of others in the hands of 
cold unfeeling guardians. Where is Hall's school ? Better occupied perhaps — ^bat is it 
occupied as Hall intended ? Subscribers ! will your schools after your death be occupied 
as yon intend P What guarantee have you that your intentions will be fulfilled ?

to the poor.*' But the produce of the 1 5/. was to pay 105. towards the 
repairs of the church and bells, and \Qs, to the ficar for a sermon on the 
feast of St. John ; and the 20/. was to provide bread for the poor on St. 
John's day of the value of l/. 2«., ^^ provided always the clerk and sexton 
shall have 12c/. a-piece in bread yearly, on condition that they keep the 
gift in memory^ remember the preacher, &c This charity requires 2/. 25., 
and the house may be worth 10/. 105. At all events there is or ought to 

. be an annual surplus on this charity, and which is wholly unaccounted 
for: — the actual value of the house is surely more than 3/.

gave, in addition to what is mentioned in the Abstract, 205. towards the 
reparation of the church, bells, &c., 105. to the preacher (if there be 
a sermon on New Year's day), and 25. to the clerk and sexton.

There is or ought to be an annual surplus . arising from this gift, which 
seems io be of the same nature as Robert Ree?es's donation, observed 
upon in St. Mary's parish in this Section.

Jemmett Raymond, Esq. new modelled these charities : prorlding 2s, 6d. per week to six 

men and to six women whilst liTing in the almshouses ; furnishing the 
cloth gown, fuel, and qecessaries for the sick, and giving 5/. per an- 
num by weekly payments to a person who should read prayers twice 
a week to the almspeople ; the surplus to increase the weekly allow, 
ance, so as not to exceed 5«. per week, or to build more almshouses 
with the like regulations. It should seem that twelve new almshouses 
have been built out of the surplus of these donations, making alto- 
gether twenty-four almshouses, and that there is a surplus fund more 
than iujicieni to build twelve tnor^* The income of th^se charities is 
about 500/. per annum; the Abstract says it is \97L 4s.

The balance of Kendrick''s charities in the hands of the corporation at 
IMresent j(1818) ought to be about U),000/. more or less. 

He gaye also 50/. to twenty-five maids on their wedding days, 
fie gave also 250/. to purchase land of the yearly value of 10/. for dl- 
Tine service in the parish-cfaurch every morning at six o'clock, I .am 
•ot aware that the rector does the prescribed duty, and yet I conclude 
that he claims the reward. But it is not an unusual infirmity in human 
aatnre to desire to reap where it has not sown, — ^to omit the labdur, 
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bnt expect tk« hire. I do not bowevei aifinn tkat the iaty is omittod, 
I only pr^siHile Ihat it i»: perhaps the rector nay be able to tell 
whether it is or is not. The land purchased, in parsuance of Kendriek's

hospital^ said to hate been founded by King John, which is not an 
unlikely tradition, 4Dce we have a record of his having granted this 
Ikir for its support. The charter rolls from the second to the fifth of 
hh reign are lost, aad amongst them, probably, the foundation charter 
of this hospital. By an inquisition taken 41 Ed. III. here was a cha* 
pel, and a house and salary for a priest. 12/. b still paid, as part of the 
salary, out of the Exchequer. The corporation claim a right of pre* 
sentation to this benefice as lords of the manor ; but it is really in 
the patronage of the crown* No priest has been presented since the 
last ittcnmbent, who died several years ago. 

A school for the free education of six boys [qu. eight ?] was engrafted on 

fhis hospital. By what authority the priest hath been hortbeiMd irom 
time to time with this additional duty it does not appear. It is now 
discontinued by the Tacaacy of the benefice.

The Church almshouses are for six men and six women. The date of the 
foundation and the founder^s name seem to be both unknown » The 
income arising from the gifts of rarieusbenefactoys is about 170/. per 
annum, which affords an annual surplus beyond the expenditure^ and 
consequently leaves a balance in the hands of the corpotatlon» 

Rd.'Cowslad^ in the year 1716, gave, by deed, a perpetual revenue of 26/. a year (as 

stated in his epitaph) for the clothing of ten poor children, and in- 
structing them in the principles of the Christian religion, as contained 
in the church catechism, aiiid in the arts of writing and ariftmatic 
They hare also been apprenticed on leaving school. This charity is 
considerably in debt, though with an ample income to li qui da t e -it, and 
many of its deeds and securities are lost..

Almost all the charitable donations to dissenting ministers and congregations are omitted 
throughout the county : none of those belonging to Newbury are inserted in the Abstract. 
The trusts of their places of worship, which are built by public subscription, and are 
vested in trustees for particular purposes, are also omitted. There are, however, endow, 
ments for almost all of them ; and they require protection from peculation as much as 
any other charity. I must here, and for every thing I advance in this book, caution my 
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my readers from concluding that I desire to advocate the propriety, or to discuss the po- 
licy, of any charity or donation whaterer. I proceed solely upon the principle that pub- 
lic propt'rty should be protected ; and under the name of public property I comprehend 
ererj thing that is given, contributed, subscribed, or bequeathed for any purposes what- 
soever, within any parish, not being for the immediate use and benefit of the donor or 
his heirs, whether it be for the poor in general or with limitations, for the church or 
for meeting-honses. [Vide Wokinoham, Sect. XII. under Abraham Atkins's name.J

the value of them, nor the purposes for which they were given^ not 
having searched the original grants. 
The corporation of this borough have been lately charged by an anonymous letter-writer, 
signing himself ^^ An Inhabitant," with misapplication and mismanagement of the chari- 
ties committed to their guardianship. It is much to be regretted that this ^^ Inhabitant " 
has indulged in a style which is little calculated to do good : it is the style which the 
mob-orators adopt to inflame the unthinking, who are always apt to imagine that those 
who issue the greatest- quantity of abuse and scurrility have the most reason on their side. 
He complains that the corporation will not ^^ open their mouths" to answer him. But 
surely the corporation are right in not taking notice of a person who abuses them, and 
yet.dares not avow his name. The ^^ Inhabitant" should remember that the way to suc- 
ceed is iuaoiter in modo^ as well as fortiter in re. Let him collect his letters and digpst 
them, and, after expunging those parts which serve only to irritate the feelings, and not 
to elicit the wished-for information, let him publish them in the shape of a pamphlet 
under the sanction of his name, and he will find that more serious attention will then be 
' given to his charges than he can expect while he endeavours to secure himself by am- 
buscade. I would not ha?e him believe that I object to his attempts at reforming the 
charities, or exposing the abuses and corruptions to which they have been unhappily sub. 
jected : — on the contrary, I should be extremely sorry to find that he had relinquished 
his task. I wish him to pursue his charges, but not under disguise. Let him manfully 
come forward and proclaim himself as the champion of his poorer fellow inhabitants ; 
let him solely rely on the truth of his statements to produce the effect he desires, with- 
out seeking for the alliance of sarcasm or irony to conduct an attack which they can 
only encumber or disgrace. Truth is strong enough to protect herself and to force her 
own way. She is neglected only when she is associated with companions of a meaner 
stamp*.

This establish* 
ment, so far from being excluded from this list, is a charitable donation 
not to Sandhurst only, in which it is situated, nor to Berkshire only, 
but to the kingdom at large. It is what has long been wanted ; and 
in consequence of there not haying been such a college in this country, 
the Duke of Wellington went to France to learn the rudiments of that 
science at Angers, which is now taught at Sandhurst. Vigorous and 
effectlTB as this college now is, what is to prevent it from being abused 
when its illustrious founder shall no longer be living to watch over his 
institution ? We find almost all public charities and institutions abused ; 
and some preventiye check upon the intrusion of fresh abuses is as 
necessary, and as proper, as it is to devise means for reforming those of 
long standing. The thanks of the country at large are due to the Duke 
of York, not only for afibrding to young men the means of obtaining 
a military education in this country, instead of being, as in former 
times, obliged to go to the Continent for that purpose, but also for 
many other most excellent rules and regulations for the government of 
the army, and the comfort of the soldier.

This has been confounded with 
the Trinitarian Priory ; but that they were not the same appears by 
Sir Rd. Abberbury's injunctions to his almsmen that they should go to 
a " chapel of Trinitarian-friers near adjoining, and say 50 Paternosters 
and fifty Ave-Marias every day." Hob. Rep. This hospital (or col- 
lege) therefore was not the same which was dissolved at the Reforma- 
tion, and which was valued according to Dugdale at 19/. 3^. lOd, and 
Speed at 90/. 6«. 6d But it was the priory which was so dissolved, 
and which is now the property of Mrs. Parry. It seems that this ho- 
spital was seized into the hands of the queen '' for want of due placing

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the minister and poor men.'* In 1570* the Earl of Nottingham re. 
stored the hospital with the qaeen*s permission, reformed it perhaps, 
or rebuilt it, and gave a new body of statutes, by which it ooght to 
be now goTemed. The eighth clause t>f which statutes is in substance 
as follows : ^< Item, The master of the said hospital shall take yearly 
^' three quarters and four bushels of wheat, or the price thereof, ac. 
<< cording to the rate of six shillings and eight pence a quarter, at the 
^^ term of the year heretofore accustomed for the payment thereof, 
^< and shall also every day receive and take four pence out of the is- 
^ sues and profits of the manor of Ifley ;" one quarter and seven 
bushels of wheat and two pence for the twelve almsmen in the same 
words : then it goes on, ^' and that the allowance of two pence by the 
<^ day shall be weekly paid by the master of the said hospital or his 
^< deputj, or by his appointment, unto every of the said almsmen, in 
<^ the hall of the hospital-house in Donnington, and no other piaee,^'* 
Provision to make the payments quarterly if the master shall think fit, 
and to increase the pay if the estates will allow it.-^The ninth clause 
provides that the ^^ £arl of Nottingham and his heirs shall appoint one 
^^ discreet person to state the accounts of the said hospital every year, 
^^ ooce between the feast of St. Michael and the birth of our Lord 
. '^ GUm), which account shall be made at the said hospitalJkoutej and in 
^^ the presence of the said almsmen ; and the master of the said ho- 
<^ spital shall give notice to the almsmen of the day appointed for the 
^^ taking of his account." Master to render true account, and to be 
allowed neces&ary disbursements. Sec, By the tenth clause, ^^ No lease 
^^ or grant shall be made of any lands, &c. unless the master and the 
'^ greater part of the almsmen shall yield their consent thereto.^'* 
These altogether form an excellent body of statutes, and are worthy of being copied for the 
regHlation of every similar almshouse in the kingdom. But they have met with the sin- 
gular fate of being totally disregarded by almost every master since their enactment; by 
none more than the present master. Not one statute is obeyed but that which directs the 
master to collect the rents ; and even the remaining part of this clause, ordering him to 
distribute what he collects, is disobeyed. The hospital should be abolished, since the 
minister (or roaster) and almsmen hold in such contempt the ordinances of their founder, 
the conditions on which they hold their places. They have forfeited all just and equi- 
table claim to every benefit which was intended to be conferred upon them. No charity 
is so egregiously abused from one end of the county to the other. But before we parti- 
cularize the existing abuses, let us consider some of those which have been formerly brought 
to light. 

Extract of an answer in Chancery, sworn 6th June 1694 by James Head : ^< saiih that 
^' there is notj nor for many years hath been^ to the knowledge of this deponent^ 
" either the minister or any poor men at all inhabiting in the hospital.**

^^ almsmen in the said hospitaij and because such as they did present were rejected 
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<^ by Mr. Jameiy the minister of the hospiial^ and thai the hospitaUhowe was in 
^^ much decay J and the almsmen did mostjif not aUy live abroad^^' Sfc, 

Dq>ositioii8 taken 11th Apr. 11 Car. John Parsons, of Snelsmore, yeoman, ^^ hath 
^^ not known any minister dwelling in the hospitaly nor any almsman dwelling thercy 
'^ these twenty years and upwards^** Sfc* 

John Northcroft, of Newbniy, miller, aged 70 years, to the same effect. 

Thos. Knight, of Speen, yeoman, aged 75 years, to the same effect, adding, that ^^ in 
^' the beginning of his memory the almsmen were poor men^ and thai some of the 
<^ almsmen now are men of great estates^ as he has heardj** &c. 

An information, 2^ Apr. 1658, at NeWbury, before commissioners for charitable uses, 
according to the stat. 43 Eliz. : — ^Henry Smith, of Donnington, husbandman, gave 
<^ the court to understand thai great sums of money ^ by a former commission^ were 
^^ raised for rebuilding the almshouse at Donnington^ and to buy the almsmen 
'^ gowns {the house hosing been burnt in the late 70or), which money has not been 
^^ employed accordingly : and poor men have not had for above Jhe years past one 
'< bushel of wheat out of 36 quarters yearly^ given by Sir Richard Abberbury : and 
^< also gave the court to understand thai there ought to be twelve poor men in the 
^^ said hospitaly and thai there are now but Jive [t. e. on the foundation],, which Jhe 
^^ have not continued together [i. e. in the almshouse, as they were bound by the 
^^. statutes] for above twelve years past* AndfurtheVy that the 26 quarters of wheat ^ 
^^ and the profits of the almsmen^ s placesy have been received by the owners of the 
^' manors out of whichy^^ S^c.

He who accepts a present offered to him must accept it at the time, in the manner, and sub- 
ject to the conditions that appear fit to the person making the gift. He is at liberty not 
to accept it at all ; but, accepting it, he takes it ^^ with all its imperfections on its head.'^ 
Having seen something of the constitution of this hospital, and of former abuses, let us 
see how it is regulated and managed at present ; and whether the master and almsmen hare 
a just claim to continue to share amongst them the emoluments arising out of this estate 
by their obedience to the conditions and regulations prescribed by their benefactors, and 
whether by non-obserrance of them they have not forfeited that claim» 

The second clause in the statutes prohibits -the almsmen from lodging out of the ho- 
spital. — Few people now alire, if any, eyer recollect an almsman - living in it. 

Disobeyed. 
The third clause, no stranger to lodge in the hospital.-*-For years past it has been (al- 
most, if not quite). indictable for a nuisance as a disorderly house. Disobeyed. 
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The fourth and fifth relate to the goTernment of the almsmea.— As none live there, 
these clauses need no comment. DiMobeyed, 

The sixth is for going to church regolarlj, and receiring the sacrament twice at least 
in the jear. DUobe^d. 

The seventh directs that the master shall collect and receiye the rents. — No doubt 
obejed, but disobeyed as to the distribution, if not in quantity, at least in mode. 

The eighth I have quoted above. (See it.) — ^The money is not paid to the almsmen 
in the hall of the hospital, where each man would have seen that all was fatrly and 
honestly distributed. Disobeyed. 

The ninth is for passing the accounts ; quoted above. (See it.)-— The present mas- 
ter's accounts have never been passed. — Yes, I believe they have. By whom ? by 
his own attorney. But were they passed according to the statute ? in the hospUatf 
in the presence of ike greater part of the almsmen 9 Did the master give the alms* 
men notice of the time appointed for taking this account^ that they might come and 
see that all was right, and according to the statutes ? Disobeyed, 

The tenth clause, for demising lands. — ^The leases ought to be made with the consent 
of the master and the greater part of the almsmen : the seal to be affixed in the 
hall of the hospital in the presence of almsmen, &c. This has not been done, and 
consequently all their leases are void. They cannot grant a lease of their land ex- 
cept strictly upon the conditions on which that land was given to them. The com- 
mon seal, which ought to be kept in a chests with three locks, three different persons 
having keys, has not been in the hospital for many years. Disobeyed, 

The eleventh clause directs a stock to be kept for repairs. Disobeyed, 

The twelfth clause is for common chests to be kept. — One chest should be with three 
locks, for the seal, the charter of foundation, and all deeds, evidences, &c. &c. 
The other chest, with two locks, for account books, names of master and almsmen, 
with their times of admission, deaths, names of benefactors, &c. &c. Disobeyed, 

The thirteenth, for providing the chests and books. Disobeyed, 

The fourteenth clause for reparation of the hospital. — One of the almsmen shall be 
yearly appointed overseer of the reparation, &c. Disobeyed, 

The fifteenth clause, against begging. 

The sixteenth, what worldly business the almsmen may exercise. 

The seventeenth, for the sick and impotent. 

The eighteenth, for quieting difierences. 

The nineteenth, for explanation of the ordinances. — ^The former clauses being d&- 
obeyedy these cannot be obeyed. 

The Mandamus which Issued to compel obedience to the orders of the commissioners of 
charitable uses, whose orders were returned into Chancery, directs that no fine shall be 
taken for the renewing of any lease under the penalty of one thousand pounds, to be 
paid by the master. But the present master has been taking fines for renewing leases, 
contrary to the orders, contrary to the Mandamus^ contrary to his duty; and has, withal, 
granted invalid and pretended leases ; invalid inasmuch as they were not granted con- 
formably to the leasiug power given to the master and almsmen by the statutes, and in* 
valid because the best rent (optimas commoditaies et valendas) has not been reserved. 

The Abstract makes no mention of any income belonging to this hospital ; we will now see 
if we can make any thing out on this subject :

The arerage of these eighteen years amounts to about 1 30/. per annum. On the general 
average of the country at large, land that was let 150 years ago at 130/. per annum 
ought to be worth at least three times that sum, or 390/. per annum, now; and this estate 
should therefore produce to each almsman about 28/. per annum besides his house. But 
since Ifley is so near Oxford, and since there are many good houses lately built there, 
and the land is remarkably good, and the roads, the navigation, and the neighbourhood 
much improTed, it is probable that the actual value is much more than 390/. per annum : 
perhaps 600/. is hardly too high an estimation of the value if it were fairly let by auc- 
tion for the best rent (opttmas commoditates et vaUndas) that could be obtained. Sup. 
posing 600/. per annum not to be too high an estimate, each almsman should receive about 
FORTY GUINEAS per annum, and the master eighty guineas, besides the house. Again, 
two estates are charged, each with the payment of 26 quarters (in all 52 quarters)* of 
wheat, which is not taken into this account. It seems, from some of the former Chan, 
eery proceedings, that the wheat was actually delivered. Now reckon the wheat nt only 
5/. per quarter, it, should produce 260/. per annum in addition to the above estimate of 
the value of the land, or about 18/. per annum to each almsman, and 36/. to the maater, 
making each almsman's income about 60/. per annum, and 120/. per annum for the master. 
But it will be said that the almsmen cannot claim the corn, because it has been customary I 
to pay them a certain sum in lieu of it. I apprehend that if it can be shown that the cornl 
was ever paid in kind, the almsmen will now have the option of claiming and receiving the! 
com, or 6s, Sd. per quarter in lieu of it,' whichever they please. A diligent and atten- 
tive perusal of the documents in the Tower will probably soon decide this question 

It is known that Mr. Hartley is the patron of this almshouse ; and it will naturally be 
supposed that he consents to this gross abuse of disobeying every ordinance and every 
condition, on the observance of which alone the almsmen ought to be permitted to receive 
the alms' of the founder or benefactors. But Mr. Hartley is as much imposed upon as 
the founder is despised. He has no authority whatever but that of appointing (he alms- 
men and an auditor of the accounts. He cannot reform these abuses, or interfere in the 
government of the almshouse, without the authority of the Chancellor, and the permis- 
sion of the Attorney-general. It would b^to his interest that the almshouse should be 
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put on a more respectable footing ; that it should be restored to the state in which the 
Earl of Nottingham left it. His patronage would then be more yaluable, and his gift of 
an almsman's patent more acceptable ; and I hare reason to know that he is desironsthat 
a reform should be effected. Indeed his disposition towards every thing which may con- 
tribute to the comfort and well-being of the poor is so well known, that I might per. 
haps hare omitted this Tindifation of him. 

Whether I am right or wrong in the conclusion I have come to as to the valoe of these 
estates, it is in a great measure in the reader's power to decide ; but to whatever deci- 
sion he may come as to my calculations and arguments, I am sure he will agree with me 
upon- the necessity of a full and fair investigation, th^ result of which, it is evident, can. 
not but be beneficial to the almsmen. 

Since the above was written, I have had information which leads me to believe that the pre- 
sent Talue of the estates, which I have estimated at 600/. per annum, is above tbut sam. 

SHEFFORD, Little or East. 

John FettiplacC; citizen and draper of London, in the year 1464, gave 20/. for the repair 

of Sheiford church, for making new pillars in the said church, and a 
little steeple of timber, and a closure about the tomb of his father and 
mother, to renew the remembrance of them. — He also directs ^^ that 
of his residuary property land of the annual value of 5L 6«. 8dL 
should be purchased for augmenting the parsonage of ShefTord, and 
for the sustentation of poor almsmen." Land, which was worth 
6/. 6#. S(L 353 years ago, what is it now worth ? Suppose six times as 
much, and then the present income of his bequest would be 3^. per 
annum. But the generality of land has increased in a much greater 
proportion than I hare here supposed. By this donation having been 
omitted in the returns, I presume that it is either totally lost, or that 
the rector retains the whole of it, without imparting to the ^^ poor 
almsmen" any share of their benefactor's alms. Inquiry should be 
made.

<^ will bearing date 1631, bequeathed the sum of 1500/., to be dis- 
^^ posed of in charitable uses, at the discretion of his brother-in-law, 
^^ Sir Francis Crane, who, having formed the intention of founding

But as it is principally meadow and 
pasture ground, we may, without oferrating it, estimate the present 
Talua at about 70/. per annum. Besides this there is wood-ground ; 
and unless there has been some most shameful neglect, there ought to 
be some good and valuable timber on this estate. 

Thomas Jenkinson^s donation consisted of five acres and a half of land in Ruscomb, called

Thomas Needbam gave three houses, one in Prescod-street, and two near the Church^ate. 

The Abstract returns these at 10/. lOtf. per annum, perhaps they may 
be worth 30/. per annum altogether.

the income thereof to the Sunday school ; and in case there should be 
no Sunday school, then in bread to ancient and desenring poor persons. 

Wm. Nash, Esq. of Dulwich, by will dated Sept. 23, 1810, gave 200/. Four per Cent. An- 
nuities, to Wokingham, the income to be distributed in bread ^^ about 
one week before Christmas." 

Henry Davis, of Wokingham, Gent, by will dated 21st March 1803, gave ^^all that my 

pightel of land, situate at or near Mathew's-green in Wokingham

Desultory Observations on the Charitable Donations made to the 

County of Berks. 



Observation I. 

JLHE confused and unintelli^ble state in which the charities have been so long suf- 
fbred to remain ; the variety of objects to which they are applicable being so great ; 
the modes by which they are secured, or intended so to be, being so compUcated ; the 
alterations which accident, caprice, or time have eflTected in them being so numerous ; 
the deeds and evidences of their existence and of their destination being concealed 
from public inspection, to which at all times, as documents relating to public pro* 
perty, they ought to be accessible, or being lost instead of being carefully preserved ; 
and the persons to whose charge the improvident confidence of donors has committed 
these vast revenues, being in general so tenacious of their trust as to refuse, even to 
empty curiosity, any account of it ; — these, and many other conspiring circumstances^ 
to which the attention of the intelligent reader needs not to be particularly called, 
render it impossible to give such a clear and satisfhctory view of the charities as the 
writer would desire, or as the reader may expect. That which is here accomplished, 
little as it is, may serve to show how much remains for future opportunities, and for 
further and more minute investigation ; and if the arrangement whidh has been 
adopted shall not be approved of by every one, let it be remembered that nothing 
which has ever yet been done has met with universal approbation. It must be evi- 
dent, however, that this arrangement or classification, whether good or not, is con- 
structed with the intention of bringing all the charities of the county into one view, 
as if the whole county were one large parish or community, that it may at once be, 
seen how much has been given for different purposes ; what funds there are through* 
out the county for schools^ forjbody for clothings for habitations^ and for other uses. 
Some kind of arrangement seemed necessary, and a more eligible one did not occur 
to me ; it is that which, I presume, would be adopted in a large parish ; and as I 
shall propose to bring all the charities of the county into one system of management, 
as if they belonged to one parish, I am not aware that any serious objection can bQ 
made to it. In this proposition of one system for the whole county, I only refer to 
the protection and security of the property, and not to the distribution of it; each 
place still remaining entitled to, and receiving, the income given to it, but account- 
ing for the application of it to one person or to one place. I desire not to interfere 
with the rights of the difierent persons for whom the fiinds were given, or of those 

s 
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in whom the right of patronage, or of the disposal) of such funds is vested; the latter 
is a valuable right as well as the former, and is entitled to equal protection. But 
while I am solicitous to secure to the latter persons their right of patronage, I would 
keep them to their duties; — the faithful discharge of which they will be glad to pub- 
lish ; and if they cannot proclaim to the world that they have conscientiously dis- 
charged such duties, the system I shall propose will compel them to publish their 
own disgrace. 

But before I proceed to make the proposition to which I have above alluded, I 
shall present to the reader some observations, not of a very recondite nature, but yet 
perhaps such as may be sufficient to show the necessity of some alteration in the pre- 
sent system of managing these funds. I purposely abstain from all speculation on 
the policy of giving property in permanent charity ; but finding it so given, I urge the 
propriety of insisting on a faithful application of it ; that the present application is 
not'faithful, but that it requires investigation, a better system, and a perpetual su- 
perintendance, the voice of common fame loudly declares from one corner of the 
county to another, when she scruples not to affirm that the charities are abused. The 
reports of fame are often false and often true ; and if they do not afford reasons for 
determination, they, at least, offer grounds for inquiry. Not, therefore, drawing any 
decided conclusion from such reports, but taking them only as suggestions that an in- 
quiry should be instituted, I will now proceed to a general examination of the chari-- 
ties, without engaging myself to notice every particular fund, and without an over* 
strained attempt to methodize such observations as have occurred to me. 



Oils. IL Losses of Money. 

I shall begin with some comments on the loss of money which the different parishe9> 
acknowledge in their returns to the questions, proposed by the ^6th Geo. III. the 
aggregate of which amounted in the year 1786 to no less than One thousand eight

occur to any one to inquire how this large sum of money has disappeared ? which 
question Chilton, Longworth, Enbourn, Hungerford, Drayton, and other places an- 
swer by the cold and disheartening monosyllable ^^Lost;^* an answer intended, per- 
haps, by its decisive and authoritative brevity, to repress the hopes, or designed as^ 
a summary preclusion of the necessity, of investigation. — ^^ P^art lost and the rest di" 
vided^^ is the answer of other places; equally unsatisfactory, but more characteristlc 
of the way in which charity-property is managed. It is troublesome to fulfill the 
will of a donor; his legacy is transmitted from one set of parish-officers to their suc- 
cessors, suffering, probably, in each transmission some diminution, till at last they 
discharge themselves of the trouble by distributing what yet remains. Guilty of 
negligence, if not of peculation (each species of conduct productive of equal injury 
to the poor and the parish, though the crime be different) with respect to part, and 
(committing a breach of trust as to the remainder. ^^ Out of their own mouths do 1 
judge them." 
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Hurley answers that it had 500/. ^^ in trust to theReo. Mr. Smith. Now fosf." This 
is the best account we have hitherto met with ; and a few other places give an answer 
joearly in the same words : it is the best account, for it points out the person through 
whose means the loss was sustained. Though my loss remain undiminished, I have 
yet a satisfaction in knowing who it is that has robbed me. Hagbourn, at the date 
of the return, had ?00/., for which it was trembling lest it should share the&te of 
Hurley ; and says that ^^ Mr. [Dr. Samuel] Harwood has vested the money in the funds 
in his oKn name, whereby there is danger, if he or his descendants should fail^ of the 
money being lost to the poor." I think it would be needless to suggest any other rea- 
son for preventing public property from remaining in the hands of private indivi- 
duals, subject to no controul or inspection but through the means of a circuitous ap«- 
plication to the Chancellor, and that application perhaps coming too late to prevent 
the parish from suffering the loss. I do not know whether the wholesome fears of 
Hagbourn have been realized, nor have I reckoned this sum into the aggregate of 
the losses which I have above stated, because not returned as actually gone. 

Some places, as Marcham, Tilehurst, Newbury, &c. answer, with most provoking 
mysteriousness, that the sums which they severally are unable or unwilling to ac- 
count for, are ^^ supposed to have been lost.'^ Who is it that makes this supposition ? 
who thus only guesses at the application of these funds ? Those very persons, whose 
duty it ought to be at all times to be ready to render an accurate and detailed account 
of the money committed to their trust : but so far are they from being thus ready, that 
they are only able to answer in the very terms one might expect from idiocy or kpavery. 
Some places confess that they have lost their money ^^ by bad security ,* and some 
^^ by insolvencyj" but omit to state how it happened that their property was placed 
out on such ^' security ^^ or whether any proportional repayment had been made by 
the ^^ insolvent." One place distributed a sum, ^^ no person being willing to take it 
upon interest" Others answer that their funds are " reduced to" or are ''now only y'' 
so much, without accounting for the reduction. Others, that '^ no interest has been 
paid for many years '" which is tantamount to, and may be called, a tacit confession 
of a loss of the capital, I have not taken these latter sums into the account of the 
aggregate loss of capital, for the same reason that made me omit the Hagbourn in- 
stance. Some answer ^' now unaccounted for " some '' never paid^" and some ^^ no 
further information can be given" Remenham says that Sam. Freeman and the free-* 
holders gave, by deed^ 2/., which is vested in Gen. Conway and the minister ; and 
which does not produce any annual income ; nor do they think such return defective, 
absurd as it is on the face of it, nor are they able to correct it. 

I have only given a specimen of the answers by which so large a sum as 1825/. lbs. 
is attempted to be accounted for ; but they are sufficient to show that negligence, 
folly, and mismanagement, to use no harsher, and perhaps nojuster, terms, have 
been busily employed in dissipating the property of the poor. ' Negligence in ''losing^* 
money ; folly in putting it out on '' bad security ;" and mismanagement in '^ distri'^ 
buting " that which ought to have produced a permanent revenue. If I should pro- 
ceed no further, I think that these specimens would be sufficient to entitle the county 
to call for some preventive check against the possibility of its sustaining further 
losses, even if it did not require a remedy for those already suffered.

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I would ask any one possessed of eommon sense whether such answers are satis- 
Jkctory i Instead of putting an end to inquiry, does not the very tenor of most of 
them demand a more minute investigation ? ^^ Supposed to have been lost /" Upon 
what grounds do you suppose so ? where was it placed for security ? did you invest 
it in the funds ? does it remain involved with the unclaimed dividends, or was it in 
private hands ? who are the heirs of those to whom it was lent or intrusted ? in whose 
possession was it last known to have been ? 

The persons making these answers are to be considered in the light of stewards for 
the poor. Would any one therefore, calling upon his steward to render him an ac- 
count of his property, allow him to discharge himself of responsibility for different 
sums by any one of these answers ? Imagine that you have got your rent-roll befiMne 
you, and that your steward is at hand, you ask him what has become of the various 
sums which he has received ? and he says, ^^ Sir, that sum I have lost ;*' the next I 
^^ suppose I have lost ;*' the third I placed out on ^^ bad security*/' another sum is 
<< unaccounted for." << Mr. Smith had the nest, and it is now lost :" with respect 
to the last I can give '* no information." You are advised to file a bill in Chancery 
against him to bring him to an account ; and after some years of vexation and trouble 
you have heavy costs of suit to pay, and your steward dies ^^ insolvent." 

If you are thus defrauded in your private' affairs without being able to obtain re- 
dress, and the case is not uncommon, how much less likely is it that the poor should 
succeed in an investigation and suit of the same nature as this in which you have 
foiled! 



Obs. in. Further Losses prohahly sustained. 

This return was made thirty years ago : the amount of the losses ^vas at that time 
such as I have stated. Does any one imagine that if an account were now taken 
the amount would be less ? In what instances have any of these sums been reco- 
vered ? Is it characteristic of parish officers to be so alert in matters which do not 
immediately concern themselves individually ? Are they so alive to the comforts and 
the rights oi the poor, or the general wel&re of the parish, as to lead one to imagine 
that they have adopted means to recover these sums, and thus to diminish this appa- 
rent deficiency ? Is it not more reasonable to imagine, that, with their customary 
drowsiness towards the interests of others, they have slumbered over their duty ? 
And is it not more reasonable to calculate that further losses have been sustained 
during the thirty years which have elapsed since these confessions were made ; more 
particularly so when we recapitulate the bankruptcies and insolvencies with which 
this district has been peculiarly afflicted ? The failure of five banks within this county 
alone cannot but compel us to fear that some charity fund or other must have suf- 
fered in the wreck. I observe in the Abstract that some of the banks and some of 
the bankers are named as trustees of charity property : — and I observe amongst the 
trustees the names of other individuals who have since figured in the London Ga- 
zette. I shall only mention one instance to corroborate what I here suggest. East 
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Ilsley bftd a bequest of 50/., which was soon reduced to ^5L The bishop, at his visi- 
tation some years since, directed that tiiis surviving 25/. should be vested in the 
funds in the names of the parish oflkers. l^is direction was never attended to. Ri- 
chard Adnains, one of the then parish officers, retained it in his own hands, and last 
year (1817) became bankrupt, when the money was absorbed^ and East llsley has 
now no charitable fund left. 

Considering these circumstances, can we imagine that the last thirty years have 
not increased this already large sum ? Some of the former losses were, roost pro« 
bably, occasioned by fraud. In the supposition that further losses have been sustain^ 
ed, I have only allowed for negligence or misfortunes ; but as the world cannot be 
said to be much more honest at one period than another, I presume that fraud as 
well as negligence and misfortune have subsequently conspired to swell the amount. 
The same causes which occasioned the losses allowed in the Abstract have continued 
to exist since that return was made ; and consequently, it being a legitimate deduc- 
tion to infer a continuation of effect from a continuation of cause, I should naturally 
expect to find a larger account of losses if another return were called for this yean 



Obs* IV. AftiU Account of the Losses was probablt/ not returned. 

As it seems reasonable to imagine that the aggregate amount of losses has not di* 
minished since the date of the return,; let us consider whether, at that time, it was 
not probably much larger than it is there allowed to have been. The return was 
made with scandalous negligence. I cannot venture to estimate the number or the 
amount of the charities that are omitted to be mentioned in it, much less can I be 
supposed to be able to dive into the reasons or the motives for such omissions, or to 
supply them. Chance, or the labours of others, with some private communications^ 
have afforded me the means of giving a specimen of the very incomplete state of the 
Abstract, which I have exhibited in Section XII. ; and from that specimen of omis- 
sions I may be allowed to conclude, what others will also probably infer, that many 
further charities remain yet undiscovered to public curiosity and information, or to 
public indignation. Since then efficient charities have been omitted [shall I say 
concealed?], may I not conclude that the ^^losC" charities have not been all re- 
vealed ? If parish officers and corporations have neglected to mention what yet re- 
mains in their hands, is it likely that they should publishwhat they have lost ? Is it 
not more natural to suppose that, even in those parishes where they have conscieur 
tiously endeavoured to give a full account of the public property, they ha%'e omitted^ 
either from fear of being compelled to account, or from the notion that that which 
does not exist need not be named, or because shame may have checked ibeir pens, 
to specify charities which have disappeared ? If such omissions may have happened 
in those few places from which an honest return was attempted, how much more pro- 
bable is it that they are frequent in those where we find great negligence in return- 
ing even the existing charities ! Besides which, many losses may have been sustained, 
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the memory of which may not have survived to the days when the return was made; 
and some of the answers may have come from persons whose short residence in the 
parish may have prevented them from having attained a full knowledge of ail its 
means and all its circumstances. For these reasons, amongst others which must oc- 
cur to every one, I think I may presume that the amount of the losses which are ac- 
knowledged in the Abstract was at that time very far short of the real sum. 

iShall we suffer what yet remains to be subject to further diminution, if not to com- 
plete annihilation ? Shall we not rather devise some means to secure it ? What en- 
couragement is it to charitably-disposed persons to bequeath legacies '' for the better 
maintenance of, the poor," when they hear that large sums, which have been given 
by former benefactors, are thus dissipated ? On the contrary, had these sums been 
securely deposited and faithfully applied, would it not be likely that donations would 
be more frequent ? But the present general impression on the mind of almost every 
one, that the charities are abused, an impression which the above statement, alone, 
without reference to the disclosures which succeed, proves not to be slightly founded, 
cannot but have the effect of preventing many persons, who would otherwise be well- 
disposed towards assisting the poor (and the number of such persons is not small), 
from placing money in the hands of those who show how little they are to be trusted. 
It is owing to the operation of the same sentiments that some charitable institutions 
have been warmly promoted and extensively patronised, because they are reported 
to be well conducted, and to produce great benefit to the objects for which they were 
intended. To prevent future losses of money I shall suggest a remedy, after making 
a few preliminary remarks on the 

Obs, V. Losses of Interest or Income on Donations in Money. 

I come next to the interest arising from the donations in money, where we shall of 
course agree that the loss must in the first instance be rateably commensurate with 
that of the capital. But it will be found, upon examining the Abstract, that the 
total loss of yearly income, which ought to have arisen from the interest of money 
given to the poor, amounted to Onb hundred and sixty-nine pounds, six shil* 
LINGS, SIX PENCE, AND THREE FARTHiNQS. From which, if we deduct the interest 
of 1895/. ia«. (the amount of capital lost, as above stated), there will result a yearly 
deficiency of 78/. Of. Ofcf. So that it appears that the poor have-not only had their 
capital diminished, but that they do not even obtain full legal interest for that which 
remains. One place (Charney) candidly says, that a sum which was given to it '^ lies 
dead at present ;" and one other place (Garford) says, that it distributed a sum ^^ be^ 
cause no person was willing to take it upon interest.^' Lambourn returns that " the 
interest has not been paid for many years.'*'' 

In addition to these acknowledged causes of the loss of interest, I find that, ia 
general, a less rate than 5/. per cent, upon the amount of their capital has been al- 
lowed to the poor. Boxford, for instance, has [had ?] 57/. in the Newbury Bank, 
for which that bank allowed only i/. 14*. 2d. instead of 2/. 175. yearly for interest. 
Perhaps the bank as a body, trading with money, and calculating on receiving the 
interest to arise from deposits as an indemnification to itself for the trouble of ma* 
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nagenient, was justified in not paying more interest; but this argument is no answer 
to the question why the poor shoufd not have 5/. per cent, for their pittances^ Dray- 
ton had 7^1, in the hands of John Elwes, of moneyed memory, for which he paid 
^/. 125. 9d. instead of 3/. 19*. yearly. These instances shall suffice; for they are 
enough to show by what means the income which the poor ought to have received 
has been detained from them. They are also sufficient to demonstrate the necessity 
of establishing some mode of procuring interest for Small sums which may be given 
in charity, as well as for protecting all the money from being lost, or otherwise dis- 
appearing. If it were all accumulated into one mass, and placed in the funds in the 
name of an accountant-general, these instances would no longer occur; and the dis- 
tribution of the interest of the different sums amongst the places entitled to receive 
it would be a matter of regulation not difficult to be accomplished. Does not the 
answer of Garford prove the want of such an accumulation and of such a mode of 
investment ? If a fund of this sort had been created, would Lamboum have had to 
complain that she had " not received interest for many years ?^^ Would the poor of 
Drayton then have been compelled to contribute to the glittering heaps of old 
Elwes ? ISut at present there are no easy means of obtaining interest for small sums 
unless by placing them in the hands of private individuals, against which system the 
long catalogue of losses I have given is a sufficient warning. To place 5/., or 10/., 
or 20/. in the public funds would require an agent in London, powers of attorney 
(which must probably be renewed frequently), and correspondence between London 
and the place investing the sum, all which must be paid by the poor ; and, after the 
payment, what would remain ? By creating such a general fund there would be, with 
the same expense that would be required for one small sum, an immediate increase 
of income for the county to the amount of between 70/. and 80/. yearly, without cal- 
culating any thing for the surplus revenues of different hospitals and other charities 
which should from time to time be invested in the same way, till they were required 
for the purposes of the donors' wills ; and without reckoning that the publicity and 
security which this system would ensure to the charities would be a great encourage- 
ment towards promoting contributions and donations. The sum which this plan 
would add to the income of any particular place might perhaps be trifling and insig- 
nificapt in amount ; but as I am reckoning for the county at large as if it were one 
extensive parish, there would be an accumulation of sums, certainly individually in- 
significant, but aggregately considerable. This proposition therefore, if I am not 
deceived, carries with it the double recommendation of securing the principal, and 
increasing the interest. ^ 

For the reasons I have above given for supposing that a faithful account of all the 
losses of capital has not been returned, I am induced to draw the same inference 
with respect to the interest. And I cannot avoid suspecting that an authorized in- 
vestigation would discover the subduction of further interest from its legal applica- 
tion. I do not entertain this suspicion from any theory, but from the analogies which 
the Abstract itself presents; and I conclude that the returned deficiency of full legal 
interest, amounting to 78/. Os. 9|rf. yearly, is far short of the real deficiency ; which 
real deficiency can only be ascertained by an annual report, duly verified, of the 
money actually bestowed according to the intentions of the several donors. 
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Obs, VI, Sumtnan/ of the Losses of Principal and Interest. 

liCt U8 make one calculation before we proceed to the next subject : 

The capital lost, according to the confessions of the parties making

The deficiencies of interest, that is, the difference between 5/. per 
cent, on the capital and the per centage actually paid or allowed 
on other capital sums, beyond the 18^5/. 15f., amount, as we have 
before seen, to 78/. Os. 9|(/. per annum. This sum, being also mul- 
tiplied by thirty, as for the last item, shows a loss of - - 9341 4 4| 

Making a total loss of - - ^£6005 11 lOf 

This calculation, it will be observed, only extends to the period which has elapsed 
since making the return : but if it were taken from the actual dates of each loss, 
some of which would reach back for 100 or 150 years or longer, it is evident that the 
amount would be much greater ; and if compound interest were calculated, the ba- 
,lance of losses would present a frightful sum. I have here only observed upon the 
sums which the different places acknowledge that they have lost, and on the low in- 
terest which they acknowledge to pay. But whoever reflects for a moment on the 
state of the return, or on the probability of great concealments, whether wilful or 
negligent, cannot, I think, refrain from concluding that the actual losses are fiir more 
than they are represented to be. Supposing, therefore, that on an average the losses 
and deficiencies arose only fifty years before the return was made, the sum of losses 
of interest would then amount to 4564/. 7s. 6d., and of deficiencies to 3901/. I7s. 9id. 
Add to these amounts the capital acknowledged to have been lost, and the deficien- 
cies, &c. for the last thirty years, as calculated above, 6905/. \U. lOjcf., and the re- 
sult will be a total loss to the county of 15,371/. 17s. Vi. 

To this result should be also added the losses which are not acknowledged in the 
Abstract, whether owing to ignorant, negligent, or wilful concealment, and those 
which have happened since the year 1786, comprehending a period when bankrupt- 
cies and insolvencies have been unfortunately so frequent. I will not pretend to 
guess at the amount of the sums falling under either of these two latter cases, not 
having any data on which to proceed. But with respect to the result at which I have 
above arrived, it is open to every one to agree with me or not. I have carefully ex- 
tracted from the returns the itehis upon which I have made my calculations. Sup- 
posing that that return is tolerably correct, and that my extracts are faithful, any one 
having only a moderate skill in arithmetic may presently ascertain whether \ have 
committed any great error in setting down the total loss at 6905/. for the thirty years 
since the return. With regard to the former fifty years I have, somewhat at random, 
taken an average ; and I do not therefore assert that these latter calculations are 
correct ; but I am inclined to think, that if any one would take the trouble of going 
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seems [Sect. XII.] to have lost a house which ^ras situated at Whitchurch, The ob- 
servations respecting the security of lands, and the mode of letting them, will in ge- 
neral apply to houses. But there is one point' of view in which houses differ from 
land, and that is in the constant attention they require to keep them in repair. No 
one who has ever travelled on the Bath road can have failed to observe the wi etched 
state of repair of almost ^!1 the houses in Thatcham, charity-houses and all, (except, 
perhaps, the new houses belonging to the school ; and even these will be reduced to - 
the same state, unless they are constantly attended to) — and of th6 school and the 
almshouse in Twyford. Besides these, which are visible from the high road, the 
greater part of the houses (not the principal almshouses) are in a very bad state. The 
chief cause for which seems to be, that the donors omitted to provide a proper fund 
for maintaining their donations. In one instance (Great Farringdon) a cottage was 
burnt down, and was rebuilt at the expense of the parish. It might not be amiss to 
adopt this hint, and to make it compulsory on the parish to repair those bouses by 
which such parish is benefited, from having one or more of its paupers lodged in 
them, and which are not furnished with any fund by the donors for that purpose. 
Where the parish receives no benefit, it would be unjust to call upon it to sustain ex- 
penses of this sort. An annual return of the state of repair, and of the inhabitants, 
should be made, and sent to the general registry of deeds, papers, &c. which I have 
suggested near the end of Obs. VIII. 

The chief difference between houses given in charity to poor people and work, 
houses is, — that from the latter a poor person may be dismissed ; from the former, ge- 
nerally speaking, he cannot. But circumstances may arise which would render hi» 
dismission from such charity-house highly proper, though it could not be legally ac- 
complished. Intruders have got into an almshouse in this county, which I forbear to 
name ; the law will not sanction an expulsion of them by violent means, and there 
seem to be insurmountable objections to an action of ejectment. This circumstance^ 
if it is not the origin of an abuse, by keeping the real objects of the charity out of 
possession of their undoubted right, is at least the means of continuing it. If the 
parents cannot be ejected, the children cannot, nor the grandchildren. In all cases 
where the title deeds of cottages are lost, (and I fear that this class of cases, already 
too numerous, is likely to be increased from the neglect of preserving deeds,) the 
impossibility of laying the demise in an action of ejectment amounts almost to a * 
transfer of the property from the objects of the donation to the intrusive family. 
The Chancellor could, no doubt, afford relief in such cases ; — ^but by what fund should 
the expense of an application to him be paid? The income of a cottage could not 
afford it ; and if it could, it ought not to be burthened with it. The pauper against 
whom such proceedings would be instituted can hardly be supposed capable of pay- 
ing the costs ; and there seems no good reason why the parish should be compelled to 
Bue for a right, the recovery of which might cost more than the value of it. It might 
therefore be advisable to vest a discretionary authority in the person or persons to 
whom the custody of the deeds and documents should be consigned, to receive depo- 
sitions on oath as to the facts, and to make such an order as would meet the justice 
of the particular case. 
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Obs, XIV. Of Surplus Revenues annually accruing. 

Many of the charit<ablc donations now prodacc an income more than sufficient io 
answer the purposes for which they were given. This is the case with all of those 
which consist of land or houses of which the rack rent is or ought to be reserved, 
and out of which fixed payments are directed to be made by the donors. For in- 
stance : Reeves, in the year 1620 [l98 years ago], gave tenements in Castle-street, 
Reading, to the churchwardens of St. Mary's, for the purpose of providing " twelve 
penny loaves for the poor every Sunday morning." The payments out of this estate 
amount to \L 12a\ per annum ; and this sum might probably have been the full yearly 
value of the tenements at the time the donation was made : — but can any one suppose 
while he walks down Castle-street, and looks at the houses on each side, and con- 
siders how much house-rent has increased, that there are any tenements (the plural 
number implies that there were more than one) in that street which would not now 
produce at the very least ten times as much in annual rent as the prescribed outgoing*? 
require ? The difference therefore, whatever it may be, between the present actual 
value of these tenements (for the value and the. rent ought to be the same) and the 
cost of the loaves, is surplus revenue. Suppose we estimate these tenemencs at M/. 
per annum, from which deduct l/. \^s. to pay the baker; there will then remain an 
unappropriated income of 18/. vis. And suppose the charity has been in this state 
ojnly from the time the return was made pursuant to the act, or for thirty years past, 
then the balance of the surplus revenue, which we have above taken at 18/. 125., 
would, without interest, amount to 558/.; and this sum (be it more or less, according 
to the real value of the estate) ought now to be in the hands of the churchwardens. 

The more any charity property, out of which fixed payments are to be made, in- 
creases in value, the greater will be the surplus revenue. In the instance I have 
ajbove given, it would be a breach of trust to omit providing the twelve loaves ; but 
it would be equally a breach of trust, tI»ougti of a less offensive nature, to apply any 
other part of the donor's property to purposes which he has not specified. He might 
not have calculated that his donation would increase in value so much as to be more 
than sufficient to fulfil his intentions ; but can his ignorance or negligence, or want 
^f prescience, or omission of positive injunctions, be by any mode of reasoning per- 
verted into a permission to the churchwardens to apply any part of his property ac- 
cording to their own inclinations ? It may be said that it is proper or convenient for 
them, af\er having given away the due quantity of bread, to use the surplus for other 
purposes. But these questions always recur : How did the donor direct that it 
should be applied ? If he gave no such directions, did he authorize any person or 
persons to point out objects on which it should be bestowed ? If both these questions 
are answered negatively, then must the surplus, which may from time to time arise, 
be suffered to accumulate in the hands of the trustees, till legal authority may be 
given to them to dispose of it. They are trustees only for the purpose of providing 
aiid distributing the bread ; and beyond that they have no authority, or controul, or 
discretion whatsoever. If they have disposed of the surplus revenue without any 
authority, they have committed a breach of trust. It may be, however, that they 
have BO applied it, honestly and bondjide^ that they ought not, inforo conscientice^ 
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to be compelled to refund it ; but for an approbation of their conduct on such grounds, 
they must refer to the conscience of their judge, and not to his view of strict ri^ht. 
Some of the donors have especially directed, (as for instan.ce John a'Larder,) that if 
any surplus remain it shall go to increase the charity. 

What I have above said applies only to those cases where no such direction is given, 
and where the fee-simple, not^a rent-charge only, passed. I shall now only produce 
some few instances of charities which aiford an annual surplus. 

In the year 1718, just one hundred years ago, the balances of the funds of Christ's 
hospital in Abingdon enabled the corporation to build new almshouses for the accom- 
modation of eighteen poor persons, and to endow them with six shillings per week 
for each inhabitant. St. John's hospital, in the same place, was rebuilt in the year 
.1801 ; and although Mr. Bedwell contributed a part of the means, yet the remainder 
was provided, as it is said, by the corporation, but, really, out of the charity property. 
The funds of Christ's hospital were also employed in the year 1797 in rebuilding 
another ancient hospital for six men and their wives. 

Now all these transactions necessarily imply that there is a surplus revenue aris-. 
ing from the funds of the charities in Abingdon, and that there was such a surplus 
more than one hundred years since ; they imply also that the funds are suffered to 
accuniulate in the hands of the corporation ; but they do not imply that the corpora- 
tion allow interest for the capital so remaining in their hands, ^ or that they do not 
apply some part of such capital for corporate or private purposes, as has been done 
in other places. The same cause which produced a surplus revenue one hundred 
years ago still exists, and operates with increased and increasing vigour.. The re- 
venues arise from land, which progressively advances in value ; but the expenditure 
being in fixed sums, and to limited numbers, remains stationary. There must there- 
fore be a surplus revenue, which is indeed proved by the above (acts, without the 
necessity of reasoning on the advance of rents; but I do not know the amount of it. 
The endowment of the eighteen new almshouses in the year 1718, at six shillings 
per week for each inhabitant, would amount to ^80/. 16^. per a»num) and suppose 
that the building cost only 1000/., thesie two sums would require a capital of at least 
6500/. : and this therefore appears to have been the accumulated capital at that 
time ; and as one hundred years have passed since that event, we may now, 1 think, 
reasonably expect to find at least as much more money in the hands of the present 
trustees. The same observations, mutatis mutandis^ will apply to many other great 
endowments in this county, the particulars of which I forbear to enter upon^ as my 
only object is to bring forward instances enough to prove the necessity of an in- 
q«*iry. 

J. Kendrick left money to Newbury, to provide land of the yearly value of 10/., 
for the purpose of having prayers read in the parish church every morning at six 
o'clock. I doubt if the conditions are fulfilled; but at all events there is a surplus on 
this land, in consequence of the increased value of it, of at least 30/. per annum, after 
allowing the rector the 10/. ^^ for vexing the setherial powers with matins at uncivil 
hours." Suppose the surplus to be only 20/. and that it has existed for fifteen years^ 
there will be a balance in the hands of the corporation of 300/. to be accounted for. 

There is a surplus on Mary Kendrick's donation to Reading, of which some part 

X2 
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ha<; been invested in the funds; but how the continually-accruing surplus, or bo\r 
the interest of that money so invested, is applied, I do not pretend to know ; — ^the 
investment in the funds is sufficient to prove that a surplus exists. 

There are 40;. a year for lights to be used at the early prayers at St. Mary's, 
Reading : — these prayers having been for a long time neglected, the income becomes 
tantamount to a surplus, and should be accounted for with all its arrears. 

Pocock left money to buy land to provide eight shirts and shifts of the price of 
'is. each. A house in Silver-street, Reading, was bought for this purpose. There 
can scarcely be a house in Reading so mean as not to leave a surplus after furnish- 
ing 325, for a charitable purpose. 

Mills gave houses in the same street, and in the same year (1620), to furnish 6/. 
for six persons. Is it possible there should not be a surplus on this donation also ? 
These houses, worth (J/, per annum nearly 200 years ago, may probably be worth 
100/. per annum at the present time, unless they have been much abused. 

Harrison's almshouses in Reading, which have been lately rebuilt, leave a surplus, 
with part of which South Sea Annuities have been purchased. If money can be in- 
vested in the funds out of the revenues one year, it is probable that more or less 
may be so invested every year. 

Newman gave 4c/. each to eighty poor in the year 1623, and vested property in the 
parish officers of St. Laurence for the purpose. Here must also be a surplus in con- 
sequence of the increased value of property. 

Kendrick's donation to Reading, to maintain early prayers, is probably in the 
same situation as that to Newbury, which I have above noticed, as it was to the 
same amount, and directed to be disposed of in the same way. 

The surplus on Raymond's almshouses in Newbury is upwards of 180/. per an- 
num. 

That on St. Bartholomew's almshouses is about 80/. per annum. 

That on St. Mary Hill almshouses about 40/. per annum. 

That on the Church almshouses about 30/. per annum. 

The corporation of Reading acknowledge that they have paid off a mortgage of 
3000/. charged upon their own property as a corporation, and securities given by 
individual members of their body out of the ^^ surplus revenue" of the charities. 

Newbury acknowledges that she was in the habit of allowing her mayor 50/. per 
annum out of the charities ^^for afeast^^ (these are the words of the corporation). 

I have not given a fourth part of the instances in which a surplus revenue is ap- 
parent on the face of the Abstract, or may be presumed, or of which I have received 
credible information. I have in fact only selected a few for the purpose of proving 
that such surplus exists. It must be evident to every one, that it is impossible to 
ascertain the amount of the annual surplus arising from all the charities in the 
county which are thus situated ; but whatever it is, it must be considerable. From 
the two instances I have just above quoted, of Reading and Newbury, — the one feast- 
ing upon the property which has been intrusted as a sacred deposit to their faithful 
guardianship on behalf of the poor, the other borrowing money for their own use, and 
then discharging the debt so contracted by appropriating the income of those whom it 
was their peculiar duty to protect, — ^some notion may be formed of the way in which 
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this surplus revenue has been applied. But Reading and Newbury are not to be 
supposed culpable in these particulars only ; nor must it be inferred that these prac- 
tices exist alone in those boFOUghs. Every charity in the county, if it has not suf- 
fered, is at least liable to suffer, diminution of its means in some way or other that 
was not intended by the donors, and to the prejudice of the poor ; and if some few 
disclosures have been made of the trustees having appropriated the surplus revenue 
to their own use, we liavc a right to infer that other appropriations of a similar de- 
scription would be discovered if an investigation should be instituted, and patiently 
and diligently prosecuted. 

There can be but few persons who can suppose thai I apply these observations to 
any living members of either of the respectable bodies to which I have alluded. 
With respect to Newbury, I am satisfied that the greater part of the individuals 
now composing the corporation would be more inclined to increase, out of their own 
means, the property of any charity in the town, than to suffer the poor to be defrauded 
of the least item of their just rights. The annual 50/. given out of the charities to 
the mayor of that town, ^^ for a feast," was discontinued before the greater part of 
the present corporation were born : — it ceased 65 years ago. The principal charges 
against the corporations of both places are for what their predecessors have done. 
They are suffering under imputations, and struggling with difficulties and debts, the 
consequences of the acts of those who have been long dead. In many cases, if they 
shall now be called upon to answer for misapplication of the funds of the charities 
committed to them, they will have to answer for things which happened one or two 
hundred years ago. 

But I am now stating that there is a considerable surplus revenue arising from diP* 
ferent charities in this county. I have given instances to prove this assertion ; and I 
have produced two specimens of the purposes to which part of this revenue has been 
applied. To guard in future against such, or any other species of misapplication, 
an annual return should be made, as I have before suggested, of the receipts and 
legal disbursements of every charity on oath, and the surplus, if any, should be an- 
nually transmitted to the office, for the purpose of being Invested in proper securi- 
ties, to be disposed of for the benefit of the charity out of which it arises, according 
to circumstances. I know of no other method to ensure those two grand requisites 
in the management of these funds — publicity and security. 

Note. — ^Therc is a very singular donation to a parish in Birmingham, on which it is evi. 
dent that there must be a large annual surplus revenue. A certain piece of land was given 
many years since to furnish the church with bell ropes, J. presume that at the time of the 
donation the estate might have been about equal, in point of value, to the purpose for which 
it was given ; but in consequence of the great increase of buildings, that land now produces 
an income of several hundred pounds. I am indebted to Mr« Arthur Taylor for this anec- 
dote. 



Obs. XV. Of Balances in tJu Hands of Trustees. 

Having ascertained that many of the charities produce an income beyond what 
the purposes for which they were given require, we naturally arrive at the conclu- 
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sion, that some persons or other must have a balance of money in their hands. For 
the same causes which create a surplus revenue will leave a balance in the hands of 
the trustees. But there are or ought to be balances arising from other causes. These 
balances are of different natures, and may be thus classed : 

1. Those which arise from suppressed payments. 

2. Those which need not or cannot be applied as they accrue. 

3. Those which arise from an income exceeding the appoillment of the donor. 

4. Those which ought to be considered as balances in hand in consequence of 

breach of trust. 

1. Tfiose which arise from suppressed paj/ments, 

I purpose giving some specimens only under each of these heads, as it is impos- 
sible to collect a complete account of them without some authority to insist upon a 
production of documents, and to examine upon oath the parties who are capable of 
giving information on these subjects. 

The rectory of Boxford is charged with 135. 4d. per an- 
num, which the present rector, as his predecessor had 
done, refuses to pay. Let us suppose this refusal to 
have operated only 12 years before the return was 
made, then there will be a suppression of this sum 

for 42 years, which will amount at compound interest ' jS. s, d. £. 5. d. 
to about - - 40 00 

Without any interest at all, \o ---- — 28 00 

Five shillings per annum to Hampstead Norris, ^* not 
paid since 1746,** amounts at compound interest to

Two pounds ten shillings per annum to Langford, ^^ has 
not been paid for upwards of sixty years ;" add to 
which thirty years since the return n^as made, mak- 
ing a suppression of ninety years, which will amount 
at compound interest to more than ... s^oo . 

Without any interest at all, to - - . -^^ ^ 225 

Fifteen shillings to North Hinksey, " not paid these 
thirty ytars^'' add thirty years since the return, and 
it will produce, (as for the above sums) * - 240 45 

Mr. Lioveden's estate at Buscot, charged with two 
pounds four shillings per annum, which " has not been 
applied for many years according to the will of the do* 
noTy^ will produce (as above), reckoning a suppres- 
sion for only twelve years before the return - - 352 84 14 

£ 3992 j£400 14 

The above few specimens of suppressed payments, out of many others, are suffi- 
cient for my purpose. I presume that the sums thus mentioned in the Abstract are 
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payable to the respective places ; and I presume that the return is correct in saying 
that they have Qot been paid : they must therefore be considered as having accumu- 
lated in the hands of those persons on whose estates they are charged ; and they, 
consequent!}, form a part of the balances of which I am here speaking. The loss 
sustained by the county by these suppressions is considerable ; but I am unable to 
ascertain the actual amount. My readers may be able to draw some conclusion for 
themselves, by seeing ^e amount to which the very small sums mentioned in the 
above five specimens arrive. These balances ought to be all accurately stated by 
the different persons in whose hands they remain, and, as far as possible^ recovered ; 
they would form altogether a large fund. 

2. Those which need not or cannot be applied as they accrue. 

Of this description of balahces, the chief are those which arise from property left 
for repair of almshouses, churches, tombs, bridges, &c. &c. I have been informed 
by a gentleman possessed of an estate in the parish of Chieveley, that there is an 
estate given to that parish for repairing the church, and that theie was about lOOO/. 
in hand in the year 1817. Very many of the parishes have some property of this 
description, some of which is of trifling amount. Bray has about sixty acres of 
meadow, called Queen Leaze, applicable 'to the repairs of its church. Mortimer 
has 50/. per annum/ Newbury, 130/. per annum. 

Now, unles!) we can conceive that the respective churches thus endowed should 
require repairs precisely to the amount of the income applicable to that purpose, 
and precisely on the day when the rent is paid, there must inevitably be a balance 
in hand from the day of receiving the rent until the day of paying the carpenter, or 
the mason, or the plumber, for ^' beautifying this church.'' Again ; if the church 
has been once put into good repair, it does not seem likely that it should annually 
require the expenditure of the whole income allotted to it, and consequently there 
ought to be a balance in hand from year to year, until repairs should be again re- 
quired equal to all the accumulations. But it seems to me that it should be consi- 
dered by the churchwardens, whether, in general, it would not be better for the pa- 
rish, in respect of any church rates which might be called for, to contrive that a sum 
should be suffered to accumulate out of the endowment for the purpose of meeting 
any great dilapidation that time or accident might produce. If this should be deemed 
prudent, then would there be a balance in hand. Again ; other churches have some 
very small sums applicable to repairs ; as, for instance, Welford has one acre of 
land, and 25. 6d. in money to repair the church. Now it can hardly be possible 
that this small sum can be expended beneficially to the building every year. The 
accumulation of a few years might be of some service to the church; and this sup- 
position carries with it the necessity that a balance should remain in hand. The 
same observations will apply to almost all other property left for repairs ; and I need 
not pursue the subject further. 

But I must stop here a few minutes to answer an objection that many may be in- 
clined to start, — that these donations are not charitable donations. Let it be remem- 
bered that charitable donations relieve, or ought to relieve, whether directly or in- 
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directly, the poor^s rates ; and that donations to repair the church have the same 
effect on the church rates: and that both therefore are beneficial to the public purse 
of the parish. Taking this view of the subject, I see no difference between the one 
donation and the other, as it affects those on whom the burthen of providing for the 
general expenses of the parish necessarily falls. Again ; these donations are the 
public property of the parish to which they were made ; and while we are inquiring 
into the management of one description of public property belonging to that parish, 
\¥hy not, with the same exertion, and with the same authority, and with additional 
trouble not worth remarking, extend our inquiries into every other species of public 
property belonging to the same parish ? Again; if one class of donations has been 
abused, have we not equal cause to fear that another class may also be abused ? Will 
those who seize 3000/. belonging to the poor, to pay their own debts, hesitate to take 
as much from the church for the same purpose, if the church had so much which they 
thought would not be inquired for i I should recommend that annual returns be 
made on oath of the receipts and disbursements of all provision for the repair of th6 
church, and that the balances should be remitted, to be invested in securities paying 
interest, until they should be required to be used in the way to which they are legally 
applicable. 

3. Those which arise from an Income exceeding the Appointment of the Donor. 

These are the balances of the surplus revenue, which was the subject of our last 
Observation. I cannot estimate the amount of what is or ought to be in hand 
throughout the county. Perhaps it may exceed 50,000/. But we will take a tew 
particulars, by way of examples, from which we may judge whether T am likely to 
have guessed too high or too low a sum. 

Of Kendrick's 500/. to Newbury, in 1808 there was a balance in hand of 
185/. 9s. 9d. 

Of St. Bartholomew's hospital, Newbury, lent the corporation in 1800, 300/. 

Of St. Bartholomew's hospital, in Newbury, in the accountant's hands, without, 
interest, in 1808, ^137/. 

Surplus of rents of the same hospital since 1814, 154/. 

Balance of Kendrick's charity (not the abovementioned charity of 500/.), as stated 
by an " Inhabitant" of Newbury, 3275/. is, 2rf. 

Of St. Mary Hill almshouses, 1813, 87/. 

Of part of Kendrick's charity to Reading, Mr. Man thus speaks in a note in 
p. 158 : The lands were " about 200 acres, and were let for 173/. per annum ; which 
sum, supposing no increase in the rent during 170 years they have been in posses- 
3ton of the corporation, and without making any allowance for fines, timber, or un« 
derwood sold during that period, would at the present time (1816), if none of the 
money had been misapplied, or lost from taking insufficient security, amount to the 
sum of 29,410/." 

That tliere must be balances in the hands of the trustees of the hospitals at Abingdon 
is evident from their having from time to time either built new houses, or repaired 
the old ones, and increased tho endowments : — these acts being evidence of the ex- 
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istence of balances in former times, lead to the condnsion of the exiatenee of them 
at the present time. 

That there must be balances in the same way out of the fiinds of the hospitals at 
Reading is evident for the same reasons. 

That there ought to be balances in the hands of the trustees of Blewbury school *» 
and in the hands of those who are possessed of the properties mentioned in Obser* 
ration XIV., few will doubt. ^ 

But it 18 not possible to look into the pockets of all the trustees, and to ascertain 
how much is contained in them. I ha?e before given instances to show that the in- 
come of some of the charities is more than suflScient to meet the prescribed expendi- 
ture of the donors, and consequently there must be a surplus ; and this surplus con- 
tinually increasing year after year, rolls on, like a snow ball, till it becomes an enor'- 
mous mass. *This mass should be strictly examined, and collected from all parts of 
the county, and be concentrated, till some proper and legal means shall be adopted 
for the application of it. If the county can only produce 500/. of balances in hand, 
still that 500/. should not be suffered to remain where it is. Being public property, 
though for specific purposes, the public should have full information about it, and 
riiould direct its application. The facts which I have to rely upon, relative to the 
actual amount of these sums in hand, being so few, I shall rest here ; urging only 
the propriety of an investigation of a collection of the outstanding money. 

« 

4. Those which ought to be considered as Balances in Hand in consequence (^Breach 

of Trust. 

I can do no more under this head than produce a few examples, and to suggest 
that if these have come to light, more may be supposed to exist. The corporation 
of Newbury have applied part of Kendrick^s money to a school ; in which applica- 
tion they were not warranted by the powers given them in the donor^s will. All the 
money, therefore, which they have thus expended, being not according to the donor's 
intentions, was expended in breach of trust, and they ought to be made to account 
for it. The sum consumed by this school may be about 5000/. altogether. The trus- 
tees of Mr. ETlderfield's charity, for providing two milch cows annually, for two of 
the poorest men of Harwell burthened with fomilies, have not so disposed of the in- 
come arising from the land given for that purpose for at least twenty years past ; 
that income is nearly 40/. Suppose, however, we take it at 30/. per annum only^ 
then the sum which the trustees should account for would be about 600/. John 
Hairs school, founded in 1096, has been lately dissolved by the corporation of Read- 
ing without their having any authority for so doing ; the house has been converted 
intoa dispensary, and the funds have been transferred to the Blue Coat School. 
Since this breach of trust has been committed, a legacy of 3000/., left by Mrs. Noiv 
wood, has foUen in to what ought to have been HalFs school. The income of this

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school, with the addition of theabovementioned legacy, would now haye been about' 
200/. per annum, which if (as it has been) illegally diverted from the purposes in- 
tended by the donors for only five years, would make a 8um to be accounted for by 
the corporation of lOOO/. There are many sums in Reading for the benefit of the 
poor in the hospital. This hospital has been converted into a bridewell for the 
town, and consequently the funds of the several donors must be abused, inasmuch 
as the corporation have by their own act prevented themselves from apphing then 
to the uses for which they were given. Sir Thomas White's annual 104/., for the 
purpose of being lent gratis to tradesmen, has not escaped the clutches of the cor» 
poration of Reading. So long ago as 1666 they owed to ihis charity lOO/., as ap- 
pears by the books of the corporation* Suppose .they had never repaid this sum of 
100/., and that they were now called upon, after 152 years, to account for it, with, 
simple interest it would now amount to about 860/., at compound interest it would 
be nearly 5500/* The probability is, that if they could be brought to seize 100/. 
they might be tempted to proceed a little further ; and that there are many other 
sums belonging to this charity ''awing by the corporation.^^ For a clear view of the- 
operation of Sir Thomas .White's charity, see the engraved tables*. 

It would be easy to multiply instances of breaches of trust practised against many 
of the charities; such as '^ feasting mayors^'' building bridges^ paying oiF mortgages,, 
and iu various other ways, none of them sanctioned by the intentions, express or im- 
plied, of the donors. 1 know of no mode of proceeding in such cases but that of 
citing the trustees to produce a regular debtor and creditor account, on cmth, of the 
funds intrusted to them; and then comparing their expenditure with the will or 
the trust-deed, to see if they have followed the instructions, or rather directions^ 
there given to govern them in the disposition of them. And ii^ upon such a compa- 
rison, it shall appear that they have not followed the directions, but have expended, 
the money according to their own fancy, it is manifestly a breach of trust, and they 
ought to pay over every sum which has come into their hands, and which they have 
not legally expended* What should you say to your agent, if he had paid a sum of 
money to Caius, which you had directed him to pay to Titius, for whom you did not 
intend it ? Should you not insist upon his refunding it to you ? Agents, attorneys, &€.. 
are liable to transportation fi>r applying money to one purpose which was committed 
to them for another* Is it a less heinous ofience in a corporation to pay off debts 
upon their own estates with moneys intrusted to them for the use' of the poor ? To 
detain lOO/. from poor young tradespeople I To feed a whole parish with a meal of 
beef on Christmas-day, instead of making two poor families comfortable for many 
years, by giving to each of them a milch cow I To ^^ feast" a mayor and corporation* 
with that money which was intended to provide bread for the hungry ! Are not these 
and an hundred others of a similar complexion, ^^ offences rank which smell to hea-* 
Yen ?" Is there not as much criminality, with the additional aggravation of a robbery, 
on the poor, in these acts, and such as these, as in those for which an agent or an

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attorney would answer by exile ? Is there any special exemption in &vour of pecu- 
lators upon charities, which, if it does not make them innocent, at least deprives their 
guilt of its. just reward ? or are they permitted to continue their practices with im- 
punity, merely because a strict interpretation of the penal code does not bring them 
within the letter of the law ? Is it not the least that can be done, is it not the mildest, 
the most just proceeding, to consider that fdl the sums which have been perverted 
from their proper use have not been used at all, but that they still remain as balances 
in the hands of the trustees, which they should be requested and required to pay 
over immediately ? 

It may be highly proper, however, to make some allowance to those trustees who 
may have disposed of charity-money in a way not authorized by the donor, where 
such disposition has been made bondjidej and for charitable purposes. A distinction 
may with propriety be drawn between surplus sums expended for the education of 
children and those consumed in a <^ feast ;" between those employed in raising new 
almshouses and those diverted for building a bridge ; between those applied in in- 
creasing the endowments of alnispeople, and those circuitously pocketed by a corpo- 
ration, under the frivolous and false pretence of liquidating a mortgage, to which 
they affected to assert that the almspeople or their property were liable. A distinction 
should be made between honesty and disinterestedness in the management of the 
charities, even where a breach of trust has been committed, and the flagrant and 
shameless application of the funds to corporate or private uses, with whatsoever cir- 
cuity or complexity those applications may have been involved for the purpose of 
concealing the source from whence those uses were supplied. It may be left to him 
or them to whom it may be deemed expedient to commit the investigation or the su* 
perintendance of these matters, to make what allowance may seem equitable, subject 
to an application to the ChanceUor, as was directed on a former occasion by the 
43 EL c. 4. sect. x. 

5. Those where Payment continues to be made though the Conditions are not observed. 

Nothing will be more readily asnented to than that, if a condition be annexed to a 
gift, the condition must be complied with before the gift can be claimed. Where 
donations have been made, subject to the performance of certain duties, or the ob- 
se. vance of certain forms, the omission of those forms and duties should be followed 
by a forfeiture of the donation : and as often as the forfeitures are incurred, so often 
will there be an unappropriated (unless, which seems rare, the donor may have Other- 
wise provided) surplu3 income, which must be considered as a balance in hand. 
The trustees of such charities should be always provided with evidence of the adhe- 
rence to the prescribed terms before they part with the money thus limited ; which 
evidence would from time to time be their discharge from responsibility in the exe- 
cution of their trust ; and unless it can be produced, they should be considered as 
having allowed the conditions to be neglected, though they have continued the pay- 
ment. There are two cases therefore which we may suppose, either as having only 
occasionally operated, or as continuing to operate, in producing an actual balance in 
band, or what oikght to be considered as a balance in hand. The first, where the 
forfeiture has been incurred by neglecting the conditions, and has been enforced by 
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withholding paym^t. Of this description of case there is an instance in the gift of 
forty shillings per annum to find candles, to be used at early prayers in St. Mary's 
church in Reading. The prayers are {qu. have been ?) neglected, and of course no 
light has been required ; nor can we presume that if candles have not been used, 
candles have been paid for. Of this fund therefore there is an actual balance in hand 
from the day when St. Mary's church was first left in the dark, until the resumption 
of candle-light ; and this is a case where the omission of the prescribed form has 
continued to operate in producing such actual balance. I cannot at present point 
out any occasional failure of compliance with prescribed conditions, which has been 
followed by a retention of the appointed payments : not doubting, however, but that 
an investigation would bring to light such instances, I proceed to the second case, 
where trustees ought to be considered as having balances in their hands ; and they 
ought to be charged with the possession of such balances wherever either a continued 
or an occasional breach of condition has been committed, and where, notwithstand-^ 
ing, they have continued the payment of the donation. As, if the vicar of Kint- 
bury has neglected to read prayers every or any Wednesday and Friday evening; (in 
this instance the vicar appears to be the trustee also,, from which circumstance an 
obvious inconvenience arises.) Again ; if the rector of Newbury, or the vicar of 
St. Mary's, shall neglect to read prayers every morning at six o'clock, in their re<> 
i^ective churches, the payment to them ought to be withheld. J. West gave one 
pound to Reading for a sermon to ^* perswade to charity. ^^ If this sermon be neglect«> 
ed, payment for it ought to be withheld. J. Webb gave four pounds for a weekly 
lecture in St. Lawrence's church. Do the trustees of this latter charity interpret one 
of the usual sermons, delivered on the customary occasions, as a weekly lecture, su& 
ficiently within the meaning of the donor, so as to warrant their presenting him with 
Webb's tribute ? Now if the duties mentioned in these and many other instances 
that might be produced, are neglected, the trustees^ whether they have paid the 
money or not, ought to be charged for every instance of neglect with the possession 
of so much money, as the forfeiture incurred by such neglect would amount to; and 
this money, whatever it may amount to, is what ought to be considered as a balance 
remaining in the hands of the trustees to be accounted for« 



Obs. XVI. Of refunding Balances and accounting for Surplus Income, and 

the Advantage and Security thereof. 

In Obs. V. I have recommended that all the donations in money should be col^ 
lected into one mass, and placed in government securities in the name of an account*' 
ant-general. To that mass I should desire toadd all the sums whatsoever, great or 
small, which arise from any charity of any description, (always taking care that the 
most clear and distinct accounts be kept of every charity, and furnishing the trustees 
with duplicates of such acceunts>as soon as they are received ; and all balances now 
in the hands of trustees, or such balances as ought to be in th^r hands in conse-* 
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quenee of dieir havings received money, and not having disbursed ft according to the 
intentions of the respective donors. These sums, thus recommended to be collected, 
now either pay no interest at aU, which is the case of by far the greater part of them, 
or pay at a very inadequate rate. But by the adoption of my recommendation they- 
would not only be made to realize a considerable sum in the shape of interest, whi«h 
might be rendered available towards defraying the expenses of the management, but 
would be productive of other advantages. In the first place, the security of this 
mode is no unimportant consideration : — we should then never have such a return as 
the Abstract presents, of ^< 500/. in the hands of the Rev. Mr. Smithy now lost,^^ The 
prevention of peculation of every description is not of less consequence ; — the future 
corporations of Newbury may perhaps be prevented from the comfortable but dis- 
graceful appropriation of ^^ bOLforafeasty^ as their predecessors had formerly done, 
and which it is but common justice to say the present corporation have abstained from» 
The corporation of Reading may not at present be in debt ; but at all events this 
recommendation would, if adopted, throw an insuperable impediment in the way of 
their redeeming any of their mortgages or securities with moneys not their own,a8 
they have onee if not more frequently done. And it will be readily acknowledged 
by every one that this public management (for the accounts should be open to the in- 
spection of every person) will be the most effectual mode of securing what ought 
always to be considered as a sacred rule of conduct to all trustees, the faithful exe- 
cution of the will of the donor. 

But I feel that I am losing my labour in urging reasons for the propriety of col- 
lecting these sums. I am satisfied that.no person can object to it, unless it be in 
consequence of any difficulty which he may apprehend in the transmission of small, 
sums of interest to distant parts of the county as they become payable. I cannot 
foresee any other objection. 

No person can object that this mode will deprive persons of patronage ; for I have 
already said that their patronage is as much a right to be protected as any benefit 
which the donation was intended to confer. How will the corporation of Reading 
be deprived of their patronage of the Blue Coat school by being compelled to ac- 
count for the proceeds of the property of that school ? How will Mr. Hartley's pa- 
tronage of the Donnington* hospital be inj.ured by calling on the master for a state- 
ment of his receipts and disbursements, and by compelling him to* invest the surplus 
in government securities, till the necessities of the hospital shall require the expen- 
diture of it ? I do not desire that what I here propose should interfere, with any of 
the rights or privileges of any individual, but 4hat it should merely keep them to 
their duties ; and it surely was nev^er a part of such their duties, nor even of their 
rights or privileges, unless they can quote the wills of the donors to that effect, to- 
apply the charity-money to their own uses, or even to keep it in their own hands^ 
whether they allow interest forit or not. 
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Obs. XVII. Alterations of the Purposes for which Donatiotis were made. 

As on this subject it will appear that, in some cases, most unwarrantable changes 
have been made in the disposition of property left by charitable persons, contrary to 
thfe express intentions of those persons, so, on the other hand, there are cases in 
which some alteration or modification would be highly proper, and to which the do- 
nors, if now alive, would, we may presume, either accede, or ought not to object. 

To the former class belong ail the misapplications of surplus revenue which I have 
above mentioned : — the suppression of Hall's school in Reading, and transferring 
it to the Blue Coat school : the applying Kendrick's money in Newbury to a school; 
building a bridge with it; (this bridge, it may be said, was built with money raised 
by the grant of annuities ; but if it should appear that those annuities were paid out 
of the charity-money, then it comes to precisely the same point as if the charity- 
money had been directly, instead of indirectly, applied to that purpose) : changing 
the hospital at Reading into a bridewell, by which several legacies for the benefit of 
the hospital are become nugatory : appropriating Harrison's almshouses in Read- 
ing exclusively to women, which he intended for poor and impotent perspns of both 
sexes : increasing the number of John aXarder's almspeople, when he expressly 
directed that if the revenues he gave should allow of it, his almspeople should have 
their allowance increased ; not that the number should be increased, but that those 
to whom he had given his charity should be made as comfortable as that charity would 
admit of. But I need not multiply examples : I rest upon the fact that alterations 
have been made which are wholly unsanctioned by any authority which the persons 
making those alterations can produce. 

On behalf of some of these alterations it may be pleaded that no injury has been 
sustained by any one ; but, on the contrary, that the general operation of the charity 
is rendered more effectual. This may in some instances be true : but it is equally 
true that the donor's will should in every case be strictly fultillea ; that if he chose 
to give his property to eight persons only, it should not be divided amongst nine ; 
that if an unauthorized alteration is not opposed in one case, it will seem to form a 
precedent for another ; that if permitted in one charity, it may be permitted in all ; 
and by this means the rules and directions of donors, for the di.««tribution of their do- 
nations, become wholly nugatory. All changes which are not sanctioned by a sufii- 
cient authority are wholly illegal ; and those by whose means they have been effected 
should be made responsible for the breach of trust. 

But there are some donations which ought to |^e changed from their original pur- 
pose, and some which might with advantage be changed. Of the first class is that 
given by Staverton, for a bull to be baited at Wokingham : of the latter class, the 
two milch cows to two poor families at Harwell. Small sums, such as two j^ounds 
to Hungerford and many other places for apprenticing poor children, are instancesy 
to seek no further. The destination of these charities might be advantageously al- 
tered to some other purpose; but legal authority should be obtained to justify the 
alteration, and it should not take place without due consideration. Perhaps it might 
not be deemed improper to authorize, under certain restrictions, any person who 
may be minded to confer a benefit on the poor, to change any of the existing chari- 
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table donations from one object to another, provided such person will increase th^ 
charity he so may be inclined to change to a certain amount. Suppose, for instance, 
that any one living in the neighbourhood of Wokingham, and being scandalized at 
the brutal exhibition annually made in that town, should be willing to double ik^ 
present amount of Staverton's property, on condition of its being converted into a 
school, could any one object to it? Suppose another person, seeing the utter inade- 
quacy of Smith's donation to Hungerford of two pounds, for apprenticing poor boysy 
should be willing to give another two pounds, on condition . that the united sums 
should in future be disposed of in clothing for ;7oor boys. Two pounds as an apprei^ 
tice fee cannot be of essential service to any one, but four pounds laid out in clothing 
would make a poor boy comfortable for some years, and might, not improbably, be 
the means of getting him out to service, it not being unusual for masters and mis- 
tresses in the country to stipulate with parents or parishes, that the lad they are about 
to take shall previously be decently clothed. I have instanced these two only by way 
of example ; and I have thrown out this hint for the consideration of .more able an4 
experienced persons to perfect or to reject. And I shall close this Observation by once 
more insisting, that all changes not authorized by the donor are so many breaches of 
trust ; that the trustees allowing of them should be made responsible, and should re^ 
fund all moneys so unjustifiably disposed of; but that it may be right to give some 
legal authority to some person or persons to approve of, and to order an alteration 
that may be proposed in certain charities, or in the administration of certain chari- 
ties, by the trustees of those charities, or by other persons who maybe willing to in- 
crease them in an agreed proportion. 

Under this head, of altering the purposes for which donations were given, it may 
be worthy of consideration, whether very great benefits might not be obtained by in« 
troducing what is called the national system of education into charity schools. Blew^ 
bury school, for example, is for the education of thirty boys and thirty girls, and 
possesses an income of about 1000/. per annum. By the adoption of the national 
system this fund would educate perhaps two thousand children or more. At all 
events the present income could not be consumed by instructing the sixty, for whom 
it was given ; and if the number should not be increased in proportion to the facility 
with which instruction is communicated, the original sixty children of the donor's 
appointment might receive fiirther advantages to the extent of the sum saved by di- 
roinishing the expense of teaching. The same observation will apply to every cha- 
rity-school. 



Obs. XV III. Of changing Charity Lands, Houses, Sgc. 

From considering the propriety of allowing, under restrictions, the change of the 
application of charities from one destination to another, we are led by a natural cob«^ 
nexion to consider whether the securities in which those charities are vested may not 
also, with advantage to the objects of them, be changed. An act of parliament haa 
lately been passed to authorize the exchange of glebe land; and 1 see no good rea^ 
son why provision should not hfi made for the purpose of sanctiojuqg th^ exchange 
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of charity-land. It hasliappened, and may frequently happen, that charity-land hat 
been in such a situation, that some person or other would be glad to possess himself 
of it in exchange for land in another situation. It does not strike me that there can 
be any objection to allowing the exchange of land and houses under these circum- 
stances, provided that proper caution is used to see that the charity shall suffer no 
loss, or rather that it shall be benefited to a certain extent by the change. Suppose 
we say that an estate belonging to a certain charity shall, at a fair rental, be worth 
50/. per annum, and that a gentleman, being desirous of baring it, shall be wiUing 
to give land in another place in lieu of it, which, at an equally fair rental, shall be 
worth 60/. per annum, could there be any possible objection to such an exchange ? 
The same proposition may be made as to houses and almshouses. Provided the cha- 
rity shall be benefited, it can be of no consequence whether the income arise out of 
Black acre or Whit^ acre, or whether the almshouse be in Friar-street or New- 
street. In the case of removing almshouses, the first care to be taken is that they shall 
be comparatively better; the next, that the new ones be substantially and properly 
built ; and that the proposed situation shall not be unhealthy, nor apparently incon- 
venient to the inhabitants. Having made these suggestions, i leave them to the 
-consideration of others, without entering further into the merit or demerit of them. 



Obs. XIX. Of laying out CJiarity-Money in the Purchase of Land^ and of 

allowing the Redemption of Bent'Charges. 

But there are other securities which may also be changed with advantage to the 
charities : — the first are rent-charges, the amount of which must always remain the 
same. But it may so happen that a person having an estate or a house chargeable 
to the poor in a certain sum, may be willing to exonerate it firom that charge by pay- 
ing such a sum as may produce a larger income to the particular charity than the 
amount of the rent-charge, Mr. Lioveden of Buscot, for example, might be willing 
to redeem the charge of 2/. 45. per annum on his estate by transferring so much stock 
to the accountant-general for the county, whom I have supposed in Obs. V., as will 
produce an income of one-third more, or S/. ISs. 8cf. ; or he might be allowed to con- 
vey to the accountant a piece of land that shall, at a fair rental, produce, clear of all 
deductions, an income of 3/. It does not occur to me that any objection could be 
made to such an exchange. I should further propose that notices should be from 
time to time given, that all charitably-disposed persons, who may be willing to sell 
any land for the better securing charities, so that the purchase shall yield 5/. per 
cent, to the charity, shall propose to the accountant what land he is willing to sell, 
and at what price ; and if it shall clearly appear, upon proper valuations on oath, 
that the land offered will# produce 5/. per cent', it shall be made lawful for the ac- 
countant to purchase the same. And again ; that all persons may by their wills give 
to the said accountant a power of preemption of any land such person may die pos- 
sessed of. All land so purchased to be subject, from time to time, to be exchanged 
under the conditions suggested in the last Obs. (XVIII). Seeing the long list of be- 
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through every item, and of calculating step by step, he would produce a greater re- 
sult rather than a smaller. Some places answer that the sums have been lost " up- 
zcards of \00 i/ears ago ;" another, " no account since the year 1676 ;" others, " lost 
22ianj/ T/cfirs,'- It would have been a tedious^and an useless operation tx> have made 
calculations of every particular sura; and if the average of lift y years shall prove 
too high, I am ready to yield the meed of accuracy to him who shall produce a iqore 
detailed account, and I heartily wish he may succeed in his undertaking. My. only 
object in this summary is to. awaken the attention of the county, that it may see the 
large sums it is daily losing, and to suggest that a very great part of the money which 
yet remains is liable to the same fate with that upon which we have been just making 
our calculations. 

It must be obvious to every one that if this money, and the arrears of the interest, 
could be recovered, it would produce an income more than sufficient to cover th&ex- 
penses of protecting and managing all the charities in the county, and all of them 
require both protection and management. Some of the sums lost are as low as 2/., 
many of them are only 51, To recover each of which would render a separate bill 
in Chancery, or a separate action at law, necessary ; the expense of either proceed- 
ing rewards peculation or negligence with impunity^ by rendering it useless to sue 
for so small a sum. 

The old man presenting his sons with a bundle of sticks, to prove the advantage 
of combined efforts, will aptly illustrate what I here mean. While each of these 
sums is suffered to remain by itself, and to defend its own cause, like a single s^ick 
taken out of t!ic bundle, it is easily broken and destroyed ; but join them altogether 
in one fund, as I have before recommended, they will protect one another, like the 
sticks tied together in a bundle, and obtain a stability and security of which, while 
they remain isolated, the result proves they are in so much need. But it is not the 
small sums alone which have disappeared under the present system (if system it can 
be called) : Hurley has lost in one sum 500/. ; and there is no account of any effort 
made to recover it. With these instances before us, is it not time to do something 
to prevent further losses ? What is there to secure the money which yet remains to 
the county ? It is no sufficient answer to say that it is vested in very respectable 
names by a deed of trust. As those trustees die, others must be appointed by a ^oo^lar 
deed, at the expense of the charity, by which means a constant deduction roust be 
made from the sum to be distributed. And if the trustees are not renewed, the fund 
will fall into the hands and controul of the survivor, " whereby there is <fa«g"er,*\(as 
Hagbourn suggests in the Abstract) " if he or his descendants shouldfail, of the mopey 
being lost to thepoor^ It may be said that, under the covenants of the deed of trust, 
the money may be recovened from the heirs of any of the trustees if they died sol- 
vent.. But why should the parish be suffered to run these risks, and be put to these 
expenses, when it would be so easy to prevent them by consolidating all the money 
into one fund, so as to make it more secure, and more easy and cheap in the manage- 
ment ? To reduce the property under one management, and to enable each separate 
person and place to receive what each donor intended should be received out of .the 
aggregate fund, appears to me therefore to be desirable, not only for the couBty at 
large^ but for every place, and for every indivi4ual within it* . t . ^

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Ob8. VII. Eent'Charges. 

Leavingy fer tbe present, all further considerations on the donations in money, I 
shall next advert tor the rent^charges. These are certain payments of money issuing 
out of land, and which cannot be increased or diminished, but remain always the 
same in amount ; or they are burthens imposed on certain estates, to provide certain 
quantities of goods or things. As an example of the first definition, John Reynolds 
gave to the poor of Shinfield a rent-charge of 205. a year. Of the second we have 
an instance in Padworth and Ufton, to which places Lady Marvyn gave 20 bushels 
of wheat to be made into bread, and 25 ells of canvas and 25 yards of cloth, charging 
her estate with a sum sufficient to purchase these articles. It is evident that the 
amount of the former rent-charge will never be altered ; while the latter must vary 
with the price of the things to be provided. Some rent-charges of certain amount 
are directed to be employed for prescribed purposes, or given to specific objects. 
For example ; Swallowfield, from a beneiactor whose name it has ungratefully for- 
gotten, is entitled to a rent-charge, of 105. per annum to buy 40 ells of canvas for the 
poor. In this instance both the sum and the purpose are prescribed^ but not the ob- 
ject. I am not skilful in choosing or valuing domestic linen, but I should conceive 
that no production of the loom, of so low a price as threepence an ell, can in these 
times give much comfort, or produce much advantage to the poor, whatsoever it was 
capable of at the time of the donation. He who left this legacy did not calculate that 
there would be so great a difference between 4he powers of lOs. at the time he made 
his will and at any subsequent period. In other words, he thought money would be 
always of the same value. Tbe instances of the specific application of rent-cbarges 
are numerous ; and many*of them, like this to Swallowfield, having become inade- 
quate to the purposes for which they were designed, cannot of course be strictly ap- 
plied to those purposes ; but as they cannot be legally applied to any other purpose, 
it follows that they are either entirely withheld, or that the donor's intentions are no 
longer fulfilled. In either case the charity is abused, whether from necessity or from 
wilfulness ; still the charity is abused, because it is not given according to such in- 
tentions* 

There are many small rent-charges given to different places for apprenticing 
" boys '• or " children,** for " great coats,*' and for other purposes, on the name foot- 
ing as that of Swallowfiisld ; that is, the value of money having sunk very much since 
these donations were given to the poor, they cannot now be appropriated as the do- 
nors intended ; it therefore becomes a question how they should be disposed of? the 
answer to which, from ninety-nine persons out of an hundred, I anticipate would be 
that they should be given to the poor in some other mode. But what is that mode 
to be, and who is to decide it ? If you swerve from the donor's intentions in any one 
case, why not in every other case where caprice, or a fancied superiority of judge- 
ment, may suggest an alteration, miscalled an improvement, in the disposition ? But 
those intentions, however abortive from change of times, cannot legally be departed 
from. It may therefore be advisable to establish some authority by, which proper 
alterations in the disposition of some of the charitable funds might be sanctioned and 
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Any change made without authority, however judicious and proper, may 
be productive of the wildest conftision^ by provoking and seeming to sanction fiirther 
chuiges in other charities. 

It will be granted to me that the charities were intended for the poor ; for those 
who have no other means of obtaining that which (whatever it is) the donor intends 
to give them : — from this proposition I conclude there will be no dissentient opinion. 
It has become a practice in many places to give those small rent-charges, which are 
limited to apprenticing poor children, to such persons as are able of themselves to 
provide the greater part of the fee agreed upon with the intended master. Now, 
though this system may be productive of a certain degree of benefit, and though much 
may be said in &vour of it, firom the inadequacy of the donation to meet the demands 
of masters in our times, yet I presume that the donors intended to apprentice the 
children of those only who were utterly unable of themselves to provide the requi- 
site sum ; and if this presumption be well founded, it follows that the donations are 
now given to those Whom the donors did not intend to assist ; in other words, that 
the charity is abused. The argument drawn from convenience or necessity should 
have no weight. Trustees should never be allowed to raise a moot between right 
and expediency. The donors* intentions should always be invariably the rule of dis- 
tribution. Till legal authority sanctions the alteration of its destination, every de<* 
parture from the strict application of the fund, as prescribed by the donor, is an abuse. 
If the wilier the deed, by which any of these sums were conveyed to the parish, had 
said that they were given ^^ to iusist poor persons in putting out their children as ap- 
prentices," then these observations would not have applied. ' No one, I think, can 
hesitate in saying that some legal regulations might, with great propriety and ad- 
vantage to the poor, be adopted for the disposal of such rent-charges as cannot now 
be strictly administered, by changing their application, by uniting them with other 
charities, or by adopting such regulations as shall continue the benefit derivable firom 
them, without incurring the teceBAty of an annual reiteration of breach of trust 
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fiOure.

nam, in the second 1/, New WMsor deabts if a raat^harge of Ss.4d.^^mas ever 
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rccehul',^' and out of another of 16^. states, that 6s. only are " now paidy Buscot 
answers that ^/. 4j. per annum ^^ has not been applied for many years according to the 
zdHI of the donor J*^ From these specimens it may be collected that rent-charges are 
not more secure from the attacks of self-interest, or the fatal consequences of negli- 
gence, than money has been, as vie have already seen. Without the light afforded 
by these answers one should have concluded, th^t whatsoever donations in money 
might have been lost, the income secured by a rent-charge would, at least, have been 
safe and productive. From the examples I have before given of the very incomplete 
state of the Abstract, we may infer that all the losses of rent-charges are not stated. 
Again, because some are allowed to have been lost or " withheld^'' with impunity, we 
may conclude that more are in a similar situation, though fear, shame, inattention, 
carelessness, or some other motive may have precluded the unwilling confession. 
And because many losses are enumerated up to the date of the retarn, the same 
causes may have occasioned subsequent losses.' 

I have reason to believe that some of that charity property, which is said to be a 
" rent-charge "in the Abstract, is inland ; that is, that the poor are entitled Xo the 
whole rent of the estate,- whatever it maybe, and not to a certain fixed payment only 
out of it. This is the case with Elderfield'^ charity to Harwell ; whicli in the first 
return was said to be in land, but in the second was altered, and called a rent-charge. 
The land is situated in Moreton parish, and is worth about 40/. per annum. This 
question, whether land or rent-charge, is a fit sulyect for serious inquiry. On the 
contrary also, some charities which are said to be in " land" will, I am afraid, tura 
out upon investigation to be merely i^nt-charges. In the former case the estimated 
value of the charities will be increased, in the latter case it will remain as set down 
in the return. Inquiry, therefore, on this subject alone is likely to increase the an- 
nual revenue as statedf vtt the^ Abstract,^ and cannotdiminish it. 

There is one point 6f\ie!^^iW which the loss of rent-charges dlflers most mat(?rially 
from tftaf of money. The letter can't)e ohly' secure by actual poSv^ession, or by the 
personal responsibility of individuals, according as the charities are now managed, 
and must of course, therefore, be liable to accident and misfortune, from which rent- 
charges ought to be exempt from the very nature of them, and more exposed to 
fraud or peculation. The former being chapged on freehold property ought to be 
profluctive to its full s^niouot so long a^.tUai freehold pro^K^rtf Kcaiains of adequate 
Talue. All losses therefore of rent-charges ought to be only apparent, not real, 
losses, until it can be shown that the charged estate has become unproductive. They 
ougkt, if ^' toithheldj^^ .to l>e recoverable after any lap^d'of tifne^ since the statute of 
limitations does not har.tBe^reoovery.a£.i^iliatieS.._Th^^prod>iction of the deed, or 
of a copy of the will,^iiy anhich.a rent-eharge was givet to the poor, would be in al- 
mo8tfiev6fy imaginable, oaiae an jiiiftt«wevaiUekfi:(«M|\.\Qf:fdi(^utioa.

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any title to substantiate their claim.** If there is any truth in the claim, the parish' ' 
mast at some period or other have been possessed of some title-deed. That they 
have lost it is evident : and if such a loss has been sustained by one place, why may 
nol others in future be, if they have not "already been, equally unfortunate ? The 
principal cau«e of losing these deeds and evidences is the annual change made in 
parish officers. Deeds and papers that are to be so frequently removed must be more 
liable to accident than those which have a permanent local habitation. The church 
naturally occurs as the most proper place for the custody and security of the parish 
evidences. But those who know the general state of the church chests M lU not have 
a very high opinion of such a depository. Nor is it unlikely that where the parochial 
documents are kept by the parochial officers, some interruption In the regular trans- 
mission of deeds from one s'et of officers to their successors may happen. If such in- . 
terrupticn be not soon discovered and rectified, it is quickly forgotten in tvhose hands ' 
they were last left ; and when they are required to recover or to enforce payment 
they carinotbe found. A preventive remedy for the future recurrence of these losses 
would be the establi^hmeHt of a general registry for the custody of all deeds, docu- 
ments, copies of wills, and other papers relating to charities, where the originals, not ' 
iiiomorials of tliem'orily, should be regularly kept. * 

I have not thought it necessary here to give any estimate of the j^ggrcgafe amount' 
of the rent-charges, since that amount cannot be altered; but thfe losses which are 
confessed amount to 17/. 7s. per annum, which, for the thirty years since making 
the return, would amount in total to 520/. 10^. ; and supposing they had on an ave- 
rage been lost for thirty years previous: to the return, it would give llie feame sum, 
5 20/. 105., making a total loss to the county at large of (besides interest and prin- 
cipal lost) 1041/. The probability is that more have been lost tharf ure acknow- 
ledged ; and the chance is that further losses have been sustained sinjcfe making the 
return, and that still further are'likely to happen ; more particularly so ^hen we see 
some of the places return that they- do not know in whom'they are now vested, which 
seems to imply that they must have lost their title-deed^, which is the first step to- 
wards losing their property. 



Obs. IX. Land, 

If it astonishes any one that money and i'e];Uff£harges have been lost, how much 
more astonishing must it t)e to find that land has been lost ! Thomas Smith gave by 
deed, in 1644, land to Ilungerford, which is ^^ lost.^^ Rd. Swayne gave land to the 
poor of Marcham, which is '* supposed to 6e lostJ^^ Higgins gave Marcham lO/., 
^vhich was laid out in land, and vested in the mayor of Abingdon, and is '^ lost,\^ 
Newbury says that Gabriel Cox's donation of ftioney is " fioi:) in laitd} cannot be as' 
certnined ;" 'dhd that Sanderson's gift of land " is not ascertained^ ' ^Fhese are the ' 
principal iiistances fnetitioned in the Abstract ; but I'have no doubt there are further 
instances which -are npf licknotvledged 'Us los^e^, or of which all notice was sup* 
pressed in the return. But if only one 9ingl^']dss'4iad been allowed, it might make

118 fear that others would follow, and ougbt.to teach us thateFOii this description of 
property is not safe in the hands and under the management to which it is now com- 
mitted. 

Two thingfs are requisite for protection in the possession of land : — ^the first is the 
safe custody of the title-deeds, whatever they may be ; and the next, means of accu- 
rately pointing out the precise estate which is claimed. With respect to the first re- 
quisite, I presume, that before the parishes lost their land they had lost their title- 
deeds ; and not having any maps or plans of their estate, they had no remaining 
means of showing the property which they claimed. Newbury ^< eannoi ascertain *' 
land which is given to the poor in different almshouses. Whatever may have become 
of the title-deeds to this property, it is evident that there is no map or plan of it ; and 
if it be not actually lost to the parish in general, it is lost to those particular indivi- 
duals to whom it was given. For suppose the parish to be still in possession of it, 
they have contrived to jumble it together in one mess with their other property, as 
they seem by their return to acknowledge, and consequently have rendered, or en- 
deavour to render, it impossible for the poor of the respective almshouses to know 
when they have received the full amount of the rent of the land' to which they are 
entitled. This << Uggledy-piggledy'* system is an excellent one for creating balances 
of << surplus revenue,*' which the corporation of Reading have at different times 
found so useful and convenient. 

To prevent all future possibility of losses, to enable every poor person who is en- 
titled to the rent, or a share of the rent, of any land, to know where that land is, and 
what it lets for (which latter knowledge will not long remain concealed if the former 
is published), to prevent encroachments and disputes, and to secure every sort of 
benefit and advantage which the donors intended to afford, all deeds, papers, and do- 
cuments of every description relating to charity land should be kept in the same way 
as is recommended fer the rent-charges, and be there open to inspection by every one 
gratis ; and accurate maps and plans should be prepared and properly attested, and 
be deposited with the deeda. Memorials only will not answer the purpose, as I shall 
show in another place. 

Some of the estates produce a considerable quantity of timber, of which little, if 
any, notice is taken, but which yet might be made very productive. On some of them 
gravel, sand, stone, clay, and peat is dug, either to the loss of the poor, or to the ma- 
nifest injury of their property. Some restraint or regulation should be imposed on 
waste of tUs^deseription. 



Obs. X. Of letting Chartty Land. 

This subject gives rise to more important considerations than any descriptkm^ciiw 
cumstances, or condition of other charity property, not only because it involves the 
largest income that is derived for charitable objects, but because it afibrds greater 
opportunities for committing frauds of various descriptions Qpcm the funds of the 
poor. The income arising fi'om money w rent-charges is fcnown^ and if can be easily 
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Qscertained whether it has been applied : — but that arising from land is frequently 
changed, and no one but the receiver of it can tell if it has been all distributed ; nor 
can it be now easily known if a fair and sufficient rent is reserved, or what other pro« 
fits have accrued from timber, or fines, or pits, or other sources of revenue. 

No one will hesitate in saying that all land belonging to charities ought to be fairly 
let, neither robbing the poor, by affixing on it too low a rent, nor preventing the 
gradual improveinent of the estate, by bargaining for so high a return as efiectually 
to discourage good husbandry, by compelling the tenant to work out the land in order 
to indemnify himself. Though high rents may appear to answer for a short time^ 
yet the system of cultivation that is generally adopted under these circumstances re- 
coils upon the landlord eventually, when he finds his property returned upon his 
hands exhausted and impoverished. The fairest way of letting public property is 
by public auction, proposing and prpclaiming the covenants and conditions a sufficient 
time before hand, and ofiering such a length of term, especially where small proper- 
ties are concerned, as shall preclude the too frequent recurrence of expense. These 
auctions or lettings should be with the sanction and approbation, and under the su- 
perintendance, of some disinterested person, who wouJd guard against stratagems, to 
which I shall presently allude, and who should be cautious to ascertain if the pro- 
posed tenant has sufficient capital to enable him to cultivate the estate in a proper 
and husbandlike manner. 

Lelting by Auction. 

The system of letting by auction has been pretended to be adopted in some places 
within the county for some few years past^ but it is by no means general ; and even 
in those few places it is not extended to all the charity property within their limits 
or under their controul. It is even roundly asserted that devices have been resorted 
to in order to elude the apparent impartiality of an auction. These assertions, lam 
aware, ought not to be implicitly relied on till they assume some other shape than 
that of unauthenticated assertion ; but at the same time they ought not to be hastily 
rejected as the mere effusions of malice, or as the mischievous imaginations of an ir- 
ritable disposition. They at least call for inquiry, by which they would be at once 
substantiated or refuted. Inquiry must do good : it will acquit with himour where 
the accusations are falsely grounded, and will be productive of benefit to the .chari* 
ties if they happen to be true. It certainly affords a plausible pretence for making 
charges of this sort, that those to whom the managementof charity land is committed 
prescribe the time and mode of letting, and themselves frequently become bidders 
and tenants for the lands thus offered. The vigilant superintendance of a disin- 
terested person would be the most effectual bar to practices such as I have al- 
luded to. 

Letting by Fines. 

Some lands belonging to charities in this county are let for periods of twenty-one 
years, the lease being renewed after the expiration of seven years on payment of a 
fine. In these instances a very inferit>r rent is reserved. This is a great grievance 
to the poor; for, independent of the consideration of what becomes of the fine, sup- 
pose an estate belonging tojaa hospital to have been let in the year 1811 upon pay- 
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ment of a fine, immediately after which a poor old man is appointed to a vacancy in 
that hospital, and dies in the year 1817, he will just mifis a participation in the two 
fines : suppose him to have received six pounds a yqar during his residence in the 
house, but that, if the estates had been let fairly at rack rent, he ought to have re- 
ceived fifty pounds a year (this is a case not altogether hypothetical), are not the in- 
justice and impropriety of such a system manifest? need there to be urged any 
further objections than the simple statement of such a case ? That the lands of eccle- 
siastical bodies are thus let can be no argument in favour of its adoption by trustees 
of charities : — in the former case the parties interested, if not opulent, have at least 
some other means of support, or tlic reserved rents of their estates are adequate to 
all their wants : in the latter case the parties are necessarily poor, and have no other 
fund to which they can resort ; besides, the ecclesiastical bodies have the sole con- 
troul over their own estates, apd may so dispose of them or not as they choose ; but 
the poor have not even a vote to give on the subject ; they are at the mercy of their 
trustees. There surely then ought to be some authorized interference on their be- 
half to see that they have (as they would themselves express it) fair play. 

Neglecting to increase Rent. 

Some of the charity lands have been suffered to remain for many years at the ori- 
ginal rents, because (I suppose) the trustees would not give themseh'es the trouble 
of inquiring into the state, and condition, and value of the property so committed to 
them. Archbishop Laud's estate was let in the time of James the Second for. 200/. 
per annum, and no increase was made in the rent until four or five years since, when 
it was raised to 625/. per annum. This needs only to be stated to show tliat there 
has been an enormous loss suffered by the poor and the parish. Boudry and Ri- 
chards's gift again remained at the rent of 7/. 145. Qd. from the date of the donation 
until about three years ago, when it was nearly quadrupled. Had it been gradually 
increased in the same ratio with other lands in the county, the benefits derived from 
it to the persons entitled to it would have been very great. West's charities are re- 
turned in the Abstract, by Newbury, at 464/. 7s. 4d, ; and it is added that this was 
the rent ^' at the time of the grant ; but the present produce unknownJ*^ This grant was 
made one hundred years ago ; and there seems to have been no exertion made even 
to ascertain the value of the estate, much less to raise the rent to a rateable level 
with other landed property. Newbury will say that she is not the trustee of these 
estates, but that they are vested in different companies of tradesmen incorporated in 
the city of London. But even granting that she has no controul in the management 
of the estates, should that prevent her from inquiring into the " jjrodfwcc" of them, 
and satisfying herself that her poor receive all they are entitled to ? She has a right 
to be informed on this subject, and it is also her duty. Her answer in the return 
shows how little she values her rights, and how much she neglects her duties. I 
could multiply instances of this kind of neglect to a very great number were itneces* 
g^ry ; but I abstain from it, being satisfied that if it exists, or has existed, in one or 
two cases, I may fairly desire my readers to infer that it exists in other cases also* 

It would be impossible to calculate the loss which has been sustained by the county 
at large in consequence of this evil. Suppose however, by way of leading my readers

to ibrm some estimate for themselves, that Archbishop LaucI's estate had been raised 
to dOO/. per annum only twenty years before the advance I have above mentioned 
took place, then the advantage to the charity would have been the difference between 
300/. and 500/. for twenty years ; or 300/. multiplied by twenty, which shows a gain 
of 6000/. and of course, the advance not having been made, the loss, without interest, 
is equal to that sum . 

Of small detached Pieces of Land. 

Having stated that the apparently fair and open system of letting by auction is 
evaded and abused ; that taking fines for renewal of leases is productive of great in- 
justice ; that the rent in some (many ?) cases is not increased as it ought to be, I 
come to another topic which may appear insignificant at first sight, but which is really 
important with respect to the magnitude of the aggregate amount of the property in 
question. Much of the charity land exists in very small parcels of ground, mea- 
suring from a few poles to a few acres. As in Sir John Norris's charity, there were 
five small pieces of land in different places, not amounting to two acres altogether. 
These patches (I am not speaking of Norris's only) are in general let for a mere 
trifle. One acre of land I have known to have been let for many years at Ss. only, 
when land in the neighbourhood of it was rented at from 3/. to 5/. per acre. It seems 
scarcely worth while to insist upon a fair rent for so small a bit of ground. But let 
it be remembered that almost every parish in the county has several of these little 
bits ; and/that if we look at them in detail they hardly deserve notice, but when mul- 
tiplied by the number of parishes in the county, they make a good estate. Suppose 
every parish had only one acre of ground under precisely the same circumstances as 
that to which I have alluded, that is, rented at Ss. per annum, but worth 3/., and that 
there are 140 parishes, then the Ss. rental would produce 56/. per annum, and the 
3/. rental would produce 420/., making a difference of 364/. per annum ; and suppose 
this difference had been suffered to continue for only twenty years, the loss would 
amount to 7280/. But most of the parishes have several such pieces of ground, and 
therefore this calculation ought to be increased by the number of such pieces. 

The farmers in general, to whose farms they are contiguous, occupy these small 
bits of land ; and thus, as being parish oflBcers in their turn, and as such officers being 
most frequently trustees of the land, become both landlords and tenants of the same 
land. With respect to a large estate this could not so easily happen ; but minute 
objects escape notice. It is not thought worth while to interfere in such small mat- 
ters ; and it has frequently happened that the personal influence in the parish of him 
who thus occupies one of these small estates has effectually prevented any but silent 
complaints. An industrious poor man, wh6 would be willing to employ his over 
hours in cultivating a garden, could afford to give a much higher rent for such a bit 
of ground as we are here speaking of than the richest farmer. He would keep no 
horses or servants ; would have no barns, or waggons, or ploughs to repair ; and 
would in fact cultivate it gratis^ and could consequently pay a higher rent than a 
farmer. I have met with an instance of a poor old man's acknowledging before ma- 
gistrates, to whom he had applied for parochial aid, that he made, one year with an- 
other, three guineas out of six poles of ground, which is after the rate of 84/t per 

u 
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acre per annum. And I have no doubt but that to the greater part of my reader^ 
this instance is a sufficient proof, as it is to myself, that the industrious poor could 
well afford to give twice the rent which farmers are able to pay for small pieces of 
ground suited to their strength, their leisure, and their families. Now suppose that 
such parcels of charity land as we have been just speaking of were so disposed of, it 
is evident that the income of the charity funds might be much increased ; and few 
persons will be inclined to doubt the policy of encouraging the poor to work for 
themselves at their over-hours, instead of frequenting the alehouse, or, at best, loung* 
ing away their time in almost compulsory idleness. Such a disposition of these lands 
would benefit two classes of persons ; the almsmen, to whom the rents ar^ payable, 
and the industrious poor, who would have scope and encouragement afforded to their 
industry. Besides which, the land being by this means in the occupation of per- 
sons of comparatively little influence and importance in the parish, there would be 
no reverential or timorous awe to prevent the trustees of the charity from demanding 
and receiving the full rent which the premises ought to yield : and this consideration 
brings me back to the point from which I began, namely, that in general the parish 
officers dispose of the charity land ; that these parish officers are tlie principal ffir- 
mers in the parish ; that by a tacit agreement with one another, one or two of them 
occupy the lands in question at a very inadequate rent ; that the smallness of the 
property, and the proverbial indifference of this class of society towards every thing 
but their own immediate concerns, prevent any inquiry ; and that as they have the 
whole controul of the poor rates, as to assessing, levying, and distributing^ no other 
person in the parish, even if any chance should put him in possession of the actual 
state of the facts, would dare to interfere. 

In towns the same sort of management takes place, with a slight variation of dr<- 
cumstances. The corporations, or the aldermen, or the burgesses have sometimes 
contrived that members of their own body should become tenants of charity lands at 
very low rents, for the purpose of making a garden, or to keep a cow, or for some 
other convenience. The rent which is received is known only to a few who keep^ 
their own counsel, either through favour to a neighbour, or in expectation of some 
personal advantage. 

It would not answer any good purpose to specify instances of this sort of practices ; 
that they exist I have abundant testimonies. But I appeal to the county at large for 
the general truth of these assertions. I do not desire to drag into public notice any 
individual who may have reaped the benefit of an advantageous bargain for charity 
land, under whatsoever circumstances of favour, of influence, or of corruption such 
bargain may have been effected and continued. Having only one object in view, 
namely, that of placing these funds on a fair footing, I have no wish to stigmatize any 
person or any corporation with the charge of being instruments in defrauding the 
poor. That instances of fair and equitable dealings in charity property may be pro- 
duced, I will readily admit ; but that there are no instances to the contrary, I shall 
not be required to concede by those who will be at the trouble of inquiring. 
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Obs. XI. Produce of Donations given in Money, but since laid out in the 

Purchase of Land. 

The rent of land which has been purchased by the money bequeathed by different 
donors appears in most of the cases to have returned such very inadequate interest 
for the capital employed, that, without supposing any collusion or firaud, the chs^ri- 
ties seem to have suffered a very serious loss. I will first produce some specimens 
from the Abstract before I proceed to any comments.

It is agreed that upon ordinary purchases of land the purchaser expects io receive 
3/. per cent, for his capital. If the charities above selected had received only 3f/.

The- principal of 
these donations were made ^00 years ago. Let us therefore suppose that if an ave- 
rage were taken, it would show that the sum of 22,810/. was vested in land only 100 
years ago, and that the land had produced 5/. per cent, on the capital in 50 years 
after it had been purchased (a supposition which no one, recollecting the regular in- 
crease in the value of land, or diminution of the value of money, which is the same 
thing, will think overstrained) ; then multiply the loss of 761/.

Let it be remembered that most of this land, instead of returning only 5/. percent, 
on the purchase money, ought by this time to have returned 20/. per cent., or 4562/. 
per annum, instead of only 379/. 65. 2£f., as it stands in the Abstract. In whatever 
point of view it is considered, the result will be, that the charities have suffered great 
losses by these improvident purchases. If it be said that the lands so purchased are 
now let at their full value, as an answer to what I here state, it will be recollected 
that I have taken the sums from the report which the different places themselves have 
made ; and that if those reports are untrue, so much the more cause is there for su- 
perintending those who give false statements of property under their care. If the 
reports be true, then my deductions are true ; and though they may now be let at 
their full value, yet still that is no answer to the charge that great losses have been 
suffered. 

1 need not urge any thing fui*ther than what the &cts themselves present, as I 
have above extracted them, to show the necessity of some superintendance in the in- 
vestments which are made of charity money. Such a list of improvident purchases, 
out of a much greater number, is sorely a sufficient caution to the public against allow- 
ing the same persons to make any further bargains for land, unless under the di- 
rection and with the sanction of some person who shall take care to see that the pro- 
perty to'be bargained for ought, under all its circumistances, to be purchased at the 
price affixed on it. 

I would not be understood as positively asserting that the sum, which I have stated 
it 38,059/. 1 U.> 8J., has been actually lost. The amount may not be so much ; but I 
elieve that if all the losses arising from the cause now under consideration, for the 
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whole county, were reckoned up, the sum would be more than the result I have ar- 
rived at. Again : suppose there may be some errors in the return, it may make some 
difTereuce in rAy calculations ; but till it can be shown that unintentional mistakes 
were made in ail the returns, my charge of improvidence, to use no harsher phrase^ 
in the purchases, will remain the same in quality though differing in quantity. 

1 think I have taken a low estimate in every point which I have introduced on 
which to found this calculation. I have not enumerated all the purchases which have 
been made, and which return an inadequate income. I have supposed them only to 
have arrived at such a state as to produce 5/. per cent. I have allowed fifty years 
from the date of the purchase for land to pay 5/. per cent, (when it is notorious that 
many purchases have returned 20/. per cent, in a shorter lapse of time) ; and if I had 
calculated on the probability of receiving only 10/. per cent, on the purchase money 
in that time, and had calculated from the date of each transaction, I have no doubt 
that the sum would have been double that which I have above set down. 

Some of the donations which have been employed in purchasing land are returned 
at precisely 5/. per cent, on the capital employed ; and of a few it seems that the rent 
exceeds it.

I propose now to consider whether the addition of one-third to the returned rent 
of the land enables us to arrive at any certainty as to the present actual value. This 
leads us to inquire, first, what has been the average increase of the rent of land from 
tbe year 1786 to the present time ; and, secondly, whether the land was fairly let at 
that time. These inquiries it is not my intention to pursue further than the Abstract 
enables me, together with such information as I have been able to collect with refe- 
rence to that return. Leaving it therefore to others to decide whether the rest of the 
land in the county has increased more or less than one-third in the last thirty years, 
I proceed to extract some few specimens from the Abstract.

The agg;reg^ate amount of the rent of the various lands given for charitable 
purposes, omitting the rent-charges where they are distinguishable, and omitting 
the rent of houses and tenements where they appear separate from land, seems by 
the Abstract to have been about 4736/. per annum. 

It is evident that the average increase of the specimens I have above given has 
nearly quadrupled the returned amount of them. Suppose, therefore, we double 
the returned aggregate amount of all the land - - j£4736

But by thus doubling this amount we add to the rent of all the charity land in the county 
only about as much as is the difference between the returned and the actual income of 
the above specimens, without adding any thing for the supposed increase of the rent 
of the remaining lands throughout the county. It is therefore evident, since it is 
acknowledged that land has generally increased in value within the last thirty years, 
that this result is too low ; and as the specimens would authorize us to adopt almost 
a quadruple rate for the increase, we shall probably not very materially err in steer* 
hig a middle course, by trebling the returned aggregate amount ^4736

In this estimate I have not included houses, tenements, and habitations separate from

That the above calculation is erroneous I have no hesitation in admitting ; but 
whether the error be in making it arrive at too high or at too low a result I cannot de- 
cide. If it be too high, still, whatever be the excess, there will remain a sujficient 
income to make it worthwhile to call for the interference of the legislature. Private 
gentlemen, whose estates do not amount to half this income, frequently find it to their 
advantage to engage the superintendance of an agent or steward ; how much more 
necessary therefore is it that property like that which is now under review, scattered 
over so large a tract of country, of such various descriptions, given for such different 
purposes, vested in so many persons, (some respectable, some scarcely trust-worthy, 
some known, others unknown,) having suffered, and being still liable to great dimi. 
nution, should be inquired into, superintended, secured, and applied ! 

To those who are inclined to doubt the accuracy of the results I have arrived at, 
1 recommend an attentive examination of the Abstract, and diligent inquiries in every 
parish. They may discover that I am wrong in some instances ; — and who is vain 
enough to believe himself always right? but I believe I have escaped essential er- 
rors. I shall, however, be ready to acknowledge myself under an obligation to any 
one for more correct information, and shall be happy to give my humble assistance to 
him who may be willing to carry his inquiries further than I have been able to do«

Obs. XIII. Houses. 

On this subject the Abstract affords more scanty information than on any other. 
Some of the houses appear to be lost. Sir John Norris, for instance, gave fourteen 
cottages to Bray. There remain not so many. Those which are missing were per- 
haps pulled down by the parish to save the expense of repairing them. Reading 
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nefactors which the Abstract presents, and knowing the charitable disposition of the 
generality of my countrymen, I cannot but persuade myself that many opportunities 
will occur of carrying into effect a provision of this nature. But suppose none should 
occur, where could be the harm of giving an authority which cannot be es^erted ? 
but if an opportunity should occur, how great would be the cause for regrpt that the 
case had not been provided for ! I shall not pursue this subject further, but leave it 
merely as a hint for others. 



Obs. XX. Of Bankrupts and Insolvents having Charity Property in their - 

possession. 

By the S3d Geo. III. c. 54. s. 10. ^^ if any person appointed to any oi&ce by any 
friendly society, and being intrusted with any monies or effects belonging to such 
society, or any securities belonging to the same, shall become bankrupt, his assign^ ^s 
shall, within forty days after demand by the order of such society, or the major.part 
of them assembled at a meeting thereof, deliver over all things belonging to such 
society to such persons as such society shall appoint, and shall pay out of the assets 
or effects of such person all sums of money remaining due, which such person. re« 
ceived by virtue of his said oflSce, before any of his other debts are paid or satis- 
fied; and all such assets or. effects shall be bound to the payment thereof accord- 
ingly." I see no reason why this provision should i^ot be exten4ed in fiivour of cha- 
rities, and }^ made to apply to insolvents as well as bankrupts. East Ilsley has 
lately lost the only remaining charity it had by its having been in the hands of Ri- 
chard Adnams, who was declared a bankrupt about two years since. As a greater 
security to the charities, the insolvent's discharge and the bankrupt's certificate may 
be stayed until the charities shall be indemnified, where such persons are possessed 
of charity-money. It would make persons who knew their own difficulties more cau- 
tious of receiving such money ; and though this provision in fiivour of firiendly socie- 
ties has been called by high authority ^^ more liberal than just," I cannot but think 
that the poor almspeople, in whose &vour I recommend the enactment of a similar 
provision, are entitled to it before creditors who have it in their own choice where 
and how they will dispose of their property, a choice which is not left to almspeople ; 
but it is a subject on which firiendly societies, who have the contrpul over th^ir owq 
ftinds, may, perhaps, be deemed capable of deciding. 



Obs. XXI. Of Subscriptions far Chmitaible and other Purposes. 

Not a twelvemonth ever passes by without some public subscription being insti- 
tuted for some charitable or other purpose. At first sight it may seem an infringe- 
ment on public liberty to propose thsit these subscriptions should be submitted to 
parliamentary regulations ; but I trust that I should never be guilty of proposing, or 
of adopting, any thing which might in the slightest degree tend, or appear to tend. 
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towards controuling that freedom ^f disposition which every one has a right to exer^ 
cise over his own property. No s what I have here to propose is, not that persons 
voluntarily contributing shall be directed as to the time, the object, or the quantity 
of that contribution, but that having contributed they shall be enabled to ascertain 
whether their money has been applied as they intended it. A subscription, for ex* 
ample, is made for the purpose of establishing a national school or a dispensary, or 
for selling fuel to the poor at prime co^t, or for building a church, or for any other 
such parochial or public use. , Many of the contributors may live at a distance, and 
not hearing how their subscriptions have been used, may believe they have been 
abused ; imputations may be cast on the integrity of 4he collector or treasurer; dis- 
iMitions may arise as to the actual expenditure that has taken place ; doubts may be 
insinuated whether all the subscribers have been recorded ; and a hundred other 
such causes may foment dissatisfaction to the prejudice of all future subscriptions, 
and to the destruction of confidence in such measures. Now if these causes of dis- 
satisfaction should happen to be well founded ; if the money which has been piously 
and charitably and liberally advanced, should have been embezzled, or perverted 
to an improper use, no one will hesitate to say that an inquiry ought to be instituted : 
on the other hand, if there be no truth in them, would not the persons to whose hands 
the sums were committed, rejoice that an opportunity should be offered to them of 
exculpating themselves by stating their accounts on oath ? I should propose, there- 
fore, that any person interested in any general subscription, for any charitable or 
parochial purpose, should be entitled to demand that the collector, receiver, or trea- 
surer, by whatsoever name he may be designated, of any such subscription, shall 
make out and transmit to the accountant (Obs. V.),a full account of all the monies 
he has received, with the names of the parties who contributed, and the amount of 
the contribution ; and shall sign the same, and shall make oath before the account- 
ant or any magistrate that such statement is true ; and shall, in the same way, state 
how, and to whom, and when he disbursed the same monies. Such a statement being 
left at the office would be a complete answer to any person who may have been in- 
clined to doubt the integrity of the application of these liinds ; or it would afford 
him an opportunity of substantiating the accusations, which, without such a docu- 
ment, must have been deemed merely calumnious. This document of course should 
be preserved ; and would thus become the means of preserving the memory of thoae 
who have been willing to assist their fellow creatures. Is nothing likely to be gained 
in fevour of charitable subscriptions by recording the names of those who subscribe? 
One should be sorry to imagine that any particular individual should make so egre- 
gious a mistake as to fancy himself charitable when he subscribes, with the hope that 
his name may be transmitted to posterity by this means ; but as '^ mankind is unco 
weak," one cannot help feeling that such a motive may influence some who might 
not be swayed by higher principles of action. Would not this therefore be a pro- 
bable means of promoting such contributions ? And can any one conceive that any 
injury to the sacred cause of charity would be suffered by having a plain statement^ 
such as I have suggested, recorded ? Take, for example, an admirable institutioii ia 
Reading called the " Green School," which was established, and has been endowed, 
by subscription. AJbundation dcedy as they call it, has been enrolled in Chancery.

Would thl> scliool sustain any injury by an authenticated account of its affairs being 
recorded on oath ? But since it is intended to be permanent, is it not to be feared 
that corruption may in process of time wormats way into it, as it has done into many 
other establishments ; and that when it shall have the misfortune to lose the active 
support of its present directors, the funds may be swallowed up for purposes not in- 
tended by the contributors, and probably not now dreamt of? It seems to me that 
the only mode of preventing the prospective realization of such disheartening pro- 
babilities is that of calling for and retumiiig statements such as I have suggested. 
The conq>arison of these statements with the purposes of the institution will, from 
time to time, demonstrate its continued vigour and activity, or will mark the moment 
of it8 approaching decay. I see, therefore, no objection to such a return being made 
of subscriptions, whether they may have been collected for temporary purposes, or 
employed in endowing a Green school. It seems to me calculated as well for the 
satisfaction of the subscribers, as for affording the means of exculpation to the ma- 
nailers, as well for ensuring a due application of collections intended for immediate 
Ud-e, as for preventing the absorption of those which should benefit posterity. To 
know that I have at all times the power of calling for an account of my subscription 
liiill not make me less liberal ; and to know that my chsirity-school will at ail timrs 
be superintended, not controuled or directed, but superintended, by authority, will 
not make me less eager in its fouuUatioo. 



Obs. XXIL Of keeping regular Accounts of all Matters and Things relating 

to Charities. 

I have before adverted to the propriety and the necessity of the collection, for the 
purpose of safe custody and easy reference, of all title-deeds, copies of wills, papers, 
books of accounts, rules and regulations, lists, memorandums, plans, maps, docu- 
ments, deeds, and every thing relating to the donations made to any person or to any 
place within this county for charitable or parochial uses ; and I cannot conceive that 
any objection can be made to such a collection. The room or rooms where they are 
kept should at all times be open, subject to such restrictions only as shall be deemed 
necessary for the safety of the things therein deposited, and every thing therein 
should be accessible to any inquiries. To this place should be annually returned, 
upon oath, full and particular accounts of the receipts and disbursements had and 
made by every person, and all persons, of any money or things which have come to 
their hands for any charitable or parochial use, specifying fully and aacurately how 
it has been disposed of, to what persons, in what portions, at what times ; and where 
conditions have been appointed to be observed, particularizing all matters, by which 
it shall clearly appear that the conditions have been fulfilled. Should any person 
imagine that any misappropriation has taken place, these returns would at all tiroes 
confirm or remove his suspicions. Penalties should be inflicted for not making the 
returns within limited times, and for making false returns. 

By such a plan, and by such a plan only, as it strikes me, can the charities be pre-

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s»erved from abuge<^. The fi^st aberration from the donor^s intentions will be thus 
observed) and ought to be checked. But no one now can do more than suspect that 
such intentions have ceased to be the rule of distribution and management ; a suspi- 
cion that in some cases, however, may be so strong and well founded as to amount 
almost to certainty. Liet every thing be open to public inspection ; and if, by this 
means, all possibility of abuse shall not be removed, at least it cannot be concealed. 
We shall then see if the corporation of Reading have ever given occasion for the 
practical fulfilment of that denunciatipn which they imprecated on themselves when, 
in returning thanks to one of their munificent benefactors, they said, ^^ Shoui^d wb 

OR OUR SUCCESSORS FAIL IN THE FAITHFUL DISTRIBUTION OF WHAT IS SO WISELY 
A\D WORTHILY DIRECTED BT YOUR GRACE, THE VERY STONES OF St. LiAW* 
RENCe's CHURCH, THE SCHOLARS YET UNBORN, AND THE POOR OF BOTH SEXES, 

MIGHT JUSTLY RISE IN JUDGEMENT AGAINST US." Were this imprecation lite- 
rally fulfilled, I should expect in my next visit to Reading to find all the inhabitants 
busily employed in digging out the corporation from amongst the ruins of St Liaw- 
rence's church. But they say that his grace's directions were wise. It was wise 
therefore in his grace to purchase the attendance and attention of the president and 
fellows of St. John's college " to see all things carried fairly, ^^ What ! could he not 
trust the corporation with all their imprecations ? Did he think they should be 
watched, superintended ? Did he not trust to the indignation of the stones of St. 
Lawrence's church ? Was he wise enough to think that the president and fellows 
of St. John's college would be useful in keeping the corporation to their duty ? and 
it was also doubtless wi$e in him to give the town-clerk an annual fee ''for regis- 
tering the names of those who shouldfrom time to time enjoy the benefit of his charity J** 
Thus, then, the corporation of that day (1640) virtually acceded by anticipation to 
the very proposition I am now making, by asserting that it was wise in the archbi- 
shop to direct that trustees of charities should be superintended ; and that it was 
wise to direct the registering of the application of the funds. His grace was not 
singular in this idea. Mrs. West gave 2/. 105. per annum '' to an accountantj*^ John 
Hall gave l/. per annum to the town-clerk, for '' his care in keeping the accounts,''* 
Poor John HalFs school has been abolished by the present corporation, and yet, 
probably, they continue to give their town-clerk his fee for keeping accounts of a 
school which no longer exists. John Johnson gave the clerk and sexton of St. Law- 
rence twelvepence a-piece in bread yearly, on condition that they " keep the gift in 
memory y'* and " remember the preacher ^ Kimber gave to Newbury 5/. for a dinner 
for the trustees to audit the accounts. 

These are some of the efibrts of individuals for the preservation of their dona- 
tions from losses or abuses ; — with what effect let John Hall answer. I have no de- 
sire to deprive the town-clerk of Reading, or the clerk and sexton of St* Lawrence's, 
of their fees. It is their right, and they should have it ; but they should do their 
duties, — they should remember the preacher and keep the accounts : — perhaps they 
do. I only recommend that his grace's wise directions should be applied to all the 
charities; that all maybe '' carried fairly '^^ that all may be " registered i^^ that trus- 
tees should do their duty as prescribed by the various donors ; and that they should 
annually give the public means of ascertaining that they have done their duty, by 
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annnally making a return on oath^ of every matter and thing relative to the chari- 
ties, as I have above suggested. 1 need scarcely add that these returns should be 
carefully preserved, and assorted with the deeds and evidences of the respective 
places from which they come, so that they may be at all times ready for the inspec- 
tion of those who ma)^ desire to see whether the charities be or be not ^^ carried 
fairlyr 



Obs. XXIII. Of Trtistees of Charitable Donations. 

Trustees are appointed, in whom property is vested, for the purpose of preserving 
that property to the uses for which it is intended. They have imposed on them the 
double duty of protecting the properly from loss or diminution, and of securing the 
application or the distribution of it according to the express declarations of the in- 
strument which created the trust. If any loss has happened, or if any application 
of the funds has been made contrary to, or not implied by, those express declara- 
tions, the trustees become responsible, and are bound to replace all that has been 
lost or misapplied. Perhaps the terms loss and misapplication^ as far as they affect 
the trustees, are convertible. For instance : If A gives property to B and C for the 
use and benefit of D, and if B and C covenant with A, or with his heirs or execu- 
tors, so to, apply it, and they afterwards give it to E or to F, it is a breach of trust ; 
and, as far as D is concerned, it is an absolute loss of the property, though really 
only a misapplication of it, and B and C, the trustees, will be responsible to D. The 
number of cases in which such kinds of unauthorized applications of charity-property 
have been made is very great. 

But if it is proper that the trustees should do their duty, it is equally proper that 
care should be taken to keep a regular succession of trustees, so that the charities 
may be preserved. In a great number of instances in the Abstract there does not 
appear to be any trust ; and the extinction of the trust may have been one cause of 
such heavy losses having been sustained by the different charities. In Longworth 
three several sums of money have been lost, one of which was given nearly two hun- 
dred years ago. No trustees are named ; and it is not unreasonable to suppose that, 
upon the death of some former trustee, in days of yore, no successor was appointed, 
and that consequently the parish has suffered the loss. Tjie same place has also not 
received a rent-charge ^^for many years,^'* No mention is here made of the existence 
of any trustee, and consequently the charity is likely to be absolutely lost. These 
are cases, of which there are many, where trustees have already ceased, and in which 
losses have been the result. Where there is only one trustee, the probability of 
sustaining further losses upon the death of such single trustee, and the failure of ap- 
pointing, or perhaps the impossibility of procuring, another to supply his place, is 
evident. And the same observation applies where there have originally been more 
than one, but where the number is reduced to one by survivorship. Newbury, for ex- 
ample, had 204/. 55. in the three per cent, reduced, standing in the names of Osman 
Vincent and William Withers. Both of these trustees are dead, and none have 
been appointed to supply their place. The consequence has been that the dividends 
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have not been received for some yeare past, nor has the property-tax been recover- 
ed since the year 1807. The same place has considerable estates, which were given 
by Richard Cowslad, to protect which only one aged trustee is now living. I leave 
it to my readers to consider whether there is not a possibility that this charity may 
not be soon in the same situation as that just above mentioned. Hagbourn answers 
that '^ Mr. Harwood has vested the money (200/.) in the funds in his own name, 
whereby there is danger, if he or his descendants should fail, of the money being 
lost to the poor." Hagbourn saw the danger of trusting to a single, and the same 
danger would arise from a surviving, trustee. Many of the charities are vested in 
the parish officers; which investment may seem to secure the perpetuity of the do- 
nation, but, at the same time, it lays it open to abuses of another description. The 
instances which present themselves, in the Abstract, of parish-officers having lost 
property, of which they have been the trustees, are not few ; but the peculiar abuse 
to which it is liable in their hands is that pf giving it directly in aid of the poor 
rates. The temptations to this application of these funds, and the means of exe- 
cuting the suggestions of those temptations, are equally obvious. Nothing can en- 
sure an adherence to the intentions of any donor by parish-officers but the regular 
returns recommended in Obs. XV. (4.) Corporate bodies^ being trustees, may also 
appear to obviate the chances of losing property by the failure of the trust; but 
the corporate bodies in this county are able to show that their quality of perpetual 
existence is not an effectual preservative of the charities. They have contrived to 
sustain a full proportion of the losses which have been sustained, and they have &r 
exceeded their share of the abuses. No individual member of a corporation seemd 
to think himself at all guilty for the misapplication of charity-money to which be has 
assented in his corporate capacity. The onus is to be borne by the body, not by the 
members. In an old book of orders belonging to the corporation of Newbury is 
the following curious entry: <^ Agreed, that Kendrior's gift should be em- 
ployed FOR THE USES, ENDS, AND PURPOSES IN HIS WILL EXPREi^SED.'* DoCS 

not this imply that it had not been so employed, and that it mai/ not have since been 
60 employed? I will make another extract: " 1759. A considerable j-um of 

MONET HAVING BEEN GIVEN BY Mr. KeNDRICK TO THE CORPORATION, IN TRUST 
FOR CHARITABLE USES, WHICH DOES NOT APPEAR TO HAVE BEEN AT ALL TIMES 
REGULARLY APPLIED ACCORDING TO THE DONOR's INTENTION, WHEREBY THE 
CORPORATION IS BECOME CONSIDERABLY INDEBTED TO THE CHARITY, THOUGH 

THE PARTICULARS THEREOF DO NOT APPEAR," &c. " Ordered^ that the sum of 
50/., usually given to the mayor Jbr keeping afeast^ be discontinued.^'^ Here, theo^ 
are trustees abusing charities in the most gross way that could be devised, by pnb«' 
licly feasting on the property of the poor. The corporation of Newbury is not sin- 
gular in its breaches of trust. Though other corporations may not feast their mayors, 
yet they apply the funds in their hands to uses for which they were never intended. 
The only protection against these abuses would be, the regular returns on oath, t0 
which I have before alluded, and comparing those returns, from time to time, with 
the donor^s expressed intentions. But where no trustees now appear, it may be 
proper to enact that all charities so situated should be in future vested in the person 
or persons appointed to receive such returns for the time being, without the neees* 
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tiity of particular deeds or declarations of trust for every particular charity ; and the 
same when hereafter there may be no renewal of trustees, as they, by the course of 
nature, may fail. 

It is to be feared that many of those in whom charities are vested do not consider 
the duties and the responsibilities of a trustee ; that they dispose of the property 
intrusted to them according to what may occur to them as the most proper or most 
convenient disposition. This is too frequently the case where parish-officers are 
trustees. There seems no remedy for this, but that of having the wills or deeds at 
hand, by which the returns before proposed may be compared ; and by this means 
the conduct of the trustees will be watched without trouble, and a proper applica- 
tion of the funds be secured. 






APPENDIX. 



One diiSculty which those labour under who are writing on suJyccts upon which 
the attention of the«public is fixed, is, that every day produces some new matter, or 
places them in a new point of view ; so that that which seemed proper a week since 
may now appear wholly. useless and irrelevant. The printer had proceeded thus 
fiir, and was on the point of beginning upon the plan for the future better regula- 
tion of the charities in this county, which I had sketched out for the purpose of re- 
commending it to the attention of the county, when the bill which Mr. Brougham 
had introduced into the House of Commons, for instituting an inquiry into the do- 
nations given for education, was extended, at the recommendation of the commit- 
tee, to all charities. Whether any efforts of mine may have contributed to this ex- 
tension I am not desirous of ascertaining, being quite satisfied that it has been 
adopted ; and being also convinced that the result of the commission appointed by 
that bill will be some enactment that shall restrain the growth of future abuses not 
in this county only, but in all the kingdom. It would therefore have been super- 
fluous to have printed the plan I allude to ; and if in some former parts of this book 
I refer the reader to it, I am convinced that he will not be disappointed by the seem- 
ing omission, when he considers the reason which has caused it. 

The Committee of the House of Commons, which is now sitting on these matter;*, 
is indefatigable in its labours ; — ^nd the abuses which it has discovered in the ma- 
nagement of funds given for the education of the poor are of the grossest nature : — 
it has also received intimation of most shameful mismanagement and peculation in 
other charities ; but not having then been authorized to inquire into them, it could 
not take them in evidence. This formal objection is, I hope, now superseded; and 
every donation in the kingdom is to be subjected to their scrutiny. 1 need not sug- 
gest to the reader the benefits likely to result to the country at large from this in- 
quiry ; leaving it to him to consider whether the proper application of funds, which 
unquestionably exceed a million a year, and which are now, generally speaking, in 
the hands of ignorant parish oflicers or of interested trustees, must not affect, more 
or less, every part of the kingdom. The inquiry, which is instituted, will show 
whether these funds are or are not properly applied ; and if not, it will naturally 
lead to the adoption of some regulations for that purpose. It therefore appears to 
me to be useless in the present stage of the business for an individual to make a 
proposition which would come with more weight and propriety from the commis- 
sioners. 
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Appendix^ 



I shall therefore conclude this book, not, as I originally intended, with the propo- 

sition for restoring the charities, and preventing abuses in them, but with extracts 
from the returns made pursuant to an act passed in the 55th year of the king, and 
ordered by the House of Commons to be printed 3d March 1818. As these returns 
have been printed since this work went to the press, I shall not be expected to apo- 
logize for not having arranged them so as to coincide with former returns of a simi- 
lar nature. 

After these returns the reader will find an extract from a scarce book, printed in 
1713, giving an account of the then existing charities for education of the poor; — 
which will be followed by an account of the present state of education of the poorer 
classes in this county, and of the funds destined for this purpose.

Extract from '* An Account of Charity Schools in Great Britain and Ire^ 
land,** Igc. ^c. Twelfth Edition^ ito. London, 1713, so far as relates to the 
County of Berks. 

ABINGDON. A person has given 28/. per annum tot teaching 10 boys and 10 girls here ; 
and another has given 34/. 10^. per.annam, for teaching and clothing 6 bojs till £t to be 
pnt out apprentices or servants. 

BLEWBURY. A gentleman having obliged his executors to put \% poor children to school, and 
to find them books for 10 years, gave rise to a school here, which began at Lady-day 1707; 
since which time the school is increased to 50 children, and the endowment to near 100/. 
per annum in land. Each boy and girl has 6(/. a week, or Id. a day, allowed to 'em, if 
they constantly keep to the school, which is opened 40 weeks in the year; but if they are 
at any time absent they forfeit that peny, which goes to buy wool and flax, to set the 
ihildren to work. 

The annual expense of the school is cheifly occasioned by the following articles : 

£. s. d. 
To each child 6d, per week, for forty weeks in the year - 50 00 00 
To the master - - • - - - -15 00 00 

To the mistress - - - - - - - 12 00 00 

To the minister, to go twice a week to catechize and instruct 

the children - - . -- . . 10 00 00 

To buy wool, beside the forfeits of the absent children - 05 00 00 
To buy wheels - - - - - 01 00 00 

To a sermon the first Tuesday in July yearly - - . 01 00 00 

To buy books - - - - - 05 00 00 



The total, hot including house rent, &c. - if 99 00 00 

To each child there is given a Bible, Common Prayer Book, and a wheel when he leaves the 
school. A loom for a weaver is set up in one of the school-rooms, and last year they 
made cloth enough to cloathe themselves. 

BRAY. Four charity schools; in one whereof 16 boys are taught and cloatfa'd. In the 
other three schools are 45 children ; — some few little boys, but most girls, taught to read, 
write, sew, and knit. Subscriptions upwards of 60/. per annum ; — and if any of the money 
remains after all the other charges are defray'd, that is laid out towards patting boys out 
to apprentice. 

BUCKLAND. Several poor children put to school at the charge of the minister. 

CHADLEWORTII. 10/. pfTSnnum, given by the will of a private gentlewoman, lately de- 
ceased, for a school. 

CHILDREY. Several poor children put to school at the charge of a college in Oxford. 

CLEWORTH. Here are 16 poor children taught to read, &c. 

CRANBURN. The late Earl of Ranelaugh built a charity-school, with a chappel, and all 
convenicncied for a master and mistress, and fitted up the said school, and fomish*d the 
rooms with all sorts of household goods, necessary for the master and mktress, and allow'd 
a set of books for each of the children, consisting of a Bible^ Whole Duty of Man^ and 
Spelling Book ; and has endow'd the said school with an estate in Ireland of 1^0/. per an- 
num, for teaching, cloathing, and putting out apprentice 20 boys and 20 girls of the 
Foresters^ and other poor people in the neighbouring villages. 
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HUR^r. Here are 14 poor children taught. 

LONGCOTT. A school erected March 1712, for 24 children; where each child, wllcn 
he is qualified to leare the school, has a Bible, Common Prayer Book, the Whole Duty of 
Mafi, and some other books of derotion, giren to hiro. The master is obliged to obserrc 
the directions in Dr. Talbot's Christian Schoolmaster, and the children are much improved 
for the time the school has been opened. 

MAIDENHEAD. Two persons have subscribed 10/. per annum for teaching 9 poor chil- 
dren ; about 6 haye been put to apprentice, and the charity is now made perpetual. The 
ofiertory is applied to the teaching of 10 children more. 

NEWBURY. A school for 40 boys, whereof 35 are cloathed. Endowed by the corporation 
with 40/. per annum. A gentleman has settled an estate of 25/. per annum for teaching 
andcloathing 10 of the said children, and supplying them with books ; 5 more cloathed and 
taught by private charity. Part of the offertory is appropriated ta the use of the school. 
There is the effigies of a charity-boy, with a poor's box, set up at the entrance into the 
church, which has well answer'd the eod of setting it up. Some of the boys have been put 
out to apprentice. 

PEASEMORE. All the poor children are taught at the charge of the minister of the parish* 

READING. A school for about 30 boys, — the subscriptions about 20/. per annum. H^re 
is another school erected by Mr. Malthus, late merchant in London, for 10 boys, and en- 
dow'd with 90/. per annum, for teaching, cloathing, and wholly maintaining the said chil- 
dren till fit for trades. 

SHINFJELD. A schoolhouse built here, and endow'd with 42/. per annum, by a private per- 
son. The master teaches 12 boys and 8 girls, all cloathed. 

SHOTSBROOK. A school for 5 boys and 1 girl, cloathed, supported by the minister and two 
private gentlemen* 

SHRI VENHAM. A school for teaching all the poor children ; towards which 4/. per an- 
num for ever is settled. 

SUNNING. 1 2 poor children taught. 

SUNNINGHILL. 13 poor children taught. 

SUTTON COURTNEY. A gentleman, deceased, has obliged his executors to pay for teach, 
ing 12 poor children, and furnishing them with books for 10 years, in this parish. 

UPFINGTON. 8 boys of this place and 4 of Woolst^n taught here in an ancient school. 

WALLINGFORD. About 12 children taught at the minister's charge. 

WANTAGE. . A private gentlewoman gives 10/. a year for teaching 20 gfrls to read, sew, 
&c., and designs \o perpetuate her charity. 

WARFIELD. 12 poor children taught. 

WARGRAVE. 47 poor children taught. 

WELFORD. The rector pays 14/. per annum for teaching all the poor children, which now 
amount to 30 in number. 

WEST ILSLEY. A school for teaching 10 children, at the chaise of the recto^of the pa- 



WHITCHURCH. ' 2 schools erected by the minister for 20 children ;-— taeght to read, and 

to i«peat the Catechism : to whom are given Bibles and the Whole Duty of Man, 
WHITE WALTHAM. 20 poor children taught. 

WINDSOR, New. Here are two schools ; 1 for 40 boys, the other for 30 girls. The Queen 
is ^he chief benefactor.

Tlie book from which the above extracts have been made is extremely scarce : — it war 
communicated to me by Henry Brougham, Esq. chairman of the Committee of the House 
of Commons on the Education of the Poor. It will be seen that the information which it 
conveys is rather slight. I was induced to print it more from the consideration that it is a 
part of county history of uncommon occurrence, than from any real value which it possesses. 
It may however serve to throw some light on the state of education among the lower classes 

of society at that time. ^The fVhiichurch which appears in the above list b probably

cated ; but, being day labourers^ they have not the means of paying for their instruction. 
Though the parish is small, containing 220 inhabitants only, yet there are many poor chiU 
dren that are in want of education.

AsuBURT. Marcus Aurelius Parker, Curate, April 27^ 181S. 
«««« My parish of Ashbury is a populous and extensive one; — the poorer classes, being 
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labourers In husbandry, almost uniyersally receWe parish relief, and are without means of 
giving their children education, but are desirous of it. We have no foundation school, or 
funds whatever for the purpose of education. The only thing of this nature (but not en* 
dowed, and consequently revocable at pleasure), is a house in the village given by the Right 
Honourable the Earl of Craven, lord of the manor, for the residence and school.room of a 
parish school-master, free of rent but not of taxes ; together with an annual allowance of 
five pounds towards educating the infant poor. This allowance is further augmented by a 
subscription, annually, on the part of the rector of two guineas, and of the vicar of one 
guinea ; all the rest is casual support : and from the smallness of the patronage, and many 
local disadvantages, I am sorry to say the school has hitherto been of very little elBcient ser*> 
vice, and for many months has been totally destitute of a master of any sort, and the school* 
house shut up. You will readily perceive how inadequate such a fund must be to the ob- 
ject in view, where books are to be supplied to the children as well as instruction ; where the 
numbers of children whose parents can aflbrd to pay for education is v^ry limited, for our 
principal parishioners are nearly all renters on the estate of Lord Craven or other gentlemen, 
and are not numerous, consequently have temporary views only, and not a permanent interest 
in such an institution ; add to this the further disadvantage of a retired situation, and the 
temptation of a well-conducted boarding and day-school in the neighbouring village of Bi« 
shopstone, which is popular, and conducted on a cheap plan. Individually I have little in 
my power, being a subscriber to the Sunday school where I reside^ and deriving from my cu- 
racy at Ashbury an income of 50/. only. Still, however, I am anxious to do what could be 
done, and, in conjunction with the principal parishioners, had a public meeting called the 
week before last on the business of the school only, at which we elected a schoolmaster, 
agreed on a string of rules and regulations for the better conduct of the school, and nomi-t 
nated a committee for the management of it. Our plan comprehends both a day and Sunday 
school, conducted both by the same master; — the number of children already entered in the 
former amounts to more than fifty, and in the latter to about thirty, all to be educated in the 
principles of the Church of England, and to attend divine service regularly. I am happy to 
say that we have started with much ardour and spirit ; but, however sanguine^ we still fear 
that all our exertions will not prove sufficient support to the teacher and his wife, resident 
with him in the house. The success of our endeavours, however, is yet to be tried^ and we 
are willing to hope the best in so excellent a cause. 

In adverting to Lord Craven's charity being revocable at pleasure, I would not be under- 
stood as insinuating that it will be recalled. We trust and believe that such will never be 
the case : still circumstances have occurred which warrant a conclusion that it will not be 
augmented. I am unwilling to trouble you further, &c. &c.

Besides a few pupils, whom I take at 302. a year, there exists no school in the parish of 
Aston Tirrold. Thirty shillings annually, paid out of one of the Aston estates, is the only 
permanent fund appropriated to the education of the poor ; this is augmented by a few bene- 
volent Individuals to 5L with which twelve children are put to a day-school taught in a 
neighbouring parish. The poorer classes are without sufficient means of educating their chil- 
dren, and would be very thankful for any facilities which might be afforded them toward ac- 
complishing this desirable purpose. The parish contains about 370 inhabitants. After dili- 
gent inquiry I cannot learn that there ever existed any nther fund in this parish, beside that 
above mentioned, for educating the poor, or for education of any kind. 

Barkham. D. Davies, Rector. 

1. Not one. The four followmg queries are of course answered by this answer. 
6* None possessed, or supposed to be possessed. 
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7. There are no such fuads whatever. 

8. The only school in our parish is a school for children on Dr. Bell's plan^ supported 
wholly by the Toluntary subscriptions of indiTiduals.

Basildon. R. B. Fisher, Vicar of Basildon cum Asharapstead. 

There is a free school in the parish of Basildon, in which ten poor children are taught to 
read and write. The schoolmistress has a cottage and 4/. a year charged on the manor-farm. 
The trustees of Sir F. Sykes, Bart, the lord of the manor, who is a minor, claim the nomina- 
tion of the mi&tress and children. I have not heard that any increase or diminution has taken 
place in the above number. About twenty other children pay threepence a week each for edu- 
cation. In another part of the parish, two miles distant from the former, there is a scjiool 
containing about fifty children, which is conducted on the National System as far as the con- 
fined state of the premises will allow. Each child pays twopence a week to the mistress. 
The principal inhabitants enter into a subscription to distribute clothes as a reward for at- 
tendance. 

The parish of Ashampsiead possesses no charitable funds. There is a National school con- 
taining sixty children, supported in a similar manner to the one at Basildon. All persons in 
my parishes, who are desirous of educating their children, have an opportunity of doing it on 
moderate terms. In the National schools the clothes they, receive b nearly equal in value to 
the money they pay. I trust it will not be considered an intrusion, if I suggest for your con- 
sideration the propriety of applying charitable funds, which cannot be appropriated accord- 
ing to the intention of the donors, to the purposes of education. There are five acres of land 
belonging to the parish of Basildon, the rent of which should be employed in apprenticing 
poor children ; but as none have for some years availed themselves of the charity, the rent, 
with the interest, has accumulated to a sum exceeding ninety pounds. I endeavoured some 
time ago to obtain an unanimous vote of vestry to expend the money in building a National 
school.room; but not being able to succeed, it remains in the hands of one of the churchwar- 
dens, and the poor derive no benefit whatever from it. 

Beedon. Greorge Price, Curate. 

There is no charity or other school in my parish of Beedon. Some few poor children go 
to school in the next parish, but the greater part of the poor are without sufficient means of 
rducating their children. I believe this class are very desirous of having such means.

*•••#• indisposition, and the infirmities that usually attend old age, hare rendered ma 
inadequate to the task of returning answers to the queries proposed in your letter. * * * I bare 
requested the churchwardens "to do it for me ; ••* * they are both very intelligent men, and of 
respectable characters. ***One of the gentlemen executed the office of a treasurer to the 
trustees for some years, and consequently must be well acquainted with the management of 
the charity and its resources. 

The churchwardens' answer to the queries, by desire of their minister; 
1. One charity school only, endowed by Mr. Malthus about the year 1700. 
3. Total number sixty, boys and girls nearly equal, who are all educated six years. 
3. They are all provided with an upper garment once a year. The boys are allowed two 
shillings a week, the girls one sliilling and sixpence a week, the two last years.

5* The master 50L per year ; a house and garden free of rent and taxes. 
The mistress 20/. and the samn. 

The treasurer 8/. This has been paid the treasurer, and not advanced in any person's

6. The funds arise from estates in Oxfordshire ; and about 700/. received from (he last tmi- 
tee or receiver of the rents about the year 1786, the greatest part of which was placed in th« 
funds. The estates were let till the year 1791 at 420/. per year, which.has gradually ad- 
vanced to the year 1808 to 1005/. IOj., and continued the same for about seven or eight 
years. The last two or three years, we believe, the rents have been lowered upwards of 100/. 
a year. Out of the above rents was paid to Reading Blue Coat School 91/. per annum. 

7. As the rent's of th^ estate have advanced 585/. lOs, per annum, and several yery large 
falls of timber sold since 1790, the disbursements being nearly the same to Blewbury charity 
for near forfy years, — not being permitted to see or know more than the treasurer's accounts, 
we can only ^ay that in our opinion, which we believe to be general, there is a very large 
proportion misapplied, or accumulating at interest, to the great loss of the present generation, 
who think themselves entitled to it, instead of laying up for those after them. We can pro- 
duce positive evidence of several large sums^ which have been expended, which, we believe, will 
be thought an abuse of the charity.

to be any further accountable than to make mention of the same, and my plan of proceeding.

Aid worth, Esq. and there are nominal endowments for forty.eight boys, 
who are clothed, boarded, and instructed* Of fate the number of boys »n the school aye- 
rages at about twenty* 50/. is allowed to the master and matron at their annucd salary, et- 
clusiTO of board and lodging, and 6/. for a servant's wages. The income of the charity \% 
supposed to amount to 500/. a year, which is under the sole management of the corporation 
of Reading. The boys are generally admitted between the ages of ten and thirteen, and are 
bound apprentice upon leaying the school with %0L premium. It is generally considered that 
i\\e school is well conducted ; and I am not aware that any soipicion exists of the fundi of the 
charity having been misapplied. 

The free school for beys, which is not endowed, was erected in 1810 t-^t is capable of 
jpeceifing 300 boys, and ^80 are now upon the books. The master's salary is 70/., with an 
allowance of 3| per cent, upon the annual subscriptions. A similar school for girls hatf lately 
been erected, and is now organizing :-— it is intended for 1208 girls ; about 178 have been ad- 
mitted. The salary of the mistress is 50/. They are both conducted upcm the British System, 
and are supported by annual subscription. There are also three other small schools for the 
children of the poor, in which sixty are educated ;«^tbey are not endowed, and are supported 
by the weekly payments of the parents. There are also two large National schooM in the 
town ; so that the poor have every facility of educating their children, ef which they seem 
veiy anxious to take advantage.

Honoured Sit^— In answer to your 1st, 8th, 9th, and 10th qjoeries I have IRily to state, for 
your information, that there is no school upon charitable foundation in the parish of Hag- 
born ; that the poorer classes, being subsisted on bread allowance the greater part of the year, 
are consequently without suffi* means of educating their children ; that they are desirous 
of the means is not to be doubted ; uTid that these would be most gratefully accepted if they 
extended so far as to support the children during the term of their education. At present 
they are sent into the field very young, the farmers not allowing them parochial relief with* 
work after they have attained the age of eight or nine years. 

Indeed, the most of my pishioners have but slender notions ci learning, being of that 
rank of intellect which seeks for knots in bulrushes, and having a mark peculiar to them- 
selves " like plain honest men ;'> and I verily believe that this kind of brachygwphy has ex- 
isted in the neighbourhood ever since the reign of Canute, their archetype.

The schools which exist in' this parish upon charitable foundations, are : 
First, One attached to St. Bartholomew's hospital, which used to educate six town boys, 
the chaplain of.the hospital being the master. His salary for reading prayers to- the alms- 
pjeople and educating six boys was 12/. per annum, and a house to liye ia« The school has 
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been disooniifiatd about tw9oXy yeu$ ; and since the death of the last incumbent, in 1814, 
no one has been appointed to, nor has any one applied for, the situation. 

Sdly, The Blue Coat school, which consists of 

18 boys sent 'by corporation. 
10 boys by Richard Cowslade's gift. 
10 boys by John Kimber's gift. 
Total 38 
These boys are all clothed, and Cowslade's and Kimber's are apprenticed after they leave 
school. If any surplus, after paying the ^prentice fee of Cowslade's boys, to be applied ia 
the same way for the benefit of the corporation boys. The salary of the master is 38/. per 
annum. 

3dly, Francis Coxhead left the surplus of income arising from certain lands, after support- 
ing some almspeople^ for the education of poor children of Newbury* The sum so applied 
has latterlyr been upwards of 90/. per annum. 

4thly, Thomas Hunt left an estate also, charging it with certain payments, and the surplus 
to be applied to the education of poor children of Newbury. The sum thus expended is 
about 38/. per annum. 

N. B. Coxhead's and Hunt's children are educated at different private schools, besides 
the trustees of each charity allowing 20/. per annum towards the support of the boys and 
girls of the Lancasterian schools. 

There are four schools, supported chiefly by Toluntary contributions ; two on Dr. Bell's 
plan, and two on lAucaster's. E7ch of the boys schools contains about 200 scholars; the 
Bell's girls school about 450, and the Lancasterian girls school about 100. 

The means of education which this parish possesses are ample ; and the poorer classes hare 
not expressed any desire to hate them enlarged. 

Note. — ^The rev. rector's informant takes no notice of West's charity for presentation of 
children to Christ's Hospital ; and yet this informant is the likeliest person in Newbury. I 
need not point oat any'other deficiencies in this return ; for the rererend rector confesses that 
it is unsatisfactortfj and that mystery appears to hang about it. I trust, howerer, that^ere 
long the rector will find new light arise ; that he will be informed as to the state of educa- 
tion of the poorer classes in his parish without being obliged to refer to likely persons, and 
that he will then be no longer tormented with unnecessary mystery *.

There are likewise benefactions for putting boys apprentices. But these seem not to be 
objects of the present inquiry. ^ 

3. None are boarded in the foundation schools. No Greek or Latin is taught there. Twelre 
boys and twehe girls are clothed in part. 
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4. Little increase or diminution in numbers has taken place, except in the Sunday school, 
it>r the last thirty-eight years, during which time I have resided in the parish. Sometimes ft 
Tacancy is not filled up ironipdiately. 

5. The salaries of tiie teachers in the weekly schools may be seen above. The schooimis. 
tress has the use of the schoolhouse, which was purchased with money arising from the sale 
of timber from the estate; and both the master and mistress are allowed to* take other pupils 
for their own emolument; 

6. The funds possessed by the schools are specified in the above table. 

7. A small sum was taken from Martin's charity to assist in building a school for the boys ; 
but no surmise of* misapplication has reached my ear on this account.  

8. Ten schools, not supported by charitable endowment, now exist in various parts of this 
parish, where children of all ages and ranks arc admitted. Two boarding, schools educate 
about thirty children from other places, and admit as many day scholars as choose to pay a 
high price. The church Sunday schools supported hj voluntary contributions, added to the 
two donations mentioned, educate about two hundred children in reading, and religion and 
moral duties ; and the dissenters instruct about sixty children on Sundays. 

9. The poorer classes in this parish seem to have suiEcicnt means of educating their chil- 
dren, for all, without exception, may attend the Sunday schools ; and in many of the other 
schools children are taught for twopence or threepence a week, and many generous persons 
pay for educating poor children. 

10. It is 'Very difficult to discover the desires of other people. But some of the poor arc 
thankful to their benefactors for instructing their children ; and others can scarcely be pre- 
vailed upon to send their children to be taught, unless they receive money, or victuals, or 
clothes, in reward for their attendance.. 

It is hoped that these answers will be satisfactory to the committee of the House of Com. 
mons on the subject of education. < I am convinced that many parishes in England ace in a 
situation in this respect very different from this place. And if any further explanation should 
be required of me, I shall be ready to give it, as far as my knowledge extends. 

Note. — More care seems to be taken of the different charities in Wokingham tban in any 
other place I have met with. I believe it was the reverend gentleman, from whom this re. 
turn was received, who in 1790 printed ^' An Account of Charitable Donations given, to ' 
the Town and Parish of Wokingham^ in the Counties of Berks and JVilts,^^

without sufficient means of educating their children,, and are thankful for the assistance af. 
forded them by the establishment of the school above mentioned. In the little parish of.' 
Woolhampton about. twenty children Are instructed in a similar manner. .

Thtf schools in the parish (not 
sapported by charitable endowments) are a dame's school, where girls are taught to read 
and work : one by a mastery where boys, whose parents can afford to send them, are taught 
to read and write, besides a Sunday school, where 60 children of both sexes are taught to 
read, and are in part clothed from an annual collection at Easter. The parish contains 
near 700 souls, a great proportion of which are designs of having their chUdren educated, 
but are without the means.

3. None are boarded ; but, besides presents of the various articles of their clothing 
distributed annually by Lady Harcourt to the children of this school, 130 were completely 
clothed last year from the fund of what is called a penny club ; to which each child sub- 
scribes one penny weekly,' and all deficiencies are supplied by a general subscription, 

4. The numbers are increasing in this school. 

5. The salaries and emoluments of the master and mistress are regulated by the trusteen. 

6. The endowment of this school at present consists of a house and garden, and every ne- 
cessary accommodation for the master and mistress, and children ; of 500/. Navy 5 per cent, 
all made over to the trustees by Lord and Lady Harcourt ; and of 660/. ISs. Ad, 3 per cent, 
consols, received from the executors of Sir James Pulteney. There is also an annual sub- 
scription in aid of the endowment, to which Lord and Lady. Harcourt contribute the largc^st 
portion, and supply all deficiencies in the expenditure of the school. 

7. I know of no other lands destined to the support of any school in this parish. 

8. 9. 10. There are eleven day schools in the parish of Clewer ; most of i^hich are within 
the precincts of the borough of Windsor, and are attended by the children of both parishes, 
indiscriminately, to the number of 200 ; and three of these are supported solely by Lady liar* 
court. By an accurate calculation of the proportion of children to the population of this pa- 
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rish, it appears that there are verj' few, if any, of a teachable age, ^ho do not partake in 
»oine way or another of- adequate infitmetion. Upon the whole, nothing seems to be wanting, 
either in the wishes and exertions of the wealthier inhabitants, or of the poorer classes in this 
fMinsh, to communicate the adrantages of ao early educatioB, by the best methods of teaching 
to the children of the poor.

I- have never heard of any school upon a charitable- foundation in these parishes, oro( any 
fViod understood in the neighbourhood to have been originally destined to the support of any 
school ; except the sum of 500/. in the 3 per Cent. Consol. Ann. for the support*of a Sunday 
school only in the two parishes. The children are to be instructed in the principles of the 
Church of England. The above sum has lately been placed in. trust for the said purpose by 
a yiery excellent young lady of Sulhampstead Abbots. The poorer classes are desirous, but 
many of them have not the means, of having their children educated^ A small number are put 
to two (fay schools by their more opulent neighbours.

1. There is a Sunday school receatlj established and supported by annual subscription, but 
none on any permanent foundation.

4. It has always remained much the same in point of numbers since its establishment.

6. There are none at all of any description. 

7. I never heard of any, and have made inquiries to that effect. 

8. There are to my knowledge two schools in the parish not supported by charitable 
endowment. 

9. I conceive the poorer orders in this parish to be without sufficient means of educating 
their children. 

10. I think many of these classes are desirous of haylog such means.
